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PREFACE, 


AS  the  doctrine  which  I  maintain,  with  re- 
fpect  to  the  exhibition  of  purgative  medicines, 
will  carry  with  it  the  appearance  of  novelty  ;  in 
order  to  obviate  any  prejudice,  it  is  therefore 
incumbent  on  me  to  ftate  the  rife  and  progrefs 
of  the  opinions  which  I  entertain  upon  this  fub- 
ject,  and  to  produce  the  facts  on  which  the 
practice  which  I  recommend  is  founded. 

With  this  view,  I  hope  it  will  not  be  thought 
prefumptuous,  to  give  fome  account  of  the  op- 
portunities which  I  have  enjoyed,  for  collecting 
accurate  and  extenfive  information,  in  the  dif- 
ferent difeafes  of  which  I  treat  in  the  following 
Obfervations. 


I  havr 
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I  have  occupied  places  of  profeflional  truft 
and  refponfibility  in  Edinburgh  for  upwards  of 
thirty  years.  During  the  whole  of  this  period, 
I  have  difcharged  the  duties  of  Phyfician  to  .the 
Royal  Infirmary,  to  George  Heriot's  Hofpital, 
and  to  the  two  Maiden  Hofpitals  of  this  city. 

In  the  midft  of  the  full,  and  fometimes  labo- 
rious occupations,  in  which,  in  confequence  of 
thefe  fituations,  I  have  been  engaged,  my  atten- 
tion was,  many  years  ago,  attracted  to  the  pur- 
gative effect  of  medicines  given  in  Typhus  fe- 
ver. And  the  facts  which  then  prefented  them- 
felves  to  my  notice,  induced  me  to  repeat  thefe 
medicines  again  and  again  ;  till,  by  flow  ad- 
vances, I  at  laft  acquired  confidence  in  the  prac- 
tice. Many  opportunities  have  fince  occurred 
of  confirming  thefe  obfervations,  which,  in  my 
apprehenfion,  clearly  eftablifh  the  fafety  and 
utility  of  giving  purgative  medicines  in  the 
courfe  of  Typhus  fever,  under  the  limitations 
which  I  point  out. 

I  was  afterwards  difpofed  to  think  favourably 
of  the  fame  practice  in  Scarlatina  ;  and  the  uti- 
lity 
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lity  of  it  in  this  difeafe  has  been  confirmed  alfo 
by  much  experience. 

Thus  my  views  refpe&ing  the  ufe  of  purga- 
tive medicines  became  more  and  more  extend- 
ed ;  and,  in  procefs  of  time,  I  employed  them, 
with  a  freedom  not  ufual,  but  with  manifeft  ad- 
vantage, in  feveral  other  difeafes. 

My  own  experience  of  the  utility  of  this  prac- 
tice, is  the  circumftance  which  encourages  me 
to  follow  it  out  with  fteadinefs.  But  to  infpire 
others  with  the  fame  degree  of  confidence,  it 
will  be  requifite  to  adduce  the  proofs  on  which 
refts  its  alledged  fuperiority. 

The  number,  authenticity,  and  appofite  ap- 
plication of  the  cafes  inferted  in  the  Appendix, 
will,  I  truft,  prove  fufficient  to  eftablim  the 
foundnefs  of  the  principles  upon  which  I  pro- 
ceed, and  to  fatisfy  the  moft  fceptical.  Many 
of  thefe  cafes  are  thofe  of  patients,  who  have 
been  under  my  own  care  in  the  Iufirmary  •  and 
they  are  tranfcribed  from  the  records  of  that 
inftitution,  by  the  permiffion  of  the  managers. 

To 
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To  mow  the  confequence  and  authenticity  of 
thefe  cafes,  I  fhall  mention  fome  particulars  re- 
lative to  the  arrangement  of  medical  practice  in 
the  Hofpital. 

The  Univerfity  of  Edinburgh  had  already  at- 
tained a  high  and  deferved  reputation  as  a 
fchool  of  medicine,  when  the  Royal  Infirmary 
was  opened  in  the  year  1741.,  It  was  foon  per- 
ceived, that  the  Univerfity  and  the  Infirmary 
might  be  made  to  afford  mutual  and  valuable 
aid  to  one  another. — That  the  medical  educa- 
tion, it  was  evident,  would  be  rendered  more 
complete,  by  giving  the  ftudents  of  the  Univer- 
fity accefs  to  the  Infirmary,  where  they  might 
learn  the  practical  part  of  their  profemon  ; — 
while  the  funds  of  the  Hofpital  would  be 
augmented  by  the  fees  which  the  ftudents 
would  pay  for  the  liberty  thus  granted  to  them 
to  vifit  the  patients,  and  witnefs  the  practice  as 
conducted  in  the  Hofpital. 

Accordingly,  arrangements  refpecting  the 
detail  of  pradice  in  the  Hofpital,  fuited  to  thefe 
riews,  were  made;  which,  while  they  fecured, 

2  tor 
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to  the  patients  benefits  fuperior,  I  believe,  to 
what  are  experienced  in  moft  fimilar  inftitu- 
tions,  at  the  fame  time  afforded  to  the  medical 
ftudent  opportunities  of  acquiring  the  practical 
knowledge  of  his  profeffion,  feldom  to  be  found 
in  other  Hofpitals. 

By  the  regulations  of  the  Managers,  the 
Phyficians  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  give  regular 
daily  attendance,  at  a  certain  hour  ;  take  the 
full  charge  of  their  refpective  patients,  and  in- 
terpofe  dire&ly  in  every  circumftance  relative 
to  the  conduct  of  their  cure. 

The  two  phyficians  named  by  the  managers., 
have  an  equal  fhare  of  duty,  and  divide  the  pa- 
tients equally  between  them. 

A  clerk  is  attached  to  each  phyfician.  He  is 
commonly  a  young  gentleman,  who  is  advanced 
in  his  ftudies.  He  refides  in  the  Hofpital,  and 
has  a  general  fuperintendence  of  the  patients, 
who  are  under  the  charge  of  the  phyfician,  with 
whom  he  is  connected.  Befides  other  duties,  it 
is  his  bufmefs  to  prepare  a  written  account  of 

the 
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the  fymptoms  of  thofe  patients,  who  fall  Uncle** 
the  care  of  the  phyfician,  whofe  clerk  he  is-. 
He  inferts  this  account  in  the  journal  book,  and 
reads  it  to  the  phyfician  at  the  bed-fide  of  the 
patient,  on  the  following  daily  vifit. 

The  phyfician  either  admits  this  account  fim- 
ply,  or  makes  additions  and  alterations,  as  he 
may  think  proper. 

Regular  reports  of  the  fubfequent  ftate  of  the 
fymptoms  ;  of  the  remedies  prefcribed,  and  of 
the  effe&s  of  thefe  remedies,  are  given  daily,  or 
as  often  as  the  chronic  nature  of  the  cafe,  may 
make  them  neceflary.  Thefe  reports  are  the 
refult  of  the  accounts,  which  the  patients  give  of 
themfelves,  or  of  the  accounts  which  are  re- 
ceived from  the  nurfes,  or  of  both  together  ; 
they  are  dictated  by  the  phyfician  to  his  clerk, 
who  at  the  time,  enters  them  into  the  journal 
book. 

All  thefe  proceedings  are  tranfa&ed  in  public, 
in  the  prefence,  and  in  the  hearing,  of  a  number 
of  young  gentlemen,  who  attend  the  Hofpital^ 

many 
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many  of  whom  are  competent  judges  of  what  is 
going  forward. 

Thus,  the  phyfician  muft  include,  in  his  re- 
ports, all  the  circumftances,  as  they  arife  in  par- 
ticular cafes  j  circumftances  over  which  he  has 
no  controul,  and  which  muft  inevitably  direct 
his  practice.  Further,  the  phyfician  of  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  in  confequence  of  his  daily  at- 
tendance, is  enabled  to  follow  out  his  practice, 
with  peculiar  precifion  and  accuracy ;  to  do 
which,  he  is  alfo  Simulated  by  the  intereft 
which  he  cannot  but  take  in  his  patients,  fre- 
quently friendlefs  ftrangers  ;  and,  by  the  una- 
voidable publicity  of  his  whole  procedure  re- 
fitting them,  which  places  him  often  in 
delicate  and  trying  fituations. 

Cafes  then  of  this  defcription,  which,  in  their 
progrefs,  cannot  be  perverted  to  particular  pur- 
pofes,  and  which  cannot  afterwards  be  altered, 
by  any  retrofpective  emendation  of  the  practiti- 
oner, polfefs  an  authenticity  peculiar  to  them- 
felves  ;  and  in  the  eftablifhing  of  medical  fads, 
may  be  produced  as  an  authority,  that  cannot 

be 
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be  controverted.  Indeed,  I  efteem  myfelf  fortu- 
nate in  having  documents  of  this  kind  to  ad- 
duce, in  fupport  of  a  practice,  which  may  be 
thought  to  require  all  the  corroboration,  which 
the  moil  incontrovertible  evidence  can  aftord. 
Thefe  cafes  inferted  in  the  different  numbers  of 
the  Appendix,  are  dated  from  the  Royal  Infir- 
mary. 

Again,  in  further  fupport  of  the  exhibition 
of  purgatives,  in  the  difeafes  of  which  I  treat,  I 
infert  in  the  proper  numbers  of  the  Appendix, 
hiftories  of  cafes  from  my  more  private  prac- 
tice •  — and  although  they  are  not  fupported  by 
the  fame  public  teftimony,  as  thofe  which  are 
extracted  from  the  records  of  the  Hofpital,  yet 
I  trull  they  will  be  received  with  all  the  credit 
due  to  cafes,  which  reft  upon  the  authority  of 
any  individual  practitioner. 

The  favour  of  my  friends,  who  have  had  the 
goodnefs  to  oblige  me  with  communications  from 
their  private  practice,  likewife  enables  me  to 
give  farther  evidence  of  the  utility  of  the  prac- 
tice which  I  recommend.    This  is  the  more 

gratifying 
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gratifying  to  me,  as  it  thus  appears,  that  gentle- 
men of  high  profeffional  refpe&ability,  approve 
and  adopt,  in  the  inftances  to  which  their  com- 
munications refer,  the  line  of  practice  which  I 
have  endeavoured  to  introduce. 

Before  I  conclude  thefe  preliminary  remarks, 
I  beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  I  do  not  willingly 
obtrude  myfelf  on  the  public,  in  the  character 
of  an  author  ;  but  different  reafons  concur  to 
overcome  my  backwardnefs  to  do  fo,  and  even 
to  render  a  full  expofition  of  my  practice,  a 
meafure  of  prudence  and  of  felf-defence.  A 
number  of  intelligent,  well -informed  young 
gentlemen,  who  attend  the  Hofpital,  have  be- 
come converts  to  the  free  exhibition  of  purga- 
tive medicines,  which  they  have  feen  me  employ 
with  fo  much  advantage.  By  this  means,  the 
peculiarities  of  my  practice  here,  patted  fiiently 
into  the  world,  unexplained  and  unfupported 
by  the  proofs  and  illuflrations  which  it  was  in 
my  power  to  bring  forward ;  they  have  been 
partially  noticed  in  one  periodical  publication  ; 
and  made  the  fubjecl  of  hafty  and  miftaken  cri- 
ticifm  in  another.  Dreading  therefore,  that  un- 
der 
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der  thefe  difadvantageous  circumftances,  the 
practice  might  be  prejudged,  and  of  courfe,  ne- 
glected, I  have  endeavoured  to  procure  for  it  a 
fair  and  unprejudiced  hearing,  by  placing  it  be- 
fore the  public,  in  my  own  manner.  To  the 
public  decifion  I  will  fubmit,  with  deference  and 
refpect ;  at  the  fame  time,  I  rely  with  confi- 
dence on  their  impartiality  ;  and  truft,  that  no 
perfon  of  character  will  condemn  the  practice, 
which  I  now  recommend,  till  after  repeated 
trials,  agreeably  to  the  inftru&ions  which  I  have 
laid  down.

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS  ON  PURGATIVE  MEDICINES. 

Every  phyfician,  in  the  commencement  of  his 
profeffional  purfuits,  is  neceffarily  guided  by  the 
opinions  he  has  imbibed  in  the  fchools  ;  by  the 
fentiments  of  the  authors  whom  he  has  chiefly 
confulted  ;  and  by  the  practice  of  others,  which 
he  has  propofed  to  himfelf  to  follow.  Subfe- 
quent  information,  however,  new  difcoveries, 
and  the  experience  which  he  gains  by  perioral 
mtercourfe  with  the  fick,  difpofe  him  fooneror 
later,  to  make  fome  change  in  his  more  early 
opinions  and  practice. 

A  On 
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On  this  account  the  fcience  of  medicine  has 
been  confidered  as  changeable  and  uncertain;  but 
furely  it  would  be  more  candid  to  treat  it  as  in  a 
ftate  of  improvement,  in  which  it  has  advanced  in 
proportion  to  the  genius  and  learning  which  its 
cultivators  have  poffefled  ;  or  according  as  the 
fpirit  of  prevailing  philofophies,  always  inter- 
woven with  reafoning  in  medicine,  has  been 
favourable  to  its  progrefs  or  otherwife. 

I  make  thefe  obfervations  as  an  apology,  if 
one  is  neceffary,  for  my  having  occafionally 
deferted  the  ufual  track,  which  has  been  pointed 
out  by  men  of  confideration  in  practical  medi- 
cine. I  have  deferted  this  track,  more  particu- 
larly in  what  relates  to  the  adminiftration  of 
purgative  medicines.  I  have  been  led  to  confi- 
der  this  fubject  minutely,  from  a  habit  of  attend- 
ing to  the  means  of  fupporting,  and,  when  ne- 
celfary,  of  reftoring  the  healthy  action  of  the 
ftomach,  and  inteftinal  canal  ;  which  action 
is  of  great  importance,  and  which  is  liable  to 
be  difordered,  and  in  this  ftate,  to  produce 
much  diftrefs  in  various  difeafes. 

In 
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In  the  courfe  of  the  following  obfervations, 
when  I  call  in  queltion  the  opinions  of  refpec- 
table  authors,  I  trull  I  mall  fpeak  with  that 
deference  and  caution,  which  I  feel  to  be  due 
to  them  ;  being  well  aware  how  apt  we  are 
to  take  erroneous  views  in  difcuffions  that  are 
purely  theoretical. — And  when  I  propofe  thofe 
changes  in  practice,  which  experience  has  taught 
me  to  be  ufeful,  I  will  do  fo  with  a  confidence 
proportionate  to  that  experience  upon  which 
my  opinions  are  founded.  Neverthelefs,  I  beg 
it  to  be  underftood,  that  I  refpeclfully  fubmit 
the  changes  which  I  fuggeft,  to  the  considera- 
tion of  my  profeffional  Brethren  ;  and  requeft, 
that,  after  a  full  trial,  they  will  give  a  candid 
decifion  on  their  merits  ;  for  the  judgment  of 
the  public  is  the  teft,  by  which,  I  am  fenfible, 
they  muft  ultimately  be  confirmed  or  rejected. 

The  importance  of  the  functions  of  the  Ito- 
mach  and  interlines  is  well  known,  and  uni- 
verfally  admitted.  By  means  of  thefe  functions 
our  food  is  digefted  and  affimulated,  and  is 
carried,  under  the  form  of  a  nutritious  fluid,  into 
the  fyftem.    Befides,  the  power  of  fympathy 

a  2  connects 
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connects  the  ftomach  and  bowels  with  many- 
other  parts  of  the  complicated  animal  machine  ; 
and  ftrengthens  the  influence  which  theft  organs 
maintain  over  the  comfort,  the  health,  and  the 
life  of  every  individual.  Hence  it  is  obvious, 
that  diforders  of  the  ftomach  and  bowels  mult 
greatly  affect  the  fyftem  at  large;  and  that,  in 
proportion  to  the  degree  and  duration  of  thefe 
diforders,  the  affection  of  the  general  habit  will 
be  more  or  lefs  ferious  and  afflicting. 

There  is  certainlv  nothing;  new  in  the  obfer- 
vation,  that  the  conltipated  and  loaded  itate  of 
the  inteftinal  canal,  is  a  common  caufe  of  gene- 
ral bad  health.    But  when  I  go  the  length  of 
faying,  that  this  ftate  generally  accompanies 
and  aggravates  the  other  fymptoms  of  fever  ; 
that  it  is  alio  the  immediate  caufe  of  certain 
diforders  peculiar  to  children  and  young  peo- 
ple ;  I  am  aware  that  I  advance  opinions,  in 
which  there  is  a  confiderable  degree  of  novelty  ; 
but  in  which  I  truft  the  following  meets  will 
fatisfy  the  medical  reader,  that  there  is  alfo  at 
leaft,  an  equal  degree  of  foundnefs. 

I  have

I  have  befides  obferved,  that,  in  mature  age, 
and  in  the  decline  of  life,  fymptoms,  which  are 
attributed  to  previous  irregularities,  to  idiofyn- 
cracy,  and  hereditary  difpofition,  to  difeafe,  and 
to  approaching  old  age,  arife  from  conftipation 
of  the  bowels,  or  are  intimately  connected  with 
it.  But  the  confideration  of  thefe,  is  not  com- 
prehended in  my  prefent  plan. 

Thus  I  have  learnt  how  much  the  prophylac- 
tic part  of  medicine,  is  connected  with  the  re- 
gular action  of  the  bowels  ;  and  how  necelfary 
it  is,  in  confequence  of  this,  to  advife  thofe  who 
wim  to  preferve  good  health  ;  and  the  valetudi- 
narian who  is  in  queft  of  this  loft  treafure,  to 
attend  to  this  circumftance.  On  fome  occafions 
it  may  be  proper  to  propofe  to  them,  to  forfake 
the  haunts  and  habits  of  faihionable  life ;  to 
leave  the  crowded  city,  alluring  amufements,  or 
ferious  occupations,  conducted  in  airlefs,  or 
even  tainted  rooms ;  to  fhun  luxurious  tables, 
indolence,  and  late  hours;  to  retrace  the  foot- 
fteps  by  which  they  had  deviated  from  fimple 
nature ;  and  to  court  the  country,  pure  air,  mo- 
derate exercife,  and  fimple  diet. 

a  3  This 
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This  advice  however,  cannot  be  always  com- 
plied with  ;  and  it  may  not  always  remove  cof- 
tivenefs,  and  the  ills  which  proceed  from  it. 
In  this  cafe,  as  well  as  in  the  coftivenefs  which 
accompanies  difeafe,  the  interpofition  of  pur- 
gative medicines  will  be  neceffary. 

In  infancy,  the  alvine  evacuation  is  more  a- 
bundant,  more  frequent,  and  more  fluid,  than 
in  after  periods  of  life.    In  mature  years,  the 
belly  is  generally  moved,  once  in  twenty  four 
hours.    In  the  healthy  ftate,  the  feces,  though 
foft,  preferve  a  form  too  well  known  to  be  de- 
fcribed  ;  they  are  of  a  yellow  colour,  and  they 
give  our  a  certain  odour.    But  when  they  are 
evacuated  lefs  frequently  than  the   age  of  a 
perfon   requires,  when  they    are  indurated, 
when  their  colour  is  changed,  and  when  they 
acquire  a  peculiar  fetor,  they    mark    a  de- 
rangement of  the  ftomach  and  bowels :  whence 
the  approach  of  difeafe,  if  difeafe  is  not  already 
formed,  may  be  apprehended. 


I  am  not  ignorant,  that  coftivenefs  will  prevail 
to  a  confiderable  extent,  even  in  robuft,  and  o- 

3  therwife 
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therwife  healthy  people,  without  immediate  in- 
jury. "  In  fuch  inftances,  the  circulating  and 
abforbent  fyftems  are  active  and  powerful ;  in 
confequence  of  which,  the  fluid  contents  of  the 
interlines  may  be  fo  quickly,  and  fo  comple.  ely 
taken  up,  as  to  leave  a  comparatively  fmali 
mafs,  incapable  from  its  bulk,  of  giving  a  fti- 
mulus,  fufficient  to  excite  the  propenfity  to  evar 
cuate  the  bowels  ;  but  which  by  gradual  and 
flow  accumulation  acquires  this  bulk,  and  is  at 
laft  voided  under  the  appearance  of  an  indurated 
ftool. 

This  constitutional  tendency  gives  a  dange- 
rous ftate  ;  and  however  defirable  it  may  be 
to  rectify  it,  yet  the  confideration  of  it  is  not 
within  my  plan,  which  embraces  only  a  few 
difeafes,  of  which  coftivenefs  may  be  confidered 
as  the  caufe,  or  in  which  it  is  a  leading,  or  per- 
manent fymptom. 

In  the  dawn  of  phyfic,  purgative  medicines 
were  employed.  But,  although  they  have  been 
recommended  by  the  earlieft,  as  well  as  by  later 
writers,  with  different  views  and  intentions  ;  it 

a  4<  does 
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does  not  appear,  that  the  full  extent  of  their  uti- 
lity has  been  always  clearly  perceived  ;  or  the 
adminiftration  of  them  always  properly  directed. 

Phyficians,  tinctured  with  the  tenets  of  judi- 
cial aftrology,  prefcribed  purgatives  at  certain 
times  and  feafons  j  conceiving  that  they  would 
prove  more  beneficial  or  hurtfiul,  according  to 
the  junction  or  oppofition  of  the  planets,  or  the 
age  of  the  moon.  But  thefe  reveries,  wnich  im- 
peded rational  practice,  have  long  fince  vanifhed. 

Thofe  who  were  partial  to  the  doctrines  of 
humoral  pathology,  employed  purgative  medi- 
cines, with  the  intention  of  expelling  peccant 
matter,  but  not  before  it  had  been  feparated 
from  the  mafs  of  fluids,  by  an  appropriate  fer- 
mentation.   The  fame  patholjgifts  taught,  that 
different  purgatives  poficfied  diftinct:  powers* 
and  moved  different  fluids  by  a  fpecific  action. 
Hence  they  have  talked  of  cholagogues,  phlema- 
gogues,  hydragogues,  and  of  melanagogues  j 
and  have  difplayed  much  apparent  fagacity,  in 
felecting  the  purgative  adapted  to  the  expulfion 
of  the  fluid  prevalent  at  the  time. 

This 
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This  fermentation,  however,  and  this  depofi- 
don  of  peccant  humours,  the  confequence  of  it, 
have  ceafed  to  hold  a  place  in  the  doctrines  of 
phyfic.  And  the  fuppofed  fpecific  operation  of 
purgatives,  in  expelling  particular  fluids,  is  not 
confirmed  by  fubfequent  obfervation  and  expe- 
rience, and  is  not  now  regarded  in  practice. 
1 1  '-ft 

Modern  phyficians  have  two  objects  in  view, 
in  the  administration  of  purgative  medicines  ; — 
the  one  is  to  empty  the  bowels  fimply ;  the 
other,  to  promote  an  increafed  fecretion  of 
fluids  into  the  cavity  of  the  inteftines,  or  in  other 
words,  to  induce  purging.  They  have  accord- 
ingly confidered  medicines  thus  employed,  to  be 
of  two  kinds,  laxative  and  purgative  ;  and  they 
direct  the  one  or  the  other  of  thefe,  as  the  cir- 
cumftances  of  the  cafe  may  feem  to  require 
them. 

This  diftinction  is  neither,  perhaps,  fo  correct 
or  philofophical  as  it  might  be.  -  Purgative  me- 
dicines act  by  their  ftimulating  power,  which 
will  be  in  proportion  to  the  quan  ity  of  the  me- 
dicine which  is  given.   Four  grains  of  calomel, 

three 
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three  or  four  of  aloes,  and  ten  or  twelve 
drachms  of  rochelle  fait,  will  generally  prove 
purgative ; — and  any  of  thefe  in  reduced  dofes, 
will  have  a  laxative  effect  only.  But  as  this  dif- 
tinction  has  acquired  the  fanftion  of  ages,  I 
might  have  paffed  it  in  filence,  had  it  not  been 
neceffary  for  me  to  notice  it ;  as,  from  experi- 
ence of  their  fuperior  ufefulnefs,  I  employ  al- 
moft  folely  what  are  underftood  to  be  purgative 
medicines,  in  the  difeafes  of  which  I  am  to  treat, 
while  at  the  fame  time  I  avoid  their  full  effect  of 
purging. 

This  confideration  obviates  an  objection,  not 
unfrequently  made,  to  the  employment  of  pur- 
gative medicines  ;  namely,  that  they  reduce  the 
ftrength  of  a  patient,  already  too  much  weaken- 
ed. Purging  will  undoubtedly  debilitate  the 
body,  by  caufing  a  fudden,  and  a  greater  than 
ufual  flow  of  fluids,  that  are  in  general  fecreted 
ilowly  ;  and  by  hurrying  off  the  chyle,  and  pre- 
venting it  from  pamng  into  the  circulation. 
Purgative  medicines,  thus  afting,  are  ufeful  on 
fome  occafions;  and  are  advantageoufly  em- 
ployed in  fome  difeafes.   But  purging  is  not  de- 

firable 
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firable  in  the  difeafes,  which  are  the  fubjects  of 
the  following  obfervations.  Here,  the  fole  in- 
tention, is  to  bring  off  the  contents  of  the 
bowels,  which  are  out  of  the  courfe  of  the 
circulation  ;  and,  in  fo  far,  are  already,  in  a 
manner,  extraneous  to  the  body.  I  can  hardly 
fuppofe,  that  debility  will  enfue  from  purgative 
medicines,  given  under  this  limitation  j  we 
might  as  well  expect,  it  from  emptying  the  uri- 
nary bladder.  But  who  ever  dreamt  of  even 
momentary  debility,  arifmg  from  voiding  a 
pound  or  two  of  urine  ? 


CHAP, 
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CHAP.  I. 


OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  UTILITY  AND  ADMINIS- 
TRATION OF  PURGATIVE  MEDICINES,  IN  TYPHUS 
FEVER. 

A  considerable  diverfity  of  opinion  has 
prevailed,  refpe&ing  the  caufe  of  fever.  Phyfi- 
cians  feem  now  to  be  agreed,  in  referring  it  to 
a  general  or  fpecific  contagion  ;  the  former 
giving  rife  to  typhus,  in  the  various  forms  under 
w  hich  it  appears  ;  while  the  exanthemata,  or 
eruptive  fevers,  proceed  from  the  latter. 

The  manner  in  which  contagion  acts  on  the 
living  body  has  been  the  fubjec~t  of  much  dif- 
cufhon.  But  the  confideration  of  this  queftion 
is  altogether  foreign  to  my  purpofe.    It  will  be 

fufficient 
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.  fufficient  for  me,  to  note  the  ufual  fymptoms  of 
typhus. 

The  prefence  of/  typhus  is  firft  known,  by 
derangement  of  the  ftomach,  which  is  marked 
by  ficknels,  lofs  of  appetite,  third,  headach, 
white,  or  loaded  tongue,  and  generally  by  cof- 
tivenefs.  Thefe  fymptoms  are  foon  followed  by 
affection  of  the  furface,  of  the  fanguiferous  fyf- 
tem,  and  of  different  fecretions.  To  which,  in 
the  more  advanced  ftate  of  the  fever,  are  fuper- 
added  delirium,  tremors,  fublultus  tendinum, 
floccitatio,  fmgultus  ;  thefe  denote  confiderable 
affection  of  the  nervous  fyftem. 

The  fymptoms  above  enumerated  appear  in 
fucceffion,  and  generally  in  the  order  in  which 
I  have  mentioned  them  ;  thofe  which  affect  the 
ftomach,  as  they  are  the  firft,  fo  they  are  the 
moft  permanent  throughout  the  fever.  They 
accompany  the  others  as  they  arife,  and  very 
poflibly  influence  them,  in  refpect  of  their  mild- 
nefs  or  feverity.  .  They  are  therefore,  of  great 
import,  in  the  treatment  of  fever,  and  demand 
particular  attention.

Thirty  years  ago,  I  was  appointed  one  of  the 
phyficians  of  the  Royal  Infirmary,  an  office 
which  I  (till  hold. 

At  this  time,  the  cure  of  typhus  fever  was 
thought  to  confift  chiefly,  in  the  removal  of  ato- 
ny, and  fpafm  of  the  veffels  of  the  furface  of  the 
body.    For  this  purpofe,  among  other  remedies, 
weak  antimonial,  and  naufeating  medicines,  were 
given  freely.    The  ftate  of  the  ftomach  and 
bowels,  after  the  exhibition  of  an  emetic  and 
purgative,  on  the  firfl  approach  of  the  attack, 
was  little  regarded  in  the  after  periods  of  the 
fever.    An  occafiona!  ftool  Was  procured  by  a 
mild  glyfter  j  while  a  purgative  medicine  was 
given  with  extreme  caution.  Apprehenfions 
were  entertained,  that  the  operations  of  a  pur- 
gative would  rivet  the  fpafm  of  the  extreme  vef- 
fels, and  increafe  debility,  one  of  the  fuppofed 
direct  caufes  of  death,  in  fever.    Thefe  appre- 
henfions may  flili  bias  the  practice  of  many,  as 
they  certainly  did  bias  mine,  for  a  long  time. 

A  typhus  fever,  with  fymptoms  more  than  u- 
fually  malignant,  appeared  in  Edinburgh,  in 
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fummer  1779.  It  originated  in  the  hofpital  of 
the  prifoners  of  war,  who  were  confined  in  the 
Caftle.  Notwithstanding  the  employment  of  eve- 
ry precaution  which  prudence  could  fugged, 
the  fpreading  of  the  difeafe  was  not  altogether 
prevented.  Several  of  the  troops,  then  in  the 
garrifon,  and  fome  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city,  were  feized  with  the  fever. 

In  fummer  1781,  a  fleet  of  merchantmen 
from  Jamaica,  with  their  convoy,  confiding 
of  feveral  mips  of  war,  came  to  anchor  in 
Leith  roads.  The  paffage  had  been  tedious,  the 
crews  were  fickly,  and  they  had  been  for  fome 
time,  on  fhort  allowance  of  provifions.  Never- 
thelefs,  they  were  obliged,  from  the  circum- 
ftances  of  the  war,  to  avoid  the  channel,  and 
come  round  by  the  north  of  Scotland. 

From  the  beginning  of  July,  to  the  ninth  day 
of  Auguft,  no  lefs  than  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-fix men  in  fever,  were  fent  aihore,  from  his 
Majefty's  (hip  Suffolk,  one  of  the  convoy,  of 
whom  twenty-three  died.  And  of  forty  men 
in  fever,  who  were  landed  from  his  Majefty's 

fliip 
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fhip  Egmont,  another  of  the  convoy,  on  the 
tenth,  eleventh,  and  thirteenth  of  July,  eight 
died. 

Such  of  thefe  men,  as  could  not  be  accommo- 
dated in  a  temporary  hofpital,  were  quartered 
in  Leith,  two,  three,  or  four  being  billeted  in 
one  houfe.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  were  feized 
with  a  fever,  of  the  fame  kind  with  that  under 
which  the  failors  laboured,  and  it  continued  to 
prevail  for  many  years  in  the  town. 

Thefe  circumftances,  the  proximity  of  Leith 
to  Edinburgh,  and  the  great  and  daily  re- 
ciprocal intercourfe  which  fubfifts  betwixt  the 
inhabitants,  will  account  for  a  typhus  fever  of 
greater  than  ufual  malignity,  which  appeared  in 
Edinburgh  about  this  time,  and  which  conti- 
nued to  prevail  for  fome  years  afterwards. 

Being  frequently  difappointed  in  my  at- 
tempts to  cure  this  fever,  by  the  practice  then  in 
ufe  ;  I  was  induced  to  employ  a  powerful  anti- 
monial  medicine,  Calx  aniimonii  nitrata,  Phar- 
7imcop.  Edinburgen.  edita,  anno  1774.  Of  this 
3  medicine. 
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•medicine,  I  gave  four  or  fix  grains  for  a  dofe, 
which  was  repeated  three  or  four  times,  at  an 
interval  of  two  hours,  between  each  dofe,  un- 
lefs  fweating,  vomiting,  or  purging,  were  pre- 
viously excited. 

I  had  recourfe  to  this  practice,  towards  the 
end  of  the  fever,  and  in  the  treatment  of  thofe 
patients  only,  of  whofe  recovery  I  was  exceed- 
ingly doubtful.  I  entertained  hopes,  however, 
that  a  favourable  crifis  might  be  procured,  by 
the  efficacy  of  the  antimonial ;  and,  in  the  mean 
time,  I  fupported  the  ftrength  of  the  patient,  by 
the  moderate  ufe  of  wine. 

This  antimonial  remedy  was  not  ineffectual ; 
but  I  remarked  that  it  was  beneficial  only,  when 
it  moved  the  belly.  The  ftools  were  black  and 
fetid,  and  in  general  copious.  On  the  dif- 
charge  of  thefe,  the  low  delirium,  tremors,  floc- 
citatio,  and  fubfultus  tendinum,  which  had 
prevailed,  abated  in  fome  cafes ;  the  tongue, 
which  had  been  dry  and  furred,  became  moifter 
and  cleaner,  and  a  feeble  creeping  pulfe  ac- 
quired a  firmer  beat. 

B  Reflefting 
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Reflecting  afterwards  on  thefe  circumftances, 
it  occurred  to  me,  as  the  purgative  effect  ap- 
peared to  have  been  the  ufeful  one,  that  any- 
purgative  medicine  might  be  fubftituted,  for  the 
calx  antimonii  nitrata ;  and  that  by  this  fubfti- 
tution,  the  unneceflary  debilitation  of  an  ex- 
haufted  patient,  by  vomiting  and  fweating  might 
be  avoided. 

More  extended  experience  confirmed  thefc 
conjectures ;  and  I  was  gradually  encouraged  to 
employ  purgative  medicines  early,  in  typhus, 
and  to  repeat  them  in  the  courfe  of  the  difeafe. 
And  after  having  long  and  ftrictly  directed  my 
attention  to  this  point  of  practice,  I  am  now 
throughly  perfuaded,  that  the  full  and  regular 
evacuation  of  the  bowels,  relieves  the  oppreffion 
of  the  ftomach,  and  mitigates  the  other  fymp- 
toms  of  fever.  ,      .  . 

Farther,  I  am  difpofed  to  refer  the  ufefulnefs 
of  purgative  medicines,  to  their  acting  through 
the  whole  extent  of  the  inteftines,  and  to  their 
confequent  moving  and  conveying  off,  feculent 
matter  rendered  offemive  and  Uritating,  bycon- 
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ftipation,  and  by  the  changed  nature  of  the 
fluids  fecreted  into  the  inteftinal  canal,  a  change 
which  appears  to  take  place  in  the  febrile  ftate. 
If  thefe  things  are  fo,  how  inefficacious  muft 
the  operation  of  a  glyfter  be,  the  ftimulus  of 
which,  nearly  limited  to  the  rectum  cannot  be 
adequate,  to  procure  the  full  evacuation  in  ques- 
tion ! 

Accordingly,  it  is  now  fome  years  fince  I  have 
left  off  almoft  entirely,  the  practice  of  ordering 
emetics  and  gly  Iters  in  fever.  I  truft  to  a  pur- 
gative, to  enfure  a  regular  alvine  evacuation. 
For  this  purpofe,  however,  a  daily  purgative  is 
not  always  required.  Thus,  avoiding  the  ha- 
raffing  diftrefs,  which  generally  accompanies 
the  operation  of  an  emetic  given  to  patients  in 
a  ftate  of  fever ;  as  well  as  the  trouble  and  fati- 
gue, which  the  exhibition  of  gly Iters  occafions  ; 
I  think  I  conduct  the  treatment  of  typhus  fever, 
to  a  favourable  iffue,  with  more  certainty,  and 
with  the  greater  eafe  and  comfort  of  the  patient. 

This  practice,  which  I  have  found  ufeful,  and 
which  refpe&s  only  the  ftate  of  the  inteftinal 

B  2  canal,

canal,  fuperfedes  by  no  means,  ufual  attention 
to  the  various  other  means  of  cure,  employed 
in  fever.  I  am  even  ready  to  allow,  although 
I  exclude  emetics  and  glyfters  from  my  general, 
practice  in  typhus,  that  peculiar  circumftances 
may,  occafionally,  make  both  the  one  and  the 
other  neceffary. 

I  cannot,  however,  omit  remarking,  that  for 
fome  years  paft,  I  find  wine  lefs  neceffary  in 
fever,  than  I  formerly  thought  it  was.  This 
may  be  owing  to  the  fever  which  has  prevailed 
of  late  being  lefs  malignant  than  it  was  fome 
years  ago  ;  or  to  the  effect  of  the  purgative  me- 
dicines which  I  have  employed,  and  which  may 
obviate  fymptoms  of  debility,  as  well  as  remove 
them. 

If  this  is  a  juft  view  of  the  cafe,  the  plain  in- 
ference is,  that  the  employment  of  purgative 
medicines, .to  preferve  a  regular  ftate  of  the  bel- 
ly, does  not  increafe  the  debilitating  effects  of 
fever.  This  doctrine,  I  know,  is  contrary  to  the 
opinion  generally  received  ;  but  I  am  confident, 
that  it  is  confonant  to  the  fact. 

3  The 
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The  object  to  be  attained,  is  the  complete 
and  regular  evacuation  of  the  offenfive  feculent 
matter  collected  in  the  bowels,  in  the  courfe  of 
fever.  Within  this  limit,  the  practice  is  fafe 
and  falutary.  Of  this  I  am  aflured,  that  I  have 
had  much  fatisfattion  in  the  profecution  of  it ; 
and  have  not  in  a  fingle  inftance,  had  occafion 
to  regret  any  injury  or  bad  confequence  pro- 
ceeding from  it.  For  I  am  not  an  advocate  for 
its  being  carried  to  the  length  of  exciting  unufual 
fecretion  into  the  cavity  of  the  inteftines,  or  of 
procuring  copious  watery  ftools.  Such  indeed, 
while  they  are  not  requifite,  might  increafe  the 
debility  fo  much  and  fo  juflly  dreaded. 

In  further  recommendation  of  .the  practice,  I 
obferve  that  it  is  conducted  with  eafe,  and  a  to- 
lerable degree  of  certainty.  The  precife  effe£t 
of  purgative  medicines,  may  not,  in  every  in- 
ftance, be  altogether  under  command ;  but  in 
general  it  is  fo,  if,  to  a  little  experience,  we  join 
a  previous  knowledge  of  the-  peculiarites  in  par- 
ticular conftitutions.  At  any  rate,  the  fubfe- 
quent  dofes  of  purgative  medicines,  and  the  re- 

b  3  petition 
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petition  of  them,  will  be  regulated  by  the  effect 
of  preceding  ones. 

It  is  of  importance,  to  confult  in  all  refpects 
the  quiet  and  comfort  of  patients,  in  fever.  On 
this  account,  the  exhibition  of  purgative  medi- 
cines mould  be  fo  timed,  that  their  effects  may 
be  expected  during  the  day,  when  proper  amft- 
ance  can  be  belt  procured  to  the  patient. 

The  purgative  medicines  which  I  have  chief- 
ly employed  in  fever,  are  calomel,  calomel  and 
jalap,  compound  powder  of  jalap,  aloes,  folu- 
tions  of  any  mild  neutral  fait,  infufion  of  fen- 
na,  and  fometimes  the  two  laft  mentioned 
medicines  conjoined. 

In  the  Appendix,  N°.  II.  I  have  inferted  fe- 
veral  detailed  cafes,  in  illuftration  of  the  utility 
of  purgative  medicines  in  fever,  and  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  I  have  uied  them. 
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CHAP.  II. 


OBSERVATIONS   ON   THE  ADMINISTRATION  AND  UTI- 
LITY OF  PURGATIVE  MEDICINES,  IN  SCARLATINA. 

No  difeafe  has  attracted  greater  attention,  than 
Scarlatina.  Its  frequent  occurrence,  and  its  fa- 
tal tendency,  have  claimed  the  exertion  of  prac- 
titioners, and  have  ftimulated  them  to  enquire 
into  the  nature  of  the  difeafe,  and  the  mod  fuc* 
cefsful  mode  of  treating  it. 

The  ancients  do  not  feem  to  have  had  any 
very  accurate  views,  with  regard  to  fcarlatina. 

Various  authors,  from  an  early  period  of  the 
fixteenth  century  downwards,  mention  an  ulce- 
rated fore  throat,  a'  -ompanied  with  a  fcarlet 

b  4  efflorefcence 
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efflorefcence  on  the  furface  of  the  body,  as  fre- 
quently defolating  different  parts  of  the  conti- 
nent of  Europe. 

Sydenham  defcribes  fcarlatina,  as  we  often 
fee  it,  to  be  a  mild  difeafe,  requiring  only  com- 
mon attentions,  quiet,  and  fimple  diet ;  and  more 
likely  to  be  aggravated  than  relieved,  by  the 
<c  nimia  medici  diligentia." 

Huxham  and  Fothergill  afterwards  wrote  on 
fcarlatina,  and  the  ulcerated  fore  throat ;  and 
fmce  their  time,  many  Britifh  and  foreign  phy- 
ficians  have  publifhed  their  fentiments,  with  re- 
gard to  this  difeafe  ;  and  have  fpoken  of  it  under 
the  title  of  Scarlatina  anginofa. 

Thefe  different  accounts  of  fcarlatina,  have 
given  rife  to  much  nofological  difcuffion,  refpedt- 
ing  the  identity  of  the  difeafe,  as  defcribed  under 
different  names.  Little  doubt  is  now  entertain- 
ed on  the  fubjecl,  fo  far  as  fcarlatina,  and  fcar- 
latina anginofa  are  concerned.  It  appears  to  be 
admitted,  that  the  affeciion  of  the  throat  in  the 
latter  may  give  a  variety,  while  the .  difeafes  are 

the

the  fame  in  their  origin,  courfe,  and  termi* 
nation. 

Greater  doubt  prevails  in  regard  to  this  ques- 
tion, refpecting  the  ulcerated  fore  throat,  or 
Cynanche  maligna,  the  name  by  which  it  is  now 
generally  known.  This  very  name  may  have 
contributed  to  confirm  the  opinion,  that  it  is  a 
distinct  disease  from  fcarlatina ;  an  opinion, 
which,  fanctioned  by  authors  of  refpectability, 
and  by  our  intelligent  and  lateft  nofologift,  has 
been,  and  is  ftill  prevalent. 

It  is  altogether  foreign  to  my  purpofe,  to  en- 
gage in  this  controverfy ;  and  the  more  fo,  as  I 
apprehend  that  the  diftinclion,  the  fubjecl:  of  it, 
begins  to  lofe  ground,  as  our  knowledge  of  the 
difeafe  becomes  more  comprehenfive  and  accu- 
rate. The  time  may  not  be  far  diftant,  when 
fcarlatina  will  be  received  as  the  generic  dif- 
eafe, the  full  hiftory  of  which,  will  include  the 
adventitious  fymptoms  as  they  appear  in  fcarla- 
tina anginofa,  and  in  cynanche  maligna  ;  in  the 
fame  manner  as  the  hiftory  of  variola  compre- 
hends 
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hends  the  varieties  of  the  diftincl,  and  of  the 
confluent  fmall  pox. 

Scarlatina,  as  an  epidemic,  does  not  always 
affurae  precifely  the  fame  appearance.  This  di- 
verfity  depends  in  part,  upon  the  varying  na- 
ture and  conftitution  of  fcarlatina  itfelf,  inde- 
pendently of  all  extrinfic  circumftances  ;  in  part, 
upon  certain  contingencies,  which  are  common 
to  all  the  inhabitants  of  a  whole  diftricl  of  coun- 
try, fuch  as  the  feafon  of  the  year,  the  tempe- 
rature of  the  air,  the  kindlinefs  or  inclemency 
of  the  weather,  together  with  other  unknown 
qualities  of  the  atmofphere ;  and  partly,  upon 
circumftances  which  apply  to  individuals,  fub- 
jected  to  the  difeafe  ;  their  general  habit  of  bo- 
dy and  conftitution,  their  particular  ftate  of 
health,  at  the  time  of  attack,  and  their  fitua- 
tion,  with  refpecl  to  lodging,  ventilation,  and 
cleanlinefs. 

Thefe  circumftances  concur  in  modifying  the 
character  of  the  epidemic ;  and  while  they  in- 
troduce a  variety  in  the  fymptoms  of  fcarlatina, 
they  likewife  point  out  the  necemty  of  making  a 
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correfponding  change  in  the  method  of  cure, 
and  of  accomodating  our  practice  to  the  parti- 
cular nature  of  the  cafe. 

Hence  various  opinions  have  been  entertain- 
ed, of  the  nature  of  fcarlatina ;  and,  apparently, 
difcordant  methods  of  cure  have  been  propofed. 

Undoubtedly,  varying  epidemics  of  fcarlatina 
have  led  to  the  practice  of  blood  letting,  in 
fome  inftances,  and  to  the  rejection  of  it,  in 
others ;  to  the  adoption  of  emetics  and  of  blif- 
ters,  by  fome  practitioners,  and  to  the  neglect, 
and  pofitive  profcription  of  them  by  others.  It 
is  owing  to  the  fame  caufe,:  that  cinchona  is 
warmly  recommended  and  almoft  exclufively 
trufled,  for  the  cure  of  fcarlatina ;  while  on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  reprobated,  as  tending  to  in- 
duce Houghs,  and  putrid  ulcers  in  the  throat, 
which  it  was  expe&ed  to  have  obviated  and  re- 
moved In  like  manner,  purgatives  have  had 
their  abettors  and  opponents;  but  the  latter  prov- 
ing more  numerous,  purgatives  have  been  con- 
demned as  ufelefs,  if  not  dangerous,  in  fcarlatina; 
and  lately,  the  affufion  of  cold  water  over  the 

furface, 
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furface,  or  the  ablution  of  the  fldn,  by  means  of 
tepid  water,  have  been  recommended  and  prac- 
tifed  in  fcarlatina,  according  to  circumftances, 
by  men,  whofe  opinions  have  great  weight  and 
authority. 

Thus,  the  young  and  timid  practitioner  is  dif- 
tracted,  and  at  a  lofs  what  courfe  to  purfue,  that 
he  may  embrace  a  fafe  and  decided  line  of  con- 
duct. It  will  be  a  difficult  talk,  to  difpel  the 
clouds  that  overfhadow  medical  practice  in  fcar- 
latina. The  only  way  of  accomplifhing  it  will 
be,  to  give  a  full  ftatement  of  the  leading  fymp- 
toms  of  the  different  epidemics  of  fcarlatina,  no- 
ticed by  authors  ;  and  to  appropriate  to  each, 
the  general  and  topical  remedies  which  they  re- 
quire. Whoever  embarks  in  this  undertaking, 
and  executes  it  with  fuccefs,  will  render  an  ufe- 
ful  fervice  to  the  public. 

Thefe  reflexions  occurred  to  me,  upon 
turning  my  thoughts  towards  the  fubject  of 
fcarlatina ;  and  I  conceive  them  of  fufficient 
importance,  to  merit  the  attention  which  I  have 
beftowed  upon  them. 

I  proceed 
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I  proceed  now,  to  the  proper  object  of  this 
paper ;  in  profecuting  which,  I  beg  to  be  under- 
ftood,  as  confidering  fcarlatina,  and  fcarlatina 
anginofa,  to  be  the  fame  difeafe,  ufing  always 
the  term  fcarlatina,  as  including  both.  And 
thus,  in  compliance  with  common  cuftom,  and 
for  a  reafon  which  will  afterwards  appear,  I  mail 
treat  of  this  modification  of  the  difeafe,  fepa- 
rately  from  cynanche  maligna,  of  which  I  mail 
take  diftinct  notice,  in  the  fequel. 

An  inflammatory  diathefis  frequently  prevails 
in  the  firft  attack,  and  during  the  early  period 
of  fcarlatina.  On  this  account,  venefection  has 
been  ranked,  by  fome  practitioners,  among  the 
remedies  which  ought  to  be  employed,  in  fcarla- 
tina ;  and  it  has  even  been  practifed  with  ad- 
vantage. 

Poffibly  too,  the  exiftence  of  the  inflamma- 
tory diathefis,  may  have  difpofed  other  practi- 
tioners to  give  purgative  medicines,  more  freely 
in  fcarlatina,  than  in  typhus.  But  this  practice  # 
has  not  been  univerfai ;  for  many  phyficians  do 
not  admit  the  good  effect  of  purgatives,  while 

others 
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others  deny  it  altogether,  and  confider  it  to  be 
highly  prejudicial,  by  inducing  a  dangerous  and 
fatal  tendency  in  the  difeafe. 

This  queftion,  one  of  great  importance  in 
pra&ice,  is  not  as  yet,  fatisfa&orily  decided  j  al- 
though I  think  the  opinion  gains  ground,  that 
purgatives  are  ufeful  in  fcarlatina,  either  during 
the  whole  courfe,  or  towards  the  clofe  of  the 
difeafe  ;  in  which  laft  cafe  they  are  given,  to 
obviate,  or  to  remove  dropfical  fwelling,  a  com- 
mon, and  fometimes,  a  fatal  confequence,  of 
fcarlatina. 

Many  years  ago,  when  the  prejudices  againfl 
the  ufe  of  purgatives  in  fcarlatina,  were  more 
decided,  and  more  prevalent,  than  they  are  at 
this  time,  I  ventured  to  employ  them.  My  do- 
ing fo,  was  indeed  a  necelfary  confequence  of 
the  benefit  I  had  experienced  from  purgative 
medicines  in  typhus.  I  had  learnt  that  the  fymp- 
toms  of  debility  which  occur  in  typhus  fever,  fo 
far  from  being  encreafed,  were  obvioufly  re- 
lieved, by  the  evacuation  of  the  bowels.  I  was, 
therefore,  under  little  apprehenfion  from  them, 
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in  fcarlatina.    I  have  never  witneffed  finking 
and  fainting,  as  mentioned  by  fome  authors,  and 
fo  much  dreaded  by  them  5  neither  have  I  ob- 
ferved  revulfion  from  the  furface  of  the  body, 
and  confequent  premature  fading,  or  in  common 
language,  ftriking  in  of  the  efflorefcence,  from 
the  exhibition  of  purgatives.    Accordingly,  in 
treating  fcarlatina,  1  have  confided  much,  in  the 
ufe  of  purgative  medicines  ;  and  no  variety  of 
the  difeafe,  as  occurring  in  different  epidemics, 
or  in  the  courfe  of  the  fame  epidemic,  has  hi- 
therto prevented  me  from  following  out  this  prac- 
tice, to  the  extent  which  I  have  found  neceffary. 

Here,  I  beg  again  to  caution  the  reader  againft 
the  common  affociation  of  purging,  with  the 
ufe  of  purgative  medicines ;  which  are  given 
only  in  the  prefent  cafe,  to  remedy  the  impaired 
action  of  the  inteftines,  and  fecure  the  complete 
expulfion  of  their  contents,  and  thus  to  pre- 
vent any  accumulation  from  remaining  to  ag- 
gravate the  feverity  of  the  fymptoms,  and  pro- 
duce further  fource  of  fuffering  to  the  patient. 

Be  fides 
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Befides  thefe  motives  for  the  exhibition  of 
purgatives,  I  have  obferved,  that  the  febrile 
ftate  in  fcarlatina  has  a  more  powerful  effect  to 
induce  coftivenefs,  and  to  change  the  nature  of 
the  contents  of  the  bowels,  than  it  has  in  typhus. 
For  in  moft  cafes  of  fcarlatina,  the  alvine  evacua- 
tion has  an  unnatural  appearance,  and  in  general, 
a  peculiarly  fetid  fmell. 

While  I  have  thus  found,  that  purgative  me- 
dicines mitigate  the  fymptoms  of  fcarlatina,  I 
have  alfo  in  general,  experienced  them  to  afford 
the  moft  certain  means,  either  of  preventing 
dropfical  fwellings,  and  other  fubfequent  de- 
rangements of  health,  or  of  removing  them, 
when  formed.  For  this  reafon  I  give  purgatives, 
not  only  during  the  fever,  but  for  fome  time 
after  convalefcence. 

On  this  fubjecl,  it  is  proper  to  remark,  that 
the  termination  of  fcarlatina  cannot  be  ascertain- 
ed, from  its  previous  ftate ;  we  can  form  no  ge- 
neral conclufion  as  to  the  dropfical  tendency, 
from  the  violence  or  miidnefs  of  the  preceding 
fymptoms.   I  have  been  involved  in  the  greatefl 
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perplexity  from  the  appearance  of  dropfical  af- 
fection, after  the  termination  of  a  mild  fcarlati- 
na.  During  the  progrefs  of  fcarlatina,  therefore, 
practitioners  cannot  be  too  much  on  the  watch 
againft  unexpected  changes,  and  unfavourable 
appearances.  They  mult  never,  in  the  flighteft 
cafe,  lofe  fight  of  the  '  diligentia  medici,'  al- 
though Sydenham  feems  to  ridicule  this  atten- 
tion, by  applying  to  it  the  epithet  £  nimia.' 

The  fame  activity,  however,  in  the  exhibition 
of  purgative  medicines,  is  not  required  in  every 
epidemic,  and  in  every  cafe  of  fcarlatina.  In 
fome  inflances,  the  belly  is  moved  with  eafe, 
and  in  others,  not  without  difficulty.  Scarla- 
tina was  frequent  in  Edinburgh,  in  autumn 
1804,  and  in  winter  1804-5.  In  this  epide- 
mic, the  bowels  were  peculiarly  conftipated,  the 
mortality  was  great,  and  the  termination  in 
dropfy  frequent.  I  have  not  afcertained  the  cir- 
cumftances  to  which  this  different  Mate  of  the 
bowels  in  fcarlatina,  is  to  be  afcribed.  But  on 
whatever  caufe  the  difference  depends,  it  will 
be  neceflary  for  us  to  adapt  our  practice  in  the 

ufe  of  purgatives,  to  the  nature  of  the  prevail- 
ing epidemic. 
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It  is  not  perhaps,  of  great  moment,  to  be  fe- 
licitous about  the  felection  of  purgative  medi- 
cines in  fcarlatina.    In  general,  I  have  chiefly 
employed  thofe,  which  I  have  memioned  in  my 
obfervations  on  typhus.    Children  cannot  be  al- 
ways eafily  induced  to  take  medicines  of  any 
kind.  Submuriate  of  mercury,  may,  on  this  ac- 
count, be  proper  for  them.    But  we  ought  to 
be  on  our  guard  againft  too  great  an  affection 
of  the  mouth,  from  the  frequent  neceflary  repe- 
tition of  the  mercury. 

In  fcarlatina,  as  in  typhus,  we  ought  to  keep 
in  view  the  procuring  of  the  effect  of  purga- 
tives, during  the  day,  and  the  avoiding,  in  this 
'  manner,  the  difturbance  •  of  the  fick,  in  the 
night  time. 

The  ufe  of  purgative  medicines  in  fcarlatina, 
does  not  fupercede  the  other  fources  of  relief 
and  comfort,  which  have  been  found  proper  in 
the  treatment  of  the  difeafe.  On  the  contrary, 
the  good  efFe&s  of  thefe,  and  their  co-operation 
with  purgatives,  will  contribute  to  abate  fuffer- 

ing, 
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ing,  and  avert  the  danger  which  follows  fcar- 
latina. 


I  have  purpofely  declined  entering  into  any 
argument  reflecting  the  identity  of  fcarlatina, 
and  cynanche  maligna,  that  I  might  be  at  liber- 
ty to  notice  them  feparately.  I  am,  however, 
difpofed  to  confider  them,  as  conftituting  one 
difeafe  :  yet  fo  long  as  this  is  not  the  general 
opinion,  I  was  unwilling  that  doubt  mould  a- 
rife  from  this  quarter,  reflecting  the  ufe  of  pur- 
gative medicines  in  fcarlatina.  For  while  in  this, 
the  more  fimple  form  of  the  difeafe,  purgatives 
are  confidered  by  almoft  every  one  as  dange- 
rous, they  are  univerfally,  and  altogether  con- 
demned in  cynanche  maligna.  Had  I  therefore 
fpoken  in  a  general  way,  and  feemcd  to  have  re- 
commended purgative  medicines  in  all  the  varie- 
ties of  fcarlatina,  my  propofal  would  have  been 
received  with  fuch  diftruft,  that  the  practice 
which,  from  a  convi&ion  of  its  utility,  I  was  anxi- 
ous to  promote,  might  have  been  neglefted,  and 
palfed  from,  without  a  trial  of  its  expediency. 

c  2  But 
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But  the  line  which  I  have  taken,  will  avert  this 
danger.  I  have  ftated  my  practice,  of  exhibit- 
ing purgatives  in  fcarlatina  ;  I  proceed  now  to 
confider  it  in  relation  to  Cynanche  maligna. 

The  extreme  debility  which  is  manifeft  in  the 
malignant  fore  throat,  has  given  rife  to  a  ftrong 
objection  to  evacuations  of  any  kind,  and  par- 
ticularly to  that  of  purging,  in  the  treatment  of 
it.  It  would  indeed  appear,  that  this  objection 
has  been  urged  with  effect,  againft  the  ufe  of 
purgatives  even  in  fcarlatina,  in  confequence  of 
the  connexion  which  had  been  obferved  to  fub- 
fift  betwixt  it  and  Cynanche  maligna.  For  it  wap 
imagined,  that  the  danger  from  Cynanche  malig- 
na which  fupervenes  upon  fcarlatina,  a  fuper- 
vention  not  unfrequcnt,  would  be  increafed,  in 
proportion  to  the  debility  previoufly  induced  by 
the  purgatives  ufed  in  fcarlatina. 

But  the  reftricted  ufe  of  purgative  medicines, 
to  the  extent  of  unloading  the  bowels  only,  does 
not  increafe  this  debility,  while  it  relieves  the 
fymptoms  of  the  general  fever,  and  either  may 

\  thus 
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thus  prevent  its  termination  in  cynanche  malig- 
na, or  alleviate  the  attack. 

Writers  alfo  condemn  purgatives  in  cynan- 
che maligna,  from  an  apprehenfion,  that  they 
ferve  to  diffufe  the  ac^id  matter,  defcending  from 
the  throat  into  the  flomach,  over  the  whole  fur- 
face  of  the  inteflines,  and  thus  to  increafe  the 
fource  of  contagion,  and  to  aggravate  the  irri- 
tation  which  arifes  from  the  prefence  of  this  ac- 
rid matter.  But  in  ftating  this  objection,  they 
do  not  confider,  that  this  matter  accumulating, 
and  becoming  more  ofFenfive,  in  confequence  of 
retention  in  the  flomach  and  bowels,  will  pro- 
duce greater  mifchief  and  greater  irritation, 
than  can  poffibly  proceed  from  the  gentle  ope- 
ration of  a  purgative  medicine  ;  while  they  lofe 
the  benefit  enfuing  from  the  movement  and  ex- 
pulfion  of  an  acrimonious  feculent  mafs. 

An  exhauftirrg  diarrhoea,  or  even  a  dyfente- 
ry,  it  is  faid,  are  troublefome  and  common  con- 
fequences  of  a  cynanche  maligna ;  on  which 
account  purgatives  are  conceived  to  be  injuri- 
ous.   But  I  cannot  fee  the  force  of  this  objec- 

c  3  tion 
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tion.  For  were  I  to  devife  a  means  of  preventing 
thefe  confequences,  or  of  removing  them  when 
they  had  taken  place ;  none  more  likely  would 
occur  to  me,  than  the  ufe  of  thofe  very  pur- 
gatives, which  are  thus  fo  dogmatically  pro- 
fcribed.  While  I  employed  them,  however,  I 
would  carefully  Hmit  their  effect,  to  the  exprefs 
purpofe  of  unloading  the  bowels,  and  fhun  the 
inconvenience  of  inducing  weaknefs,  by  full 
purging. 

Under  thefe  impreffions,  I  have  formed  a  fa- 
vourable opinion  of  the  ytility  of  purgative  me- 
dicines in  cynanche  maligna.  But  let  me  here 
caution  the  reader,  that  in  giving  this  opinion, 
I  have  departed  from  the  rule  which  I  had 
formed  to  myfelf.  It  is  a  theoretical  opinion, 
and  not  fo  fully  fupported  by  experience,  as  to 
enable  me  to  deliver  it  with  confidence* 

The  peculiarly  healthy,  airy,  and  dry  fite  of 
Edinburgh  ;  trie  general  cleanlinefs  and  comfort 
which  the  inhabitants  enjoy,  fince  the  extenfion 
of  the  royalty,  and  the  erection  of  the  houfes 
in  the  New  Town,  will  account  for  the  rare  ap- 
pearance 
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pcarance  of  cynanche  maligna  among  us,  and 
for  my  good  fortune,  in  having  witneifed  few 
inftances  of  it. 


I  have  faid,  that  the  opinion  of  piirga* 
live  medicines  being  ufeful  in  fcarlatina,  gains 
ground.  Accordingly,  others,  befides  my- 
felf,  have  employed  them  with  considerable 
freedom.  But  thefe  practitioners  do  not  feem 
to  have  put  a  proper  value  upon  this  mode 
of  treatment  ;  and  have  been  inclined  to  im- 
pute benefits,  evidently  refulting  from  purga- 
tives, to  other  medicines  which  they  may 
have  ufed  at  the  fame  time. 


Mr.  Oaxly,  of  Pontefract,  and  Dr.  Binns,  in 
conducting  the  cure  of  fcarlatina,  which  appear- 
ed among  the  children  in  the  fchool  at  Ack- 
worth,  gave  calomel  in  repeated  dofes,  to  an 
extent  beyond  former  example.  And  the  uti- 
lity of  the  practice  was  felf  evident,  and  acknow- 
ledged. Yet  Dr.  Binns,  in  the  fubfequent 
■part  of  his  account  of  this  epidemic,  derogates 
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from  the  efficacy  of  purgatives,  and  attributes 
much  of  his  fuccefs,  and  his  fuccefs  was  great, 
to  other  remedies,  particularly  to  gargles. 

In  the  Gentleman's  Magazine  for  June  1772, 
an  anonymous  correspondent  mentions  an  epide- 
mic fcarlatina  which  prevailed  at  Ipfwich.  His 
letter  is  a  medical  curiofity.  It  is  little  known, 
and  is  not  now  readily  acceflible,  as  the  depofito- 
ry  of  it  has  become  fcarce,  and  is  generally  to  be 
found  only  in  public  libraries.  I  infert  it  there- 
fore at  length,  for  the  gratification,  I  may  hope, 
for  the  instruction  of  my  readers.   It  runs  thus  ; 

"  Mr.  Urban, 
"  If  the  following  comports  with  the  defign 
of  your  ufeful  collection,  pleafe  to  give  it  a 
place  the  firft  opportunity,  and  you  will  oblige 
a  conftant  reader."

Sir, 

«  Notwithstanding  you  are  an  abfolute  ftran- 
ger  to  me,  your  character  as  a  phyfician,  and  as 
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a  candid,  humane,  and  benevolent  gentleman, 
has  emboldened  me  to  trouble  you  with  the 
contents  of  this,  without  any  further  apology, 
than  the  goodnefs  of  the  intention. 

"  The  ulcerated  fore  throat,  and  fcarlet  fe- 
ver has  been  very  rife,  in  this  place  and  the 
neighbourhood,  for  fome  months  paft,  and  has 
been,  in  a  confiderable  number  of  inftances,  fa- 
tal. It  has  in  every  refpecl:,  anfwered  the  de- 
fcription  given  of  it  by  Dr.  Fothergill ;  and 
therefore  a  repetition  of  the  fymptoms  and  ap- 
pearances would  be  needlefs.  I  fhall  only  relate 
what  appears  to  me  to  be  the  predifpofmg  caufe, 
the  proximate  caufe,  the  pabulum  morbi,  the 
treatment  I  have  given  it,  and  the  fuccefs. 

"  The  predifpofmg  caufe  is,  whatever  gene- 
rates a  quantity  of  acrid  bile  in  the  prims  viae. 

"  The  proximate  caufe,  is  the  fudden  tran- 
fition  from  heat  to  cold,  and  the  contrary.  This 
has  been  fo  very  evident,  that  whenever  the 
wind  has  changed  from  the  fouth  or  weft  to  the 

north 
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north  or  eaft,  a  confiderable  number  of  peo- 
ple have  been  almoft  inftantly  feized  with  the 
difeafe. 

"  The  pabulum  morbi  is,  acrid  bile.  This 
is  certainly  known  by  the  immediate  cure  of  the 
fick,  who  apply  very  foon  after  the  feizure,  and 
take  fuch  medicines  as  act  fmartly  on  the  ftomach 
and  bowels  ;  by  the  great  relief  all  others  find  by 
vomiting  and  purging  ;  and  is  confirmed  by  the 
contents  of  the  evacuations,-  which  are  little  elfe 
but  acrid  or  putrid  bile. 

66  The  treatment  I  have  given  the  fick  is, 
immediately  to  evacuate  them,  in  proportion  to 
the  ftrength  of  the  patient,  the  violence  of  the 
fymptoms,  the  time  of  the  difeafe,  and  the  par- 
ticular flate  of  the  conftitution. 

"  The  evacuating  medicines  I  have  given^ 
are  the  following. 

Recipe — Raf.  c.  c.  antimon.  crud.  pulv.  aa 
p.  as,  calcinentur  fimul  in  crucibulo  donee  fumi 
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fulphuris  evanefcant,  et  regulus  antimonii  mani- 
feftus  fit ;  deinde  ab  igne  remove,  et  in  pulve- 
rem  fubtiliffimum  redige. 

"  Recipe — Pulv.  fupradict.  partes  tres. — Mer- 
curi  dulcis  fexies  fublimati  et  fubtiliffime  tritura- 
ti,  partem  unam.  mifce. 

"  Of  this  I  have  given  from  half  a  fcruple 
to  half  a  drachm,  to  adults,  and  have  found  it 
conftantly  to  anfwer  the  intention.  But  to  chil- 
dren I  have  given  the  mercurius  dulcis  only, 
from  live  grains  to  a  fcruple  ;  and  if  the  fymp- 
toms  are  very  violent,  and  the  child  very  robuft, 
I  have  given  even  half  a  drachm  with  the  great- 
eft  fuccefs.  After  the  fick  has  had  feveral  llools., 
I  give  him  the  following  julep  : 

"  Recipe — Mann,  aq.  pur.  unciis  feptem  ;  n> 
lut.  unciam,  crem.  tartar,  drachmam,  aq.  nuci& 
mofchat.  unciam  dimidiam.  M.  Capiat  cohlea- 
ria  tria,  quartis  horis,  if  he  is  an  adult ;  if  a 
child,  according  to  his  age  and  ftrength.  It  is 
an  agreeable  medicine,  and  anfwers  the  inten- 
tions of  keeping  the  bowels  lax,  the  bile  infipid^ 
ajid  the  mouth  and  fauces  quite  clean. 

1  If 
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"  If  the  patient  is  in  the  firfl  ftagc  of  the  dif~ 
cafe,  I  direct  him  to  gargle  frequently  with  Spi- 
ritus  Mindereri  in  cold  water,  which  prevents 
an  ulceration  :  if  in  the  fecond  ftage,  with 
Spiritus  Mindereri.  tin&uras  myrrhze  uncia  di- 
midia,  decocti  hordeati,  unciis  feptem.  M.  If 
in  the  third,  and  the  iloughs  begin  to  ieparate, 
with  mel  rofar.  tincturse  myrrhs, — corticis 
Peruvian,  a.  uncia  dimidia,  decoct,  hordeati 
unciis  feptem,  M.  and  made  juft  tepid. 

£1  If  the  ears  are  affected,  I  have  ufed  the  lafl 
mentioned  mixture,  as  foon  as  they  difcharge, 
juft  tepid,  as  an  injection,  feveral  times  a  day. 

"  After  the  floughs  are  all  off,  and  the  fever 
gone,  I  have  found  it  neceffary,  in  fome  few 
cafes,  to  give  of  the  following  tincture;  Recipe — 
Infuf.  corticis  Peruviani  Huxhami,  unciam  unam 
et  dimidiam, — Rhabarbari  fpirit.  unciam  dimi- 
diam  ;  drachmam  unam  vel  drachmas  duas,  bis 
in  dies,  horis  medicinse  in  aqua  pura. 

"  The  liquors  I  have  ufed,  have  been  wa- 
Ifer-gruel,  barley-water,  chicken- water,  fage  tea, 

rofemary

Jrofemary  tea,  or  baum  tea,  occafionally.  Of 
thefe  I  have  recommended  the  fick  to  drink 
freely,  cold  or  jufl  tepid ;  keeping  them  at  the 
fame  time  cool,  and  admitting  frefh  air  freely  in- 
to the  room,  remembering  always  Pifo's  maxim, 
"  putredo  fit  a  calore  alieno  et  interno." 

"  The  fuccefs  has  been  beyond  my  mofl  fan- 
guine  expectations  j  I  have  had  considerably 
more  than  one  hundred  patients,  and  have  not 
buried  one."

«  This  letter  was  written  feme  months  ago, 
fmce  which  time  the  number  of  patients  have 
increafed  to  near  three  hundred,  with  the  fame 
fuccefs." 

The  facts  here  fet  forth,  afford  an  uncontro- 
vertible evidence  of  the  fafety  and  efficacy  of 
the  practice  of  exhibiting  purgative  medicine?, 
not  only  in  fcarlatina,  but  even  in  cynanche 
maligna  ;  for  the  epidemic  defcribedin  the  above 
letter,  appears  to  have  been  of  this  nature. 


It 
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It  may  be  regreted  perhaps,  that  the  author 
had  not  given  greater  authenticity  to  his  prac- 
tice, by  fubfcribing  his  name.  There  is  internal 
evidence,  however,  in  his  account,  of  the  truth 
of  what  he  alferts  ;  and  if  fallacy  had  been  at- 
tempted, it  muft  have  been  detefted  and  reveal- 
ed by  fome  of  the  living  witneifes  acquainted 
with  the  tranfaction  at  the  time. 

This  writer  verifies  my  obfervation,  that  dif- 
ferent epidemics  of  fcarlatina  require  a  variety 
of  the  fame  practice.    In  the  fcarlatina  of  1772, 
at  Ipfwich,  the  bowels  appear  to  have  been  eafi- 
ly  moved.    But  I  believe  the  gentle  purgative 
employed  in  the  courfe  of  that  epidemic  ;  for  I 
do  not  take  into  account  the  highly  adive  one 
given  in  the  firft  inftance  ;  would  have  been  of 
no  avail  in  the  fcarlatina  which  prevailed  in 
Edinburgh,  in  I S04.    I  give  a  narrative  of  this 
epidemic,  as  it  appeared  in  George  Harriot's 
hofpital,  as  well  as  the  cafes  of  a  few  of  the 
patients  who  laboured  under  it,  in  the  Royal 
Infirmary.    Thefe  will  be  found  in  the  third 
number  of  the  fubjoined  Appendix.-They  il 
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luftrate  my  mode  of  practice,  both  in  fcarla- 
tina,  and  in  its  confequences,  for  I  apprehend 
other  derangements  of  health,  befides  dropfy, 
arife  from  it.

OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  UTILITY  AND  ADMINISTRA- 
TION OF  PURGATIVE  MEDICINES  IN  THE  MARASMUS 
WHICH  APPEARS  IN  CHILDHOOD  AND  EARLY  YOUTH. 

I  comprehend  under  the  general  title,  Maraf- 
mus,  a  variety  of  fymptoms  which  affect  the 
young  of  both  fexes. 

A  fluggifhnefs,  lafTitude  on  flight  exertion, 
depravity  and  lefs  of  appetite,  wafting  of  the 
inufcular  flefh,  fulnefs  of  the  features  and  pale- 
nefs  of  the  countenance,  fuelling  of  the  abdo- 
men, an  irregular  and  generally  a  coftive  ftate 
of  the  bowels,  a  change  in  the  colour  and  odour 
of  the  feces,  fetid  breath,  fwelling  of  the  upper 
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lip,  and  itching  of  the  nofe,  mark  the  beginning 
of  the  difeafe. 

When  thefe  fymptoms  have  continued  for 
fome  time,  they  are  followed  by  alternate  pale- 
nefs  and  flufhing  of  the  countenance,  heat  and 
drynefs  of  the  (kin,  feeble  and  quick  pulfe, 
third,  fretfulnefs,  increafing  debility  and  dis- 
turbed flcep,  during  which  the  patients  grind  or 
gnafh  their  teeth,  and  are  fubject  to  involuntary 
ftarting,  and  twitching  of  different  mufcles. 

Every  cafe  of  Marafmus  does  not  neccffarily 
include  all  the  fymptoms  which  I  have  enume- 
rated. Different  combinations  of  them  give  a 
feeming  variety  of  the  difeafe,  which  is,  how- 
ever, in  general,  readily  known  and  diftin- 
guilhed. 

It  appears  moll  commonly  among  weak  and 
infirm  children,  whether  they  are  fo  from  deli- 
cacy of  conflitution,  or  from  incidental  caufes. 
It  is  particularly  prevalent  in  large  and  popu- 
lous cities,  where  children  are  deprived  of  rea- 
dy accefs  to  exercife  in  pure  air,  and  ficken  and 
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pine  in  the  nurfery  ;  or  when  they  are  confined 
in  crowded  and  airlefs  fchool-rooms,  whither 
they  are  fent,  partly  for  the  purpofes  of  educa- 
tion, and  partly,  to  ufe  a  common  phrafe,  with 
the  view  of  being  kept  out  of  harm's  way. 
Children,  alfo,  who  are  employed  in  manufac- 
tories, where  their  occupation  and  confinement 
are  fuch  as  to  weaken  and  enervate  them,  are 
liable  to  be  attacked  with  this  difeafe.  Irre- 
gularity in  diet  and  improper  food,  alfo, 
give  rife  to  Marafmus.  We  accordingly  obferve 
it  to  prevail  mofl  commonly  in  autumn,  the  fea- 
fon  which  affords  opportunity  for  eating  unripe 
fruit  and  vegetable  articles  from  the  garden. 

In  proof  of  the  operation  of  thefe  caufes,  I  re- 
mark, that  I  have  held  the  office  of  Phyfician  to 
George  Heriot's  Hofpital  for  two  and  thirty- 
years.  During  this  long  period,  I  fcarccly  re- 
collect an  inftance  of  this  Marafmus  among  the 
children  entertained  in  that  inftitution.  This 
may  be  attributed  to  the  healthy  site  of  the 
building  ;  to  the  cleanlinefs  and  free  ventilation 
of  every  part  of  it ;  to  the  wholefome  nourifh- 
ing  food  of  the  children,  and  to  their  expo- 
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fure  to  pure  air  while  enjoying  their  infant 
fports. 

Marafmus  has  been  generally  attributed  to  the 
prefence  of  worms  in  the  alimentary  canal. 
This  fuppofition,  however,  is  queftionable.  Af- 
carides,  Tenia,  and  Lumbricus,  are  the  worms 
moft  commonly  found  in  the  human  inteftines. 

Afcarides,  which  are  often  palfed  in  great 
numbers  by  children  when  at  (tool,  are  not  ac- 
companied by  the  fymptoms  of  Marafmus.  Ex- 
cept an  itching  about  the  anus,  they  give  little 
other  uneafinefs. 

The  tenia  or  tape  worm,  the  prefence  of 
which  is  known  by  peculiar  fymptoms,  which 
are  the  fource  of  much  fuffering  in  after  periods 
of  life,  is  altogether  unknown  in  infancy  and 
childhood. 

The  lumbricus,  or  round  worm,  therefore, 
muft  be  the  generally  fuppofed  caufe  of  the 
fymptoms  of  Marafmus.  Medical  gentlemen, 
who  have  pra&ifed  in  tropical  climates,  fpeak 
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much  of  the  lumbricus,  and  mention  the  num- 
ber of  them  that  is  occafionally  pafled  to  be 
very  great.  There  may  be  fomething  in  the 
climate,  foil,  or  ftate  of  the  air  of  thefe  regions ; 
in  the  mode  of  life  or  conftitution  of  the  inha- 
bitants, with  which  we  are  unacquainted,  which 
may  account  for  this  circumftance.  But  in  our 
cooler  latitudes1,  no  fuch  inftances  of  numerous 
lumbrici  have  been  noticed.  On  the  contrary, 
after  the  beft  directed  courfe  of  anthelmintic 
medicines,  when  the  fymptoms  of  the  difeafe  are 
going  off,  no  lumbrici  have  been  feen,  unlefs 
we  admit,  that  the  worms,  deftroyed  by  the  ef- 
ficacy of  the  medicines,  conftitute  the  unnatu- 
ral and  fetid  feces  which,  in  fuch  inftances,  arc 
voided  in  great  abundance. 

This  admiffion,  however,  is  not  to  be  readily 
granted  ;  for  fimilar  feces  are  paffed  upon  the 
exhibition  of  an  early  purgative,  and  before  any 
fpecific  vermifuge  is  employed. 

f 

Farther,  the  prefence  of  lumbrici  in  the  bow- 
els is  by  no  means  an  uniform  caufe  of  bad 
health.    They  have  been  known  to  exift  in  the 
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inteftinal  canal  without  any  difeafe  enfuing. 
Thefe  inftances  are  not  rare,  and  are  not  con- 
fined to  childhood.  They  militate  againft  the 
received  opinion,  that  lumbrici,  within  the  in- 
teftines,  are  the  caufe  of  Marafmus  j  for  if  they 
are  fo  in  a  fingle  cafe,  they  mould  be  fo  in 
every  one. 

This  opinion,  however,  that  worms  exifl,  and 
exert  a  baneful  influence  in  the  interlines,  has 
been  fo  prevalent  for  ages,  that  a  great  many 
anthelmintic  medicines,  fome  peculiar  to  the 
nurfery,  others  to  the  regular  practitioner,  have 
been  mentioned  and  extolled.  Of  thefe,  fome 
have  been  confidered  as  fpecific  poifon  to  the  ani- 
mal, and  others  are  conceived  to  deftroy  it  by 
mechanical  triture.  Moft  of  them  have  had 
their  partifans  for  the  day,  and  have  palfed  in 
fuccemon  through  the  ordeal  of  experience,  in- 
to oblivion.  The  utility  of  fuch  anthelmintics 
as  have  been  found  to  be  moft  beneficial,  has, 
in  my  opinion,  been  in  proportion  to  the  purga- 
tive powers  which  they  poffelfed. 
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When  I  confider  the  languor  and  laffitude 
which  precede  this  Marafmus  ;  when  I  recollect 
the  conftitutional  or  acquired  debility  of  thofe 
who  arc  more  particularly  expofed  to  be  affect- 
ed by  it,  inftead  of  adopting  the  common  opi- 
nion, of  its  being  occafioned  by  worms,  I  am 
more  difpofed  to  think,  that  a  torpid  ftate,  or 
weakened  action  of  the  alimentary  canal,  is  the 
immediate  caufe  of  the  difeafe ;  whence  proceed 
coftivenefs,  diftenfion  of  the  bowels,  and  a  pe- 
culiar irritation,  the  confequence  of  remora  of 
the  feces.  I  have  accordingly  been  long  in  the 
habit  of  employing  purgative  medicines  for  the 
cure  of  this  Marafmus  ;  the  object  is,  to  remove 
indurated  and  fetid  feces,  the  accumulation  per- 
haps of  months ;  and  as  this  object  is  accom- 
plishing, the  gradual  return  of  appetite  and  vi- 
gor mark  the  progrefs  of  recovery. 

The  hiftory  of  the  difeafe,  from  the  firfl  in- 
difpofition,  to  the  appearance  of  more  urgent 
fymptoms,  difpofes  me  to  confider  it  as  confift- 
ing  of  two  ftages  or  periods  ;  the  incipient,  and 
the  confirmed.  The  firfl:  period  commences 
with  the  difeafe,  and  continues  to  the  acceffion 
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of  the  febrile  fymptoms.  Thefe  ufher  in  the 
confirmed  ftage,  which  continues  to  the  end. 
This  is  not  a  frivolous  remark  j  it  is  of  ufe  in 
practice. 

In  the  incipient  ftage,  the  bowels  are  not  al- 
together torpid  and  inactive,  neither  are  they 
overloaded  with  accumulated  feces.  Mild  pur- 
gatives, therefore,  repeated  at  proper  intervals, 
effect  a  cure.  They  preferve  the  bowels  in  pro- 
per action,  carry  off  feces  which  had  begun  to 
be  offenfive  and  hurtful,  and  prevent  farther  ac- 
cumulation. 

In  Selecting  purgative  medicines,  we  muft 
flatter  the  tafte  of  our  young  patients.  Powder 
of  jalap  is  not  altogether  unpleafant.  The  mild 
neutral  falts,  diflolved  in  a  fuitable  quantity  of 
beef  tea,  as  alfo  convenient  purgatives  j  but  ca- 
lomel will  prove,  on  feveral  accounts,  the  moft 
certain  and  ufeful  remedy  of  this  kind. 

Neglect,  on  fome  occafions,  and  too  great 
confidence  in  inert  medicines,  in  others,  allow 
the  confirmed  ftage  of  Marafmus  to  fteal  on  im- 
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perceptibly.  ManJfeft  danger  now  threatens  the 
young  Merer,  whofe  remaining  flefh  and 
ftrength  are  rapidly  wafted  by  the  fupervening 
fever  ;  while  proftration  and  depravity  of  appe- 
tite withhold  necelfary  nourimment.  And  at 
the  fame  time,  the  more  inactive  bowel,  and 
greater  bulk  of  feculent  matter,  throw  addition- 
al difficulties  in  the  way  of  a  cure. 

Under  thefe  circumftances,  I  adopt  active 
practice,  in  the  view  of  ftimulating  the  intef- 
tines,  and  of  putting  the  collected  mafs  in  mo- 
tion without  delay.  I  find  thefe  ends  are  beft 
obtained  by  giving  fmall  dofes  of  the  purgative 
medicine  which  I  employ,  and  by  repeating 
thefe  frequently  ;  fo  that  the  latter  dofes  may 
fupport  the  effects  of  preceding  ones.  When 
the  bowels  are  once  opened,  ftronger  purga- 
tives, given  at  longer  intervals,  will  accomplim 
the  cure. 

I  obferve  calomel  to  be  equally  ufeful  in  this, 
as  in  the  incipient  ftate  of  the  difeafe  ;  but  great 
attention  muff  be  given  during  the  exhibition  of 
it.  Without  this,  as  the  fetor  of  the  breath  pre- 
vents 
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vents  us  from  recognizing  the  mercurial  fetor 
accurately,  the  mouth  may  be  affected  unnecef- 
farily  and  unexpectedly. 

While  I  thus  give  appropriate  purgative  me- 
dicines, I  find  it  neceifary,  in  order  to  have  full 
information  of  their  effects,  to  infpect  daily 
what  is  palled  at  ftool.  The  fmell  and  appear- 
ance of  the  feces  are  a  criterion  of  the  progrefs 
we  make  in  the  cure,  and  direct  the  farther  ad- 
miniftration  of  the  purgatives.  This  inflection 
is  the  more  neceffary,  as  we  cannot  expect  the 
information  we  want  from  our  little  patients  ; 
and  we  will  often  look  for  it  in  vain  from  the 
attendants,  whofe  prejudices,  and  whofe  igno- 
rance of  our  views,  prevent  their  feeing  the 
propriety  of  the  enquiry. 

During  the  prevalence  of  the  difeafe,  the  fe- 
ces are  dark,  fetid,  and  varying  from  a  coftive 
confidence,  to  that  of  clay,  and  are  often  fluid  ; 
and  fuch  they  appear  upon  the  firft  exhibition 
of  the  purgative  medicines.  I  obferve  that  the 
recovery  of  the  fick  keeps  pace  with  the  return 
of  feces  of  natural  colour,  form,  and  fmell ;  a 
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change  which  the  repetition  of  purgatives  does 
net  fail  to  produce. 

While  I  give  purgative  medicines  after  this 
manner,  in  this  ftage  of  Marafmus,  in  which  the 
obftinacy  of  the  difeafe  is  fometimes  great,  and 
the  danger  attending  it  imminent,  nourifhing 
food,  of  light  and  digeftible  quality,  and  fuited 
to  the  tafte  of  the  patient,  and  the  moderate  ufe 
of  wine,  are  much  wanted. 

For  fome  time  after  the  fymptoms  have  dif- 
appeared,  it  is  expedient  to  continue  a  mild  fti- 
mulus  to  the  bowels.  As  they  have  recently 
fuffered,  and  have  been  weakened  by  over  dik- 
tenfion,  they  are  apt  to  favour  fubfequent  accu- 
mulation of  feces,  the  forerunner  of  a  relapfe, 
which  is  to  be  dreaded  the  more,  as  the  pa- 
tients have  been  weakened  by  the  previous  dif- 
eafe. 

This  gentle  folicitation  of  the  alvine  evacua- 
tion, for  it  ought  to  be  gentle,  is  not  attended 
with  danger  ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  the  greateft 
promoter  of  recovery  in  this  cafe,  with  which  I 
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am  acquainted.  It  relieves  the  ftomach,  and 
improves  the  appetite  and  digeftion.  Befides, 
nothing  more  is  intended  by  this  practice,  than 
to  eftablifli  a  regular  action  of  the  bowels,  after 
long  conftipation,  by  procuring  daily  one  or 
two  eafy  motions,  which  are  indeed  at  all  times 
neceffary  to  the  healthy  condition  of  child- 
hood. 

With  this  precaution,  I  do  not  feel  the  necef- 
fity  of  employing  tonic  and  bracing  medicines 
to  complete  the  cure  ;  this  object  is  readily  ob- 
tained, in  general,  by  the  ufe  of  light  nourilh- 
ing  food,  and  by  the  patient  being  much  in  the 
open  air. 

I  do  not,  however,  fay  that  ftrengthening 
medicines  may  not  be  ufeful  towards  the  clofe 
of  the  difeafe,  and  many  practitioners  fet  a  va- 
lue upon  them.  Lime-water,  infufions  of  ve- 
getable bitters,  and  chalybeates,  are  of  this  de- 
fcription  ;  and,  provided  they  do  not,  by  any 
peculiar  effect  on  the  ftomach,  prevent  nourim- 
ment  being  taken,  will  advance  the  return  of 
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the  tone  and  vigorous  a&ian  of  the  ftomach 
and  alimentary  canal. 

I  have  thus  endeavoured  to  unfold  the  opi- 
nion I  enterti.'..i  of  this  Marafmus,  and  of  the 
caufes  which  induce  it ;  and  to  explain  the  me- 
thod of  cure  which  I  have  employed  for  a 
great  length  of  time,  with  fuccefs,  in  my  private 
practice. 


As  Marafmus  proceeds  from  fymptoms  of 
flight  indifpofition,  through  a  feries  of  others 
which  become  daily  more  and  more  obftinate 
and  dangerous  ;  as  the  firft  deviation  from 
health  is  eafily  obviated  by  the  ftimulus  of  pur- 
gative medicines,  which  brings  the  fluggifli 
bowels  into  regular  action,  and  evacuates  their 
contents  j  and  as  the  difeafe  attacks  the  young 
and  thoughtlefs,  who  can  hardly  explain  their 
feelings,  it  behoves  mothers,  and  nurfes,  and 
fuperintendants  of  nurferies  and  of  manufacto- 
ries, to  whom  the  care  of  the  young  is  com. 
mitted,  to  watch  over  their  charge  with  aflidui- 
ty.  Proftration  and  depravity  of  appetite,  a 
{  changing 
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changing  complexion,  tumefaction  of  the  abdo- 
men, fcanty  and  unnatural  flools,  and  fetid 
breath,  indicate  approaching  danger.  When 
thefe,  therefore,  are  obferved,  ailiftance  mould 
be  afked  ;  by  the  prompt  interpofition  of  which 
much  eventual  diftrefs,  and  even  death  itfelf 
may  be  prevented. 

But  other  confiderations  weigh  with  me,  alfo, 
when  I  call  for  this  affiduity.  Marafmus  has  a 
clofe  connexion  with  other  formidable  difeafes, 
and  either  precedes  or  feems  to  accompany 
them  ;  of  thefe,  I  mail  at  prefent  notice  two, 
hydrocephalus  and  epilepfy. 

Hydrocephalus  internus,  the  bane  of  infancy 
and  of  childhood,  a  difeafe  big  with  much  fuf- 
fering,  and  of  a  fatal  tendency,  has  at  all  times 
occupied  the  attention  of  phyficians.  They 
have  endeavoured  to  inveftigate  its  nature,  to 
aflign  the  caufes  which  induce  it,  and  to  pro- 
pofe  curative  indications.  Different  fentiments 
on  thefe  fubje&s  have  led  them  to  employ  nu- 
merous and  difcordant  remedies.  Neverthelefs, 
even  now  we  are  not  at  one~as  to  the  caufes  of 
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Hydrocephalus,  fo  involved  are  they  in  obfcu- 
rity.  Neither  have  we  made  the  moft  diftant 
approaches  towards  the  difcovery  of  a  certain 
remedy  for  it. 

This  much  is  known,  that  Hydrocephalus 
often  fteals  flowly  on  the  devoted  victim,  with 
fymptoms  refembling  thofe  of  incipient  maraf- 
mus.  Till  fome  better  theory,  therefore,  is  ef- 
tablifhed,  it  is  not  unreafonable  to  fuppofe,  that 
the  marafmus,  of  which  I  have  treated,  may  on 
fome  occafions  give  rife  to  hydrocephalus,  by 
impairing  the  vigour  of  the  conftitution,  and  by 
favouring  ferous  effufion  into  the  ventricles  of 
the  brain. 

This  conje&ure  merits  the  greater  attention 
on  this  account,  that  the  fymptoms  of  hydro- 
drocephalus  refemble  thofe  of  incipient  and  even 
of  confirmed  marafmus,  and  have  been  remov- 
by  the  diligent  exhibition  of  purgative  medi- 
cines. The  truth  of  this  obfervation  has  been 
repeatedly  confirmed  in  my  private  practice,  and 
it  affords  an  additional  reafon  for  the  exercife  of 
watchful  attention,  to  prevent  the  confirmed 
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ftate  of  marafmus,  which  may,  in  more  in- 
ftances  than  we  are  aware  of,  have  been  the 
forerunner  if  not  the  caufe  of  hydrocephalus. 

Epilepfy,  than  which  no  difcafe  is  fo  diftreff- 
ing  to  the  patient,  and  perplexing  to  the  phyfi- 
cian,  often  appears  in  childhood.  It  acquires  a 
hold,  and  is  confirmed  by  the  repetition  of  the 
fits,  till  the  frequency  of  their  recurrence,  and 
the  force  of  habit  fix  it,  and  make  it  a  confti- 
tutional  difeafe  for  life. 

In  what  manner,  the  functions  of  the  organs 
more  immediately  effected  by  epileptic  parox- 
yfm^re  influenced,  fo  as  to  give  permanency  to 
the  difeafe,  it  is  not  my  prefent  purpofe  to  en- 
quire. The  uncertainty  of  the  theories  pro- 
pofed  on  this  fubject,  and  the  little  benefit  that 
arifes  from  them  in  practice,  hold  out  little  in- 
ducement to  enter  on  the  difcuflion. 

It  is  however,  I  believe,  generally  under- 
stood, that  the  firft  attacks  of  epilepfy  are  not 
always  idiopathic,  but  are  frequently  the  effect 
of  particular  irritation  of  the  mind  or  body. 

There 
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There  are  many  inftances  of  irritation  of  the 
body  inducing  epilepfy.  When  no  other  is  evi- 
dent, the  loaded  interline  and  the  change  in- 
duced on  its  contents  in  the  courfe  of  the  ma- 
rafmus  of  which  I  have  fpoken,  may  be  fufpecled 
of  giving  the  irritation  in  queftion. 

In  fact,  practitioners  have  had  this  circum- 
ftance  in  view  ;  for  they  enumerate  worms  in 
the  interlines,  or  marafmus,  as  I  underftand 
their  language,  among  the  caufes  of  epilepfy. 
Surely  therefore,  this  confideration  fuggefls 
another  cogent  reafon  for  attending  to  the  rife 
and  progrefs  of  marafmus.  .  And  it  will  induce 
us  on  the  firft  attack  of  epilepfy  in  children, 
arifing  from  an  uncertain  caufe,  to  fet  on  foot 
the  mod  decided  and  active  courfe  of  purgative 
medicines  ;  and  not,  peradventure,  allow  the 
difeafe  to  ftrike  root,  while  we  are  idly  employ- 
ed in  the  exhibition  of  inert  and  ufelefs  vermi- 
fuge medicines  ;  or  are  groping  in  the  dark  in 
quell  of  other  caufes  of  the  difeafe,  or  of  un- 
certain remedies  for  their  removal. 
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I  give,  in  the  Appendix,  No.  IV.  the  hifto- 
jry  of  a  cafe  of  marafmus,  from  the  records  of 
the  Royal  Infirmary.  The  difeafe  is  frequent 
among  children ;  but,  from  their  tender  years, 
and  other  circumftances,  they  are  not  proper 
fubjects  for  a  public  hofpital,  and  therefore  do 
not  often  appear  as  patients. 
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CHAP.  IV. 


OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  UTILITY  AND  ADMINISTRA- 
TION OF  PURGATIVE  MEDICINES  IN  CHOREA  SANCTI 
VITI,  OR  ST.  VITUS'S  DAN«c£. 

Systematic  writers  have  paid  little  attention 
to  Chorea  Sandli  Viti ;  and  practitioners  have 
regarded  it  with  indifference.  Thefe  circum- 
ftances  will  furprife  us  the  more,  when  we  con- 
fider  the  formidable  appearance  of  the  difeafe, 
the  obftinacy  with  which  it  holds  its  courfe,  and 
the  diftrefsful  ftate  to  which  it  always  reduces, 
and  the  danger  in  which  it  fometimes  involves, 
fhofe  whom  it  attacks. 
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Sydenham  defcribed  Chorea  San&i  Viti  a 
hundred  and'  twenty  years  ago,  and  his  de- 
fcription,  with  little  variation  or  addition,  has 
been  copied  by  the  few  fucceeding  authors  who 
have  written  on  the  fubject. 

Sydenham  alfo  propofed  a  theory  of  Chorea, 
by  which  he  explains  the  fymptoms  of  the 
difeafe,  and  on  which  he  founds  his  fyftem  of 
cure. 

The  theory  of  the  prefent  day  differs  from 
that  of  Sydenham,  which,  although  not  very 
intelligible,  may  be  as  good  as  its  fubftitute,  and 
the  only  ufeful  part  of  his  practice  which  has 
fallen  into  difufe.  Later  phyficians  therefore, 
inftead  of  elucidating  the  theory,  and  of  improv- 
ing the  method  of  curing  Chorea,  have  been  re- 
trograde in  both  refpects. 

Sydenham,  in  his  "  Schedula  Monitoria  de 
novae  febris  ingrelTu,"  gives  the  hiftory  of  Cho- 
rea Sancli  Viti,  in  (he  following  words, 

X  2  «  Chorea 
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"  Chorea  San&i  Viti  corivulfionis  eft  fpecies, 
qua^  ut  plurimum  pueros  puellafve  a  dccimo 
cetatis  anno,  ad  pubertatem  ufque  invadit ;  pri- 
mo  fe  prodit  claudications  quadam  vel  potius  in- 
ftabilitate  alterutrius  cruris,  quod  asger  poft-fe 
trahit  fatuorum  more  ;  poftea  in  manu  ejufdem 
lateriscerhitur,  quamhoc  morbo  afteetus,  vel  pec- 
tori,  vel  alii  alicui  parti  adpficitam,  nullo  paclo 
poteft  continere  in  eodem  fitu  vel  horte  momen- 
to,  fed  in  alium  fitutn,  aliumque  locum  convul- 
fione  quadam  diftorquebitur,  quicquid  eeger 
contra  nitatur.  Si  vas  aliquod  potu  repletum  in 
manus  porrigatur,  antequam  illud  ad  os  pofik 
adducere,  mille  gefliculationes,  circulatorum  in- 
ftar,  exhibebit  ;  cum  enim  poculum  refta  linea 
ori  admovere  nequeat,  deducta  a  fpafmo  manu, 
hue  illuc  aliquamdiu  verfat,  donee  tandem  forte- 
fortuna  illud  labris  propius  apponens,  liquorem 
derepente  in  os  injicit,  atque  avide  haunt,  tan- 
quam  mifellusid  tantum  ageret,  ut  dedita  opera, 
fpeclantibus  rifum  moveret." 

This  hiftory,  fo  far  as  if  goes,  is  correct.  It 
exhibits  a  faithful  picture  of  the  difeafe,  of  the 
various  contortions  and  gefticulations  of  the  pa- 
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tient.  But  it  is  filent  on  other  circumftances, 
the  affections  of  the  natural  and  animal  func- 
tions, which  are  effential  to  the  difeafe,  and  which 
ought  not  to  have  been  omitted.  Befides,  Sy- 
denham details  the  fymptoms  of  the  advanced 
and  confirmed  ftate  only,  while  he  either  has  not 
perceived,  or  has  altogether  overlooked,  the 
rife  and  progrefs  of  Chorea.  Indeed  this  might} 
well  happen,  as  the  regular  practioner  feldom 
fees  the  fufferer  before  convulfive  ftruggling  has 
excited  alarm.  For  thefe  reafons,  I  give  the 
following  more  extended  narrative  of  the  fymp- 
toms of  Chorea. 

Chorea  Sancti  Viti  attacks  boys  and  girls  in- 
difcriminately  ;  and  thofe  chiefly,  who  are  of  a 
weak  conftitution,  or  whole  natural  good  health 
and  vigour  have  been  impaired  by  confinement, 
or  by  the  ufe  of  fcanty  or  improper  nourifh- 
ment.  It  appears  moft  commonly,  from  the 
eighth  to  the  fourteenth  year.  I  faw  it  in  two 
young  women,  who  were  from  fixteen  to 
eighteen  years  of  age. 

s  3  The 
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The  approaches  of  Chorea  are  flow.  A  vari- 
able, and  often  a  ravenous  appetite,  lofs  of  ufu- 
al  vivacity  and  playfulnefs,  a  fwelling  and  hard- 
nefs  of  the  lower  belly  in  mod  cafes,  in  fome  a 
lank  and  foft  belly,  and  in  general  a  confti- 
pated  ftate  of  the  bowels,  aggravated  as  the  dif- 
eafe  advances,  and  flight  irregular  involuntary 
motions  of  different  mufcles,  particularly  of 
thofe  of  the  face,  which  are  thought  to  be 
the  effect,  of  irritation,  precede  the  more  vio- 
lent convulfive  motions,  which  now  attract 
the  attention  of  the  friends  of  the  patient. 

Thcfe  convulfive  motions  vary.  The  mufcles 
of  the  extremities,  and  of  the  face,  thofe  moving 
the  lower  jaw,  the  head,  and  the  trunk  of  the 
body,  are  at  different  times,  and  in  different  in- 
ftances  affected  by  it.  In  this  ftate,  the  patient 
does  not  walk  fteadily  ;  his  gait  refembles  a 
jumping  or  (tarring ;  he  fometimes  cannot  walk, 
and  feems  palfied  ;  he  cannot  perform  the  com- 
mon and  neceffary  motions,  with  the  affecled 
arms. 


This 
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This  convulfive  motion  is  more  or  lefs  vio- 
lent, and  is  conftant,  except  during  fleep, 
when,  in  moll  inftances,  it  ceafes  altogether. 
Although  different  mufcles  are  fometimes  fuc- 
ceffively  convulfed,  yet,  in  general,  the  mufcles, 
affe&ed  in  the  early  part  of  the  difeaie,  remain 
fo  during  the  courfe  of  it. 

Articulation  is  now  impeded,  and  is  frequent- 
ly completely  fufpended.  Deglutition  is  alfo  oc- 
casionally performed  with  difficulty.  The  eye 
lofes  its  luftre  and  intelligence  ;  the  countenance 
is  pale  and  expreffive  of  vacancy  and  languor. 
Thefe  circumftances  give  the  patient  a  fatuous 
appearance.  Indeed  there  is  every  reafon  to  be- 
lieve, that,  when  the  complaint  has  fubfifted  for 
fame  time,  fatuity  to  a  certain  extent  interrupts 
the  exercife  of  the  mental  faculties. 

Fever,  fuch  as  arifes  in  marafmus,  is  not  a 
necelfary  attendant  on  Chorea ;  neverthelefs,  in 
the  advanced  periods  of  the  difeafe,  flaccidity  and 
wafting  of  the  mufcular  flefh  take  place,  the 
confequence  of  conftant  irritation,  of  abating  ap- 
petite, and  impaired  digeftion,  the  common  at- 
tendant? 
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tendants  of"  protracted  Chorea;  and  which,  I 
doubt  not,  may,  in  fome  inftances,  although 
contrary  to  the  opinion  that  Chorea  is  not  fatal, 
have  been  the  forerunners  of  death. 

Jfrom  this  hiftory,  chorea  may  be  confidered 
as  confifling  of  two  ftates  or  ftages ;  the  inci- 
pient, and-  the  confirmed.  The  incipient  (late 
takes  place  from  the  firft  derangement  of  health 
till  the  full  formation  of  the  involuntary  mo- 
tions ;  with  thefe  the  confirmed  ftate  com- 
mences, and  continues  to  {he  end  of  the  clif- 
eafe. 

After  detailing  the  hiftory,  Sydenham  pro- 
ceeds, in  the  Schedula  Monitoria,  to  deliver 
his  theory  and  his  conduct  of  the  cure  of 
chorea. 

"  Cum  affe&us  ifte,"  (chorea  fciHcet,)  ab 
Jiumore  aliquo  in  nervos  irruente,  quorum  ir- 
ritatione  ifliusmodi  motus  prasternaturales  pro- 
ducuntur,  pendere  mihi  videretur  ;  indicationes 
curativas  primum  ad  humores  illos  tarn  vense- 
fe&ione,  quam  purgatione  minuendos,  dein  ad 

corroborandum, 
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porroborandum  genus  nervofuni  omnino  dirir 
gendas  cenfebam.  Quern  in  finem  hac  utor 
methodo.  Sanguinem  ex  segri  brachio  ad  un- 
cias  feptem,  plus  vel  minus,  pro  ratione  aetatis,. 
educi  jubeo..  Die  fequente  vel  diinidiam  par- 
tem, vel  quiddam  amplius,  (pro  ratione  vel  seta- 
tjs,  vel  etiam  majoris  minorisve  corporis,  ad 
fubeundam  catharfm,  aptitudine)  potionis  pur- 
gantis  communis  exhibeo. 

"  Recipe—Tamarind,  unciam  dimidiam;  fol. 
fenn.  drachmas  duas  ;  rhabarb.  drachinam  unam 
et  dimidiam  ;  coq.  fuf.  quant,  aq.  ad  uncias  tres, 
in  colat.  diflblv.  mann.  et  fyr.  rofar.  folutiv.

Poflea  fangui- 
nem  rurfus  extrahi  euro,  dein  ut  ad  catharfm,  uti 
prius,  aeger  revertatur.  Atque  ita,  alternatim 
fanguinem  mitto,  et  fubduco  alvum,  donee  segro 
vena  ter  quaterve  fuerit  incifa,  et  pod  fmgulas 

vensefectiones 
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venazfe&iones  toties  fuerit  purgatus,  quoties  vi- 
res ferre  pofle  viderentur ;  eo  tamen  temporis 
fpatio  inter  altemas  evacuationes  diligenter  ob- 
fervato,  ut  nihil  inde  periculi  asgro  immineat. 
Diebus  a  purgatione  vacuis,  fequentia  prefers 
bo.'*  Hac  sunt  medicamenla  stimu/antia,  uii  di- 
mnttiti  corroborantia,  et  aherantia  qua  hie  rccen- 
sere  inutile  est, 

"  Ouanto  magis  convalefcit  seger,  tanto  mi- 
nus pedem  ducit,  tanto  pariter  et  diutius,  et 
conftantius  manum  in  eodem  fitu  continet,  et 
fcyphum  ori  magis  direcla  via  admovet :  qua?

Ad  quam  quidem  con- 
fummatius  perficiendam,  licet  author  non  fun 
ut  plus  ter  quaterve  ut  plurimum  fanguincm 
cmittat  seger,  attamen  remedia  cathartica  et  al- 
terantia  eoufque  in  ufum  funt  revocanda  donee 
reclifiime  tandem  valeat." 

Sydenham  mentions  his.  fuccefs  under  this 
management :  "  Quo  morbo,"  chorea  fcili- 
cet,  "  haud  pauciores  quinque  laborantes  et 
vidi,  et  fanavi  ipfemet."  / 

Dr. 
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Sydenham  panes  over  in  filence  the  time 
requifite  for  the  cure  of  chorea.  The  intervals, 
however,  between  the  three  or  four  bleedings, 
during  which  purgative  and  paregoric  medi- 
cines were  given,  and  the  injunction  to  continue 
the  ufe  of  cathartics  and  alteratives,  after  the 
laft  blood-letting,  till  r  the  patient  is  at  length 
completely  recovered,  make  it  probable,  that 
many  weeks,  if  not  months,  muft  have  elapfed 
before  the  cure  was  elfected. 

It  is  now  difficult  to  fay,  far  what  length  of 
time  the  authority  of  Sydenham,  and  the  credit 
which  his  opinions  obtained,  encouraged  and 
protected  this  practice,  which  he  recommended. 
It  is  certain,  however,  that  a  doctrine  and  prac- 
tice difcordant  with  his  have  long  prevailed. 
And  it  is  probable,  that  the  anxiety  expreffed 
by  Sydenham,  that,  in  the  adminiftration  of 
bloodletting  and  purging,  liis  patients  mould 
catch  no  j^rm  ;  together  with  the  weaknefs 
both  of  body  and  mind,  characteriftic  of  the 
difeafe,  may  have  introduced  this  change.  Be 
this  as  it  may,  phyficians  are  now  inclined  to> 
refer  chorea  to  a  certain  debility,  or  lofs  of 

tone, 
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tone,  in  which  the  convulfive  involuntary  mo- 
tions originate.  They  of  courfe  neglect  -the 
"  humor  aliquis  in  nervos  irruens  they  con- 
vert the  caution  of  Sydenham  into  a  total  pro- 
hibition of  bloodletting  and  purging  ;  and  in 
the  cure  of  chorea  they  adopt  the  exclufive  em- 
ployment of  ftimulant  and  tonic  medicines. 

Under  this  practice,  opium,  camphor,  ful- 
phuric  eether,  valerian,  cinchona,  and  different 
vegetable  bitters,  zinc,  fteel,  ammoniaretum  cu- 
pri,  cold  bathing,  and  electricity,  are  the  medi- 
cines which  have  been  chiefly  ufed.  Moft  of 
thefe  are  cafuaily  mentioned  in  periodical  pub- 
lications, and  are  fupported  by  that  authority 
only  which  attaches  to  folitary  facts.  De  Haen 
is  an  advocate  for  electricity.  In  his  Ratio  Me- 
dendi  he  gives  feveral  cafes,  in  which  it  appears 
to  have  been  exhibited  with  fuccefs.  Medical 
electricity  has,  however,  lofl:  much  of  its  early 
celebrity,  £ 

Notwithstanding  the  employment  of  thefe  re- 
medies, Chorea  has  been  found  a  tedious  dif- 

eafe ; 
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?afe$  experienced  practitioners  having  adrnit^ 
ted  that  it  has  continued  for  many  months,  nay  , 
for  years ;  terminating  only,  on  fome  occaiionsj 
about  the  age  of  puberty. 

This  confeffion  is  not  much  in  favour  of  the 
modern  practice,  or  of^the  doctrine  on  which  it 
refts;  It  is  melancholy  to  reflect,  "that  months, 
and  years,  the  mod  valuable  in  refpeet  of  after 
life,  mould  glide  on,  while  an  effectual  check  is 
given  to  the  improvement  of  the  mind,  the  cul- 
tivation of  ufeful  learning,  or  the  acquifition  of 
the  necefifary  arts  ;  with  the  hazard  of  perma- 
nent fatuity,  to  a  certain  extent,  or  of  a  gro- 
tefque  appearance,  from  the  unconquerable  re- 
mains of  irregular  motions  being  impofed  on 
the  young  fufferers  for  life.  To  thefe  cer- 
tain confequences  of  protracted  Chorea,  I  will 
add,  the  danger  which  attends  it ;  I  have  no 
doubt,  but  that  it  mult  have,  on  fome  occafions, 
proved  fatal. 

In  the  courfe  of  my  practice,  I  have  feen 
above  twenty  cafes  of  Chorea  ;  a  greater  num- 
ber 
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ber  than  it  may  have  fallen  to  the  lot  of  many 
to  obferve.  I  cannot  fay,  with  Sydenham,  that 
I  have  fucceeded  in  curing  all  of  thefe. -  For 
feverai  of  my  patients  prefented  themfelves 
while  I  yet  employed  tonic  and  ftimulating  me- 
dicines ;  when  my  practice  fhared  the  common 
fate,  and  met  with  difappointment.  I  am  afraid 
I  may  even  fometimes  have  done  harm,  by  the 
indifcriminate  ufe  of  the  cold-bath,  a  remedy 
not  always  fuited  to  the  exhaufted  and  irritable 
ftate  of  the  victims  of  Chorea. 

I  now  began  to  defert  a  practice  in  which  I 
had  loll  confidence,  and  to  confider  Chorea  in  a 
different  light,  from  that  in  which  it  had  been  com- 
monly viewed.  I  conceived  that  the  debility  and 
fpafmodic  motions,  hitherto  fo  much  confidered, 
might  not  be  the  leading  fymptoms  of  the  dif- 
cafe,  but  might  depend  upon  previous  and  en- 
creafing  derangement  of  health  ,  as  indicated  by  ir- 
regular appetite,  and  conization  of  the  bowels. 

Under  this  impreffion  with  regard  to  the  er- 
roneous opinions,  which  had  heretofore  been 
entertained  concerning  the  nature  of  the  dif- 

2  eafe-

eafe,  and  the  /confequent  improper  practice, 
which  I  had  employed  for  the  cure  of  it,  I  re- 
folved  to  alter  my  mode  of  treatment,  in  order 
that  I  might  fulfil  thofe  indications  which  the 
new,  and,  as  I  flattered  myself,  the  more  cor- 
rect view  of  the  disease  had  iuggefted. 

If  my  conjectures  were  well  founded,  the  firft 
and  principal  object  of  practice  would  be  to  re- 
move the  conflipated  ftate  of  the  bowels.  la 
purfuance  of  this  object,  I  began  to  try  the  ef- 
fects of  purgative  medicines,  given  regularly  m 
moderate  dofes. 

At  firft,  I  confefs,  I  acted  with  all  that  caii- 
tion  and  diffidence,  which  the  adoption  of  a  line 
of  practice,  at  variance  with  that  which  had 
been  long  approved  and  eftablifhed,  naturally 
infpires.  But  experience  had  convinced  me  of 
the  fafety  of  exhibiting  purgative  medicines  i5a 
Typhus  fever ;  I  therefore  did  not  think  anv 
great  rifk  would  enfue  from  a  cautious  ufe  of 
them  in  the  mod  debilitated  ftate,  which  Chorea 
might  induce.  The  conjecture  proved  to  be  well 
founded  ;  the  fuccefs  of  the  practice  confirmed 

the 
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the  juflnefs  of  the  opinion,  on  which  it  was  form- 
ed, and  encouraged  me  to  perfevere  with  fteadi- 
nefs,  and  activity. 

The  purgatives  employed  in  the  firfl  inftance, 
were  of  the  weaker  kind,  and  inadequate  to  th£ 
object  to  be  obtained.  Stronger  ones  were 
found  to  be  neceflary  to  move,  and  difcharge  the 
indurated  and  fetid  feces. 

I  found  the  quantity  of  feculent  matter  col- 
lected, to  vary  in  different  fubjects,  and  at  dif- 
ferent periods  of  the  complaint.  I  could  not  af- 
eertain  this  by  any  previous  circumftance.  One 
would  think,  that,  in  proportion  to  the  fulnefs 
and  prominence  of  the  abdomen,  and  in  propor- 
tion to  the  age  and  vigour  of  the  patient,  the  ac- 
cumulation ceteris  paribus  would  be  ;  but  I  do 
not  obferve  that  this  is  fo.  Perhaps  the  length- 
ened duration  of  the  complaint,  and  the  reduced 
ftate  cf  the  patient,  the  confequence  of  this,  are 
attended  with  the  greateft  feculent  accumula- 
tion. I  think  my  obfervation  bears  me  out  in 
this  conjecture,  as  in  the  inftaace  of  David  An- 
dcrfon,  the  hiftory  of  whofe  cafe  will  be  found 
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in  the  Appendix,  No.  V.  This  boy  was  emaci- 
ated and  exceedirfgly  puny,  and  liis  abdomen 
was  lank ;  yet  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  Decem- 
ber, when  the  commencement  of  his  recovery 
was  obfervable,  to  the  twenty  fifth  day  of  the 
fame  month,  the  quantity  of  feces  difcharg- 
ed  was  mod  wonderful,  fuch  as  I  had  ne- 
ver feen  before,  It  appeared  to  me,  during 
the  above  period,'  to  have  nearly  equalled  in 
weight,  that  of  the  whole  body  of  the  extenuat- 
ed patient. 

I  have  already  noticed,  that  Chorea  confifts  of 
two  Mages.  In  the  firft,  while  the  inter! ines 
yet  retain  their  fenfibility,  and  before  the  accu- 
mulation of  feces  is  great,  .gentle  purgatives,  re- 
peated as  occafion  may  require,  will  readily  effect 
a  cure,  or  rather  prevent  the  full  formation '  of 
the  difeafe. 

In  the  confirmed  Mage,  more  fedulous  atten- 
tion is  necelfary.  Powerful  purgatives  muff  be 
given  in  fucceffive  dofes,  in  fuch  manner  that  the 
latter  dofes  may  fupport  the  effect  of  the  for- 

f  mer, 
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mer,  till  the  movement  and  expulfion  of  the  ac- 
cumulated matter  are  effe&ed,  when  fymp- 
toms  of  returning  health  appear.  Whoever 
undertakes  the  cure  of  Chorea  by  purgative  me- 
dicines, mud  be  decided,  and  firm  to  his  purpofe. 
The  confidence  which  he  affumes  is  necefia- 
ry  to  carry  home,  to  the  friends  of  the  patient, 
conviction  of  ultimate  fuccefs.  Their  preju- 
dices will  otherwife  throw  infurmountable  ob- 
flacles  in  the  way.  Half  meafures,  in  in- 
fiances  of  this  kind,  will  prove  unfuccefsful ; 
and  were  it  not  for  perfeverance  in  unloading 
the  alimentary  canal,  the  difeafe  would  be  pro- 
longed, and  recurring,  would  place  the  patient 
in  danger,  and  thus  bring  into  difcredit  a  prac- 
tice which  promifes  certain  fafety. 

Here,  as  in  all  other  cafes  of  extreme  debili- 
ty induced  by  difeafe,  the  recovery  is  at  firfl 
flow  and  gradual.  A  regular  appetite  for  food, 
a  more  intelligent  eye,  and  lightened  counte- 
nance, chearfulnefs,  and  playfulnefs  of  temper, 
increafing  aptitude  for  firmer  motions,  the  refto- 
ration  of  articulation,  and  of  the  power  of  de- 
glutition, 
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yl  tuition,  a  renovation  of  flefh  and  ftrcngth 
iucceed  each  other,  and  being  more  and  more 
confirmed,  are,  e'er  long,  followed  up  by  com- 
plete recovery; 

For  fome  time  after  thefe  falutary  changes 
take  piace,  the  ftate  of  the  bowels  mult  conti- 
nue an  object  of  attention.  An  occafional  ftimu- 
mulus  from  purgatives  will  be  requifite  to  fup- 
port  their  regular  action,  and  to  reftore  their 
healthy  tone,  the  only  fecurity  againft  the  recur- 
ring accumulation  of  feces,  and  of  a  confequent 
relapfe. 

About  this  time  alfo;  remedies  poffeffed  of  to- 
nic and  ftimulant  powers,  may  be  ufed  with  pro- 
priety and  effect ;  they  reftore  energy  to  the 
torpid  bowels,  aid  the  purgative  medicines  in 
obviating  coftivenefs,  and  thus  confirm  a  re- 
covery already  advanced.  Vegetable  bitters,  or 
the  preparations  of  fteel,  may  perhaps  be  the  moft 
ufeful  for  accomplishing  thefe  ends.  I  have  not 
felt  the  neceffity  of  having  recourfe  to  medicines 
of  this  kind  :  under  a  proper  regimen  of  light 
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and  nouriming  food,  and  of  exercife  in  the 
open  air,  my  patients  in  general,  quickly  reco- 
ver their  ftrcngth.  But  many  practitioners  fet 
a  value  upon  tonic  medicines ;  and  the  ufual 
routine  of  practice  demands  them. 

This  exhibition  of  purgative  medicines  in  Cho- 
rae,  is,  I  apprehend,  countenanced  by  the  prac- 
tice of  Sydenham  and  De  Haen.  It  is  how- 
ever probable,  that  the  purgative  medicine  was 
the  only  ufeful  one  which  Sydenham  employed  ; 
and  that  his  protracted  cures  may  be  attributed 
to  the  interruption  of  the  ufe  of  it,  during  the 
interpofition  of  blood-letting,  and  of  alterant 
and  paregoric  medicines. 

De  Haen,  in  the  eighth  chapter  of  his  firlt  vo- 
lume of  the  Ratio  Medcndi,  narrates  a  cafe,  in 
the  following  words.  "  Novem  annorum  puel- 
lam,  cui  pott  variolas  morbillofque,  primo  turns 
frequens,  deinde  fputum  purulcntum  aderat,  fpu- 
tum  demum  plane  ceflabat,  Chorea  Sanfti  Viti 
prehendit,  fmiftro  potiffimum  brachio  pedeque, 
ac  diverfimoda  faciei  convulfio.  Bimeftri  fpa- 
•    2  tio> 
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tio,  adhibita  vi  eleclrica,  puftulas  copiofae,  eeequc 
turpiter  cruftofae,  brachiumet  crus  cingunt,  inter- 
po/atis  purgantibus,  perfe&a  falus  redivit.". 

By  this  treatment,  which  I  have  endeavoured 
to  recommend,  Chorea  is  fpeedily  cured,  gene- 
rally in  ten  days  or  a  fortnight,  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  courfe  of  purgative  medecines.' 
I  had  lately  two  patients,  Ann  Rofs,  and  Eliza- 
beth Webfter,  under  my  care,  whofe  cafes 
proved  molt  obflinate  ;  four  or  five  weeks  elap- 
fed,  before  I  could  pronounce  them  in  the  way 
of  recovery.  The  hiftory  of  thefe  cafes  is  given  in 
the  Appendix,  No.  V. 

i£f  the  ftructure  of  the  female  pelvis,  and  in 
the  previous  duration  of  Chorea,  we  may  find 
the  reafon  why  it  admits  of  a  more  or  lefs  diffi- 
cult cure.  When  the  difeafe  is  protracted,  or 
when  it  occurs  in  girls,  greater  opportunity  for 
the  accumulation  of  feculent  matter  is  afforded, 
than  in  more  recdnt  cafes,  or  than  where  it  at- 
tacks boys.  Of  courfe,  a  longer  time,  and 
brilker  purgatives  will  be  required  to  move,  and 
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expel  the  offending  mafs,  in  the  former,  than  in 
the  latter  inftances. 

Since  I  have  employed  purgatives  in  Chorea, 
I  have  been  disappointed  in  effecting  a  cure,  in 
one  cafe  only. 

■ 

About  three  years  ago  I  vifited  a  young  girl, 
who  had  been  the  victim  of  Chorea  for  many 
weeks.  The  purgative  medicines,  which  I  admi- 
niftred,  gave  full  evidence  of  a  difordered,  and 
loaded  ftate  of  the  inteflines.    My  patient  was 
not  under  proper  management  j  my  advice  was 
followed  in  an  irregular,  and  defultory  manner, 
and  the  difeafe  was  protracted.  After  fome  time 
jhe  was  carried  home  to  a  confiderable  diftance, 
and  I  underftood  a  quack  medicine  was  given  to 
her  with  the  bed  effects.    To  my  regret,  how- 
ever, I  faw  her  about  a  year  ago  in  the  fame 
fituation  in  which  {he  had  left  me,  and  I  then 
learned,  that  fhe  had  continued  in  this  fituation, 
during  the  whole  of  this  interval. 

* 

During  the  exhibition  of  purgative  medicines 
in  Chorea,  practitioners  will  learn  the  propriety 

and 
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and  necefiity  of  infpecting  the  alvine  evacua- 
tions. They  are,  in  this  important  point,  gene- 
raly  carelefs  ;  the  attendants,  in  fick  rooms,  are 
of  courfe,  ignorant  on  the  fubject,  and  cannot 
give  the  information  neceffary  for  our  afcertain- 
ing  the  effect  of  purgative  medicines,  or  for  di- 
recting us  refpecting  their  dofe,  and  frequency 
of  repetition. 

I  have  faid  that  Chorea  confifts  of  two  ftages, 
a  circunrftance  which  mould  induce  thofe  who 
have  the  fuperintendance  of  children  to  attend 
moft  carefully,  at  all  times,  to  the  ftate  of  their 
bowels.  For  the  timely  interpofition  of  pur- 
gative medicines  will  be  the  beft  means  of  avert- 
ing the  acceffion  of  Chorea,  which  is  fo  formi- 
dable, and  which,  on  fome  occafions,  has  been 
found  fo  obftinate  a  complaint. 

The  caprice  of  children  will  often  thwart  us, 
and  oblige  us  to  employ  purgatives,  not  becaufe 
they  are  fuch  as  we  would  prefer,  but  becaufe 
they  are  fuch  as  will  be  taken.  I  have  in  gene- 
ral ufed  the  purgative  medicines  in  'Chorea, 
which  I  had  found  ufeful  in  Marafmus. 

p  4  I  have 
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I  have  infertcd  in  the  Appendix  No.  V,  the 
hiftories  of  fome  cafes  of  Chorea,  which,  while 
they  illuftrate  the  practice  I  have  endeavoured 
to  recommend,  will,  at  the  fame  time,  mew  the 
manner  in  which  I  have  conducted  it. 
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ON  THE    UTILITY  AND  ADMINISTRATION  OF  TURGA- 
TIVE  MEDICINES,  IN  CHLOROSIS. 

The  young  of  either,  but  particularly  of  the 
female  fex,  are  expofed,  about  the  age  of  pu- 
berty, to  a  feries  of  fymptoms,  which,  although 
flight  in  the  beginning,  become  by  flow  degrees, 
abundantly  diftrefling  and  fevere.  They  arc 
ufhered  in  by  a  difagreeable  breath,  or  exhala- 
tion from  the  mouth,  not  unfrequently  of  a  fe- 
culent odour ;  by  acid  and  fetid  eructations,  by 
proftration,  and  depravity  of  appetite,  marked 
by  an  averfion  to  ufual  food,  and  a  defire  for 
fubftances,  which  are  not  eatable,  fuch  as  chalk, 
cinders,  fand.    Thefe  fymptoms  are  generally 

preceded 
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preceded  bycoftivenefs,  which  prevails  through* 
out  the  difeafe.  A  rofy  complexion  now  gives 
place  to  a  pale,  and  fometimes  to  a  greenifh, 
and  at  other  times  to  a  yellowifli  colour  of  fkin. 
The  lips  and  gums  exchange  their  vermilion 
tint  for  a  death-like  palenefs  ;  the  eyes  are 
dull,  and  the  inferiour  part  of  their  orbits  is 
puffy,  and  of  a  dark  hue  ;  the  motions  become 
languid  and  feeble  ;  the  pulfe,  which  is  generally 
fmall  and  flow,  is  readily  excited  to  a  quick  and 
irregular  beat ;  palpitation  of  the  heart,  and  hur- 
ried and  labouring  refpiration  are  brought  on 
by  flight  exertion  ;  fyncope  often  occurs  ;  head- 
ach,  vertigo,  dulnefs,  and  impaired  memory  and 
judgment  afterwards  fupervene.  To  thefe  fuc- 
ceeds  a  peevifh  and  reclufe  turn  of  mind,  which 
makes  the  unhappy  fufferer  fluin  fociety,  and 
court  darknefs  and  folitude. 

In  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe,  the  flefh  be- 
comes loofe  and  flaccid,  the  urine  is  diminifhed, 
and  the  perfpiration  feems  to  be  checked.  Se- 
rous efFufions  into  the  cellular  membrane,  pro- 
duce at  firfl:  oedema  of  the  lower  extremities,  and 
afterwards  anafarca.  Languor  and  debility  con- 
tinuing, 
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tinuing,  death,  in  fome  inftances,  clofes  the 
fcene.  In  the  female,  thefe  fymptoms  are  com- 
monly accompanied  with  irregular  or  fufpended 
menftruation. 

Different  authors  arrange  thefe  fymptoms  in- 
difcriminately,  under  different  names,  Chlorofis, 
Leucophlegmatia,  and  Cachexia;  which  are, 
in  medicine,  therefore,  nearly  fynonymous. 


Chlorofis  has  attracted  the  notice  of  the  earli- 
efl  medical  writers,  and  various  opinions  re- 
injecting its  nature  and  caufes,  have  been  enter- 
tained. 

It  is  not  perhaps  necefiary  at  this  era,  to  con- 
fider  at  length,  the  doctrines  of  the  humoral  pa- 
thology, which  prevailed  in   phyfic,    from  a 
remote  period,  and  about  which  the  Boerhavian 
fchool  was  fo  much  occupied.    The  dogmata 
reflecting fpontancous  gluten,  the  lentor  and  flu- 
idity of  the  blood,  and  the  alkaline  and  acid 
acrimonies  of  the  fluids,  do  not  now  arreft 
much  attention.    Even  in  the  prelent  improved 
ft ate  of  chemiftry,  we  are  little  able  to  afcertain 

the 
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the  nature  of  the  animal  fluids,  either  in  a  Halt 
of  health  or  of  difeafe  ;  fo  as  to  fay,  in  what  the 
former  confifts  ;  or  by  what  deviations  the  latte? 
is  introduced. 

xNeverthelefs,  to  this  fuppofed  cachectic  ftate 
of  the- juices,  the  above  mentioned  fymptoms  of 
Chlorofis  have  been  referred  ;  and,  to  promote 
a  cure,  recourfe  has  been  had  to  diluting,  incraf- 
fating,  and  ftrengthening  medicines,  and  to  rec- 
tifiers of  peculiar  acrimonies. 

Accordingly,  a  crude,  multifarious,  and  often 
Inert  practice  has  been  adopted  ;  little  calculated 
for  the  fpcedy  removal  of  a  complaint,  which  gains 
ftrength  by  delay,  and  which,  in  fome  inftances, 
becomes  quickly  too  formidable  to  be  cured  by 
any  means  that  can  be  devifed. 

When  the  humoral  pathology  funk  in  eftima- 
tion,  other  opinions  arofe,  on  which  the  expla- 
nation of  the  fymptoms  of  Chlorofis,  and  the 
indications  fur  its  cure  were  founded. 


As 
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As  Chlorofis  generally  appears  about  the  age 
of  puberty,  and  in  the  female,  either  before, 
or  foon  after  the  firft  flow  of  the  menitruai 
flux,  many  have  fuppofed  the  retention  or  fup- 
preffion  of  the  menfes  to  be  the  immediate 
caufe  of  the  difeafe.  /  . 

This  fuppofition,  however,  is  liable  to  objec- 
tions. We  cannot  afcertain  the  precife  lime, 
at  which  the  retention  of  the  menfes  may  be 
confidered  as  a  circumftance  connected  with  dif- 
eafe. The  age  of  puberty  is  not  the  fame  in 
every  female  :  Chlorofis  may  therefore  exifl, 
long  before  the  agency  of  the  menllrual  flux 
can  be  felt  in  the  conftitution. 

Again,  the  retention  of  the  fmall  quantity  of 
blood,  which  ought  to  be  discharged  monthly, 
cannot  account  for  the  great,  and  often,  for  the 
fudden  change,  from  full  health,  to  the  ex- 
treme weaknefs  both  of  body  and  mind,  which 
takes  place  in  Chlorofis  ;  on  the  contrary,  more 
vigour,  and  a  ruddy,  in  place  of  a  pale  com- 
plexion, might  have  been  reafonably  expected. 


But 
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But,  oppofed  to  this  theory,  a  ftill  more  con* 
clufive  argument  is  drawn,  from  the  circum- 
ftance  of  Chlorofis  appearing  occafionally  among 
the  more  feeble,  and  delicate  of  the  male  fex  ; 
for  although  females  are  attacked  more  frequent- 
ly and  more  feverely  with  Chlorofis,  yet  it  is 
not  peculiar  to  them. 

For  thefe  reafons,  this  doctrine  is  now  gene- 
rally rejected.  Another,  founded  on  the  ftate 
of  the  genital  organs,  occupies  its  place ;  it 
comes  from  moft  refpectable  authority,  and  it 
has  obtained  many  profelytes. 

Dr.  Cullen  thus  expreffes  himfelf  in  para- 
graphs M,  MI,  Mil,  Mill,  of  his  Firft  Lines  of 
the  Practice  of  Phyfic ;  "  Thefe  fymptoms", 
namely,  fome  of  thofe  which  I  have  enumerat- 
ed above,  and  which  the  Dr.  details,  "  when 
occurring  in  a  high  degree,  conftitute  the  Chlo- 
rofis of  authors  ;  hardly  ever  appearing  fepa- 
rate  from  the  retention  of  the  menfes ;  and 
attending  to  thefe  fymptoms,  the  caufe  of  this 
retention,  may,  I  think,  be  perceived. 

«  Thefe 
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u  Thefe  fymptoms,  manifeftly  mew  a  confi- 
derable  laxity  and  flaccidity  of  the  whole  fyf- 
tem,  and  therefore  give  reafon  to  conclude,  that 
the  retention  of  the  menfes  accompanying  them, 
is  owing  to  a  weaker  action  of  the  veffels  of  the 
uterus,  which  therefore  do  not  impel  the  blood 
into  their  extremities,  with  a  force  fufficient  to 
open  thefe,  and  pour  out  blood  by  them. 

"  How  it  happens,  that  at  a  certain  period 
of  life,  a  flaccidity  of  the  fyftem  arifes  in  young 
women,  not  generally  affected  with  fuch  weak- 
nefs  or  laxity,  and  of  which,  but  a  little  be- 
fore, they  had  given  no  indication,  may  be  diffi- 
cult to  explain  ;  but  I  would  attempt  it  in  this 
wav. 

J 

"  As  a  certain  ftate  of  the  ovaria  in  females 
prepares  and  difpofes  them  to  the  exercife  of 
venery,  about  the  very  period  at  which  the  men- 
fes firft  appear,  it  is  to  be  prefumed,  that  the 
ftate  of  the  ovaria,  and  that  of  the  uterine  vef- 
fels, are,  in  fome  meafure,  connected  together  ; 
and  as  generally,  fymptoms  of  a  change  in  the 
ftate  of  the  former  appear  before  thofe  of  the 

latter 
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latter,  it  may  be  inferred,  that  the  ftate  of  the 
ovaria  has  a  great  mare  in  exciting  the  a&ion  of 
the  uterine  veflels,  and  in  producing  the  men- 
ftrual  11  ux.  But  analogous  to  what  happens  in 
the  male  fex,  it  may  be  prefumed,  that,  in  fe- 
males, a  certain  ftate  of  the  genitals  is  neceffa- 
ry  to  give  tone,  and  tenfion  to  the  whole  fyftem ; 
and  therefore,  if  the  ftimulus  arifing  from  the 
genitals  be  wanting,  the  whole  fyftem  may  fall 
into  a  torpid  or  flaccid  ftate,  and  thence  the 
Chlorofis  and  retention  of  the  menfes  may  arife. 

"  It  appears  to  me  therefore,  that  the  reten- 
tion of  the  menfes  is  to  be  referred  to  a  certain 
ftate  or  affection  of  the  ovaria  j  but  what  is 
precifely  the  nature  of  this  affection,  or  what 
are  the  caufes  of  it,  I  will  not  pretend  to  ex- 
plain ;  nor  can  I  explain  in  what  manner  that 
primary  caufe  of  retention  is  to  be  removed." 

Dr.  Cullen  afterwards  entertained  and  pro- 
mulgated the  opinion,  that  the  retention  of  the 
menfes  always  accompanied  the  fymptoms  of 
Chlorofis. 
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In  the  uncertainty  in  which  Dr.  Cullen  ad- 
mits the  affeftion  of  the  ovaria,  to  which  he  re- 
fers fufpended  menftruation,  as  well  as  the 
caufes  of  this  affeftion,  to  be  involved,  he  re- 
commends, in  conducting  the  cure  of  retention 
of  the  menfes,  to  obviate  particular  fymptoms, 
by  reftoring  the  tone  of  the  fyftem  in  general, 
and  by  exciting  the  action  of  the  uterine  veffels 
in  particular  :  the  fame  means  being  fubfervi- 
ent  to  the  cure  of  Chlorous. 

By  this  theory,  Dr.  Cullen  attempts  to  efta- 
blifh,  that  the  retention  of  the  menfes,  and  Chlo- 
rofis,  are  coexiftent  difeafes,  appearing  about 
the  age  of  puberty,  and  originating  in  a  defec- 
tive communication  of  a  due  {limulus  from  the 
genital  organs,  on  which  the  tone,  and  tenfion 
of  the  whole  fyftem  depend. 

Whilft  I  acknowledge  the  great  importance  of 
the  fexual  organs  ;  while  I  perceive  that  they  in- 
fluence the  character  and  difpofition  of  the  adult 
of  every  fpecies  of  animals  ;  yet  I  cannot  help 
thinking,  that  thefe  organs,  and  the  doctrines  of 
their  functions,  have  had  too  great  a  {hare  in 

c  our 
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our  pathological  reafonings,  and  too  grcatweight, 
in  direding  our  conduft  in  the  cure  of  difeafes. 
And  having  experienced  the  uncertainty  of  the 
ufual  means,  which  are  recommended  for  the 
cure  of  Chlorofis,  and  the  utility  of  another 
mpde  of  treating  the  complaint,  I  was  led,  great- 
ly hefitating,  to  queftion  the  theory  of  the  Cul- 
lenian  fchool  on  this  fubjecl:. 

ThealTumption,  that  the  ftate  of  the  ovaria,  and 
that  of  the  uterine  veflels  have  a  connexion;  and 
that  the  former  has  a  great  fhare  in  exciting  the 
action  of  the  latter,  and  in.  producing  the  men- 
ftruai  flux  ;  the  prefumption,  that  a  certain  ftate 
of  the  genitals  is  neceflary  to  give  tone,  and  ten- 
fion  to  the  whole  fyftem,  and  that,  if  the  ftimu- 
lus  arifing  from  this  ftate  be  wanting,  the  whole 
fyftem  may  fall  into  a  torpid,  or  flaccid  ftate, 
whence  Chlorofis  may  arife,  appear  to  be  mere- 
ly a  begging  of  the  queftion,  and  lead  to  no 
certain  conclufion,  as  to  the  nature,  or  caufe  of 
this  ftate  of  the  genitals,  the  fuppofed  prime 
mover  in  the  retention  of  the  menfes,  and  in 
the  introduction  of  Chlorofis ;  or  to  a  know- 
ledge of  the  means  of  curing  either. 

The 
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The  partial,  and  temporary  fufpenfion  of  the 
influence  of  the  genitals*  is  fuppofed,  according 
to  this  theory,  greatly  to  affect  the  general  fyf- 
tem.    But  there  are  inftances,  where  this  in- 
fluence is  altogether,   and  irretrievably  loft  ; 
and  where  no  difeafe  enfues.    C  aft  rated,  and 
fpayed  animals  fuffer  certain  changes  of  confti- 
tution,  but  they  retain  the  enjoyment  of  perfect 
health.  And,  in  our  own  fpecies,  eunuchs,  how- 
ever much  degraded  in  the  eftimation  of  fociety, 
in  confequence  of  their  emafculation,  are  nei- 
ther a  fhort  lived,  nor  an  unhealthy  fet  of  men. 
Reafoning  from  this  analogy,  I  do  not  under- 
ftand  how  the  influence  of  the  female  genitals 
can  be  fo  great,  as  that  its  partial  fufpenfion 
would  occafion  retention  of  the  menfes,  or  mould 
induce  Chlorofis. 

Another  theory  has  been  broached  on  this 
fubjecl:,  which  it  elucidates  by  a  reference  to 
fexual  defire.  Infinuations,  injurious  to  the  pu- 
rity of  mind,  and  offenfive  to  the  modefty  of  the 
fair  fufferers,  have  been  thrown  out.  The  medi- 
cal moralift  talks  of  the  Chlorofis  amatoria,  and 

o  2  follows 
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follows  up  his  notion,  with  appofite  counfeL 
Into  what  contradictions,  do  the  refinements  of 
dogmatifm  lead  us  ?  Can  paffion  exift,  when 
the  organs  which  roufe  it  have  not  as  yet  been 
evolved  into  action  ;  or,  if  evolved  have  been 
afterwards  rendered  effete  by  difeafe  ? 

I  could  not  avoid  entering  upon  thefe  difcufli- 
ons,  which  I  have  conduced  with  all  brevity ;  I 
thought  it  was  neceffary  to  Ihew,  that  the  doc- 
trines on  the  fubject  of  Chlorofis,  are  neither  fo 
clear  nor  fo  well  founded,  as  to  warrant  the  eon- 
clufions,  which  follow  neceffarily  from  them. 
In  this  manner,  I  prepare  the  reader  for  the 
candid  confideration  of  what  I  have  to  propofe  j 
a  candour  perhaps  not  the  lefs  wanted  on  this 
account,  that  my  opinion  of  the  difeafe  may  ap- 
pear at  firft  fight  too  fimple  ;  and  my  practice 
too  little  adorned  with  the  mow  of  varied  pre- 
fcription. 

It  would  have  been  fortunate,  if  medical  en- 
quirers had  always  followed  the  progrefs  of 
difeafes,  ftep  by  ftep,  and  viewed  them  as  a 
v  hole,  from  the  firft  deviation  from  health,  to 

their 
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their  termination.  A  contrary  procedure  has 
often  betrayed  us  into  confufion  and  error.  It 
is  not  the  febrile  ftate,  that  arifes  in  Marafmus  ; 
it  is  not  the  involuntary  convulfive  motions,  that 
appear  in  Chorea,  that  conftitute  either  difeafe. 
Thefe  are  only  fingle  features,  but  being  pro- 
minent ones,  they  have  abforbed  the  attention 
of  practitioners  ;  while  the  interrupted  action 
of  the  ftomach  and  bowels,  and  the  conftipated 
ftate  of  the  latter,  the  common  origin  of  both 
difeafes,  and  the  fupporter  of  their  various 
fymptoms,  have  been  almoft  altogether  over- 
looked. 

In  like  manner,  in  Chlorofis,  the  doctrine  of 
the  cacochymia  of  the  juices,  and  that  of  the  pe- 
culiar ftate  of  the  genitals  affecting  the  whole 
fyftem  with  flaccidity  and  laxity,  are  evidently 
founded  on  the  appearances,  which  the  difeafe 
exhibits,  when  it  is  fully  formed  ;  and  from 
which  appearances  alfo,  it  has  its  name  ;  when, 
at  the  fame  time,  the  hiftory  of  its  incipient 
ftate  has  been  little  regarded. 


The 
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The  {lighten:  attention  to  the  general  hiftory 
of  the  difeafe  evinces,  that  coftiveneis  precedes, 
and  accompanies  the  other  fymptoms.  Cof- 
tivenefs  induces  the  feculent  odour  of  the 
breath,  difordered  ftomach,  depraved  appetite, 
and  impaired  digeftion.  Thefe  preclude  a  fuf- 
licient  fupply  of  nourilhment,  at  a  period  of 
growth,  when  it  is  mod  wanted  :  hence  pale- 
nefs,  laxity,  flaccidity,  the  nervous  fymptoms, 
wafting  of  the  mufcular  flefh,  languor,  debility, 
the  retention  of  the  menfes,  and  fufpenfion  of 
other  excretions,  ferous  effufions,  dropfy,  and 
death. 

This  view  of  Chlorofis  explains  fome  circum- 
fiances  connected  with  it.  The  feeble  and  deli- 
cate of  either  fex,  in  whom  the  languid  action  of 
the  bowels  readily  gives  place  to  coftivenefs,  are 
more  expofed  to  Chlorofis,  than  the  robuft.  Fe- 
males arc,  in  general,  more  delicate,  and,  in  cer- 
tain ranks  of  life,  are  more  fedentary,  than 
males;  hence  coftivenefs,  and  Chlorofis  are  more 
common  with  the  former,  than  with  the  latter. 
It  is  well  known,  that  the  alvine  evacuation  is 
periodical,  and  fubjecled  to  the  power  of  habit; 

if 
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if  the  regular  call  is  not  obeyed,  the  neceflity 
for  the  evacuation  pafles  away  ;  and  the  call  be- 
ing again  and  again  neglected,  habitual  coftive- 
nefs  is  the  confequence.   Hence,  from  the  feel- 
ings of  the  fex,  and  frequently  from  the  want 
of  proper  opportunities,  coftivenefs,  and  its  at- 
tendant Chlorofis,  are  more  prevalent  among 
girls,  than  among  boys.    Again,  the  greater 
capacity  of  the  female  pelvis  gives  more  room, 
for  that  part  of  the  inteftinal  canal,  which  is 
contained  within  it,  to  dilate,  and,  of  courfe,  to 
admit  of  greater  accumulation  of  feculent  mat- 
ter, which,  in  proportion  to  its  remora,  becomes 
more,  and  more  abundant,  and  more  impacted. 
Hence  coftivenefs  is  more  obftinate,  and  Chlo- 
rofis, and  other  difeafes  originating  in  coftive- 
nefs, are  more  fevere,  and  are  of  more  difficult 
cure,  in  the  female,  than  in  the  male. 

ImprefTed  with  thefe  considerations,  and  with 
a  previous  favourable  opinion  of  the  utility  of 
purgative  medicines,  in  other  complaints,  I,  ma- 
ny years  ago,  adopted  the  ufe  of  them  in 
Chlorofis.  I  expected,  by  obviating  coftivenefs, 
to  remove  the  ftomachic  fymptoms,  and,  of 

g  4  courfe, 
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courfe,  others  that  depended  upon  them.  I  pur^ 
fued  this  pra&ice  with  the  greater  readinefs,  be- 
caufe  I  had  experienced,  on  many  occafions,  the 
uncertain,  and  protracted  cure  of  Chlorous,  by 
the  remedies  in  common  ufe. 

Scarcely  had  I  begun  the  exhibition  of  pur- 
gative medicines  in  Chlorofis,  when  1  had  the 
fatisfaction  to  find  that  the  opinion,  which  I  had 
formed  of  them,  was  well  founded,  and  that 
they  proved  at  once  fafe,  and  quickly  falutary. 

As  Chlorofis  proceeds  by  flow  degrees,  from 
its  commencement,  to  its  confirmed  ftate ;  fo 
I  found,  according  to  the  progrefs  which  it 
had  made,  that  the  bowels  were  more  or  lefs 
eafily  moved.  I  therefore  varied  the  ftrength 
of  the  purgative  medicines,  which  I  employed, 
as  well  as  the  frequency  of  their  repetition,  as 
this  circumftance  feemed  to  require.  The  un- 
loading the  confhipated  bowels  is  the  object 
to  be  obtained  here,  as  it  is  in  Chorea  Sancli 
Viti ;  and  the  means,  by  which  it  is  obtained, 
are  the  fame  in  both  difeafes. 
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As  in  Chorea,  fo  in  Chlorofis,  the  quantity  of 
feculent  matter  accumulated  is  often  very  great ; 
and  the  movement  of  it,  a  tafk  of  no  fmall  dif- 
ficulty. 

Of  courfe,  the  fame  attention,  and  affiduity 
in  the  exhibition  of  purgative  medicines,  which 
I  have-pointed  out  to  be  fo  necelfary  in  Chorea, 
are  equally  demanded  in  Chlorofis.  The  prac- 
titioner, who  is  not  aware  of  this,  and  who, 
yielding  to  the  importunity  of  his  patients,  or  to 
the  caprice  of  their  relations,  does  not  fleadily 
purfue  this  plan  of  cure,  will  be  difappointed,  his 
abilities  will  be  called  in  queftion,  and  his  pracr 
tice  vilified  and  neglected. 

After  the  due  evacuation  of  the  inteflinal  ca- 
nal, recovery  may  be  promoted  by  the  interpo- 
fition  of  tonic  medicines.  If  fuch,  however, 
abate  appetite,  and  induce  ficknefs,  they  will  be 
of  doubtful  efficacy.  In  this  cafe,  the  patient 
may  be  directed  to  trufl:  to  the  ufe  of  nourifli- 
ing  food  of  eafy  digeltion,  and  to  frequent  es> 
pofure  to  the  open  air,  when  the  weather  is  good. 


After 
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After  all,  I  am  not  Angular  in  this  practice. 
The  favourers  of  the  humoral  pathology  have 
recommended  a  gentle  purge,  at  intervals,  to 
carry  off  whatever  loads  the  inteftines.  Others 
advife  the  fame  practice,  that  the  ftimulus  excit- 
ed by  the  purgative  may  be  communicated  to  the 
veffels  of  the  uterus,  which  have  connexion  with 
thofe  of  the  rectum.  But  as  the  objects,  in  thefe 
inftances,  were  only  fecondary,  the  direct  good 
effects  of  purgative  medicines  feem  not  to  have 
been  underftood,  or  to  have  been  loft  in  other 
views,  directing  other  treatment. 


In  concluding  this  fubject,  I  muft  obferve, 
how  much  it  behoves  thofe,  who  have  the  charge 
of  young  people,  particularly  of  the  female  fex, 
to  imprefs  them  with  the  propriety,  nay,  with 
the  abfolute  neceffity  of  attention  to  the  regular 
ftatc  of  the  bowels;  and  to  put  it  in  their 
power,  by  the  ufe  of  proper  means,  to  guard 
againft  conftipation  j  and,  at  the  fame  time,  to 
watch  over  them,  left,  through  indolence,  they 
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neglect  a  circumftance,  which  promoting,  in 
the  gay  feafon  of  youth,  the  enjoyment  of 
health  and  happinefs,  oppofes  a  fure  barrier 
againft  the  inroads  of  Chlorofis,  always  a  diftref- 
fing,  and  fometimes  a  fatal  complaint. 

I  cannot  adduce  inftances  of  Chlorofis  treated 
by  the  ufe  of  purgative  medicines.  This  dif- 
eafe  is  not  frequent  among  that  clafs  of  fociety, 
who  feek  a  refuge  in  a  public  hofpital ;  while 
my  notes  of  private  cafes,  although  fufficient  for 
my  own  purpofe,  are  too  imperfect  to  afford  ma- 
terials for  authentic  hiltories  fitted  for  pubJic  in- 
fpection. 
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CHS   THE  UTILITY  AND  ADMINISTRATION  OF  PURGA- 
TIVE MEDICINES  IN  VOMITING  OF  BLOOD. 

Vomiting  of  blood  is  an  alarming,  and  often  a 
diftrefsful  difeafe ;  but,  having  been  generally 
confidered  as  fymptomatic  of  other  affe&ions,  it 
has  not  found  a  place  in  any  regular  fyftem  of 
phyfic. 

I  do  not  propofe  to  attempt  a  general  hiftory 
of  Hamiatemefis.  But  there  is  one  variety  of 
it,  which  attacks  females,  who  are  from  eighteen 
to  thirty  years  of  age  ;  and  it  rarely  appears 
fooner,  or  later  than  thefe  periods,  which  I  mall 
endeavour  to  illuftrate. 

As 
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As  I  confine  my  attention  to  this  variety,  the 
obfervations  which  I  am  about  to  make,  will  not 
apply  to  Hasmatemefis,  which  originates  in  or- 
ganic affection  of  the  ftomach,  and  vifcera  con- 
nected with  it,  either  a  conftitutional  difeafe,  or 
the  confequence  of  previous  irregulariiies,  and 
intemperance.  I  have  feen  feveral  inftances  of 
this  vomiting  of  blood,  the  cure  of  which  is 
doubtful  in  the  extreme,  and  difficult. 

The  attack  of  the  hamiorrhagy,  of  which  I 
am  to  fpeak,  is  preceded  by  great  langour,  and 
oppreffion,  both  about  the  cheft,  and  the  pras- 
cordia ;  and  by  a  fenfe  of  fulnefs  of  the  prce- 
cordia,  by  cough,  dyfpncea,  and  fometimes  by 
pain  of  breaft  ;  by  lofs  of  appetite,  headach, 
vertigo,  and  difturbed  lleep.  The  eye  is  dull, 
the  countenance  is  expreffive  of  much  diftrefs, 
the  pulfe  is  feeble,  and  the  bowels  are  confti- 
pated. 

In  this  ftate  of  impaired  health,  a  particular 
fit  of  ficknefs  and  naulea  is  the  immediate  fore- 
runner of  the  attack  of  the  vomiting  of  blood. 
The  blood  vomited  is  fometimes  florid,  and,  at 
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other  times,  black,  and  grumous.  The  quantity 
of  blood  brought  up  at  one  time,  varies  from  a 
few  ounces,  to  the  quantity  of  a  pound  or  more. 
The  diftrefiing  fymptoms  are  relieved  by  this 
difcharge  of  blood ;  but  are  again  aggravated, 
previoufiy  to  the  return  of  a  fimilar  attack. 

This  difeafe,  under  the  ufual  management, 
is  of  uncertain  duration,  and  of  unequal  feve- 
rity. 

The  time  of  life,  at  which  this  Hasmatemefis 
takes  place,  and  the  circumftance  of  being  pecu- 
liar to  the  female  fex,  have  induced  practition- 
ers to  imagine,  that  it  is  intimately  connected 
with  the  menftrual  flux ;  the  fuppreflion  of 
which  has  been  generally  confidered  as  the  fole 
caufe  of  the  difeafe.  It  has  been  faid  to  be  a 
haemorrhagy,  vicarious  of  the  menfes. 

The  high  importance  of  the  uterine  fyftem 
in  the  animal  ceconomy  cannot  be  doubted  ; 
but  the  functions  of  this  fyftem  are  veiled  in 
deep  obfcurity,  and  will  not,  perhaps,  be  at  any 
time  clearly  underftood.    They  have  occupied 

much 
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much  of  the  attention  of  the  fpeeulative  en- 
quirer ;  and  ingenuity  has  been  taxed,  to  invent 
theories  in  explanation  of  them,  and  of  their  in- 
fluence, in  health,  and  in  difeafe. 

The  menftrual  flux,  the  molt  obvious  of  the 
uterine  phenomena,  has  afforded  a  wide  field  for 
difcuflion.  It  is  interwoven  with  the  opinions  we 
entertain  of  almoft  every  difeafe,  to  which  the 
female  fex  is  expofed.  Its  overflow,  or  its  fup- 
preflion,  are  the  ready  expounders  of  many 
fymptoms ;  and  the  fruitful,  though  perhaps 
imaginary  fource  of  many  difeafes.  This  flux  is 
a  conflant  object  of  attention  to  females,  who 
are,  in  general,  well  fchooled,  as  to  the  im- 
portance, and  neceflity  of  it. 

Thefe  theories  of  the  fchools,  and  thefe  early 
impreflions  on  the  female  mind,  give  a  confe- 
quence  to  this  fubject,  and  force  it  upon  the  no- 
tice of  the  medical  practitioner,  who  muft  fub- 
fcribe  to  the  general  opinions  reflecting  the 
menfes,  and  feem  to  adopt  them,  although  he 
may  queftion,  in  fome  refpects,  the  foundation 

2  on 
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on  which  it  refts,  and  the  conclufions  to  which 
it  leads. 

Too  curious  a  refearch  into  the  arcana  of  na- 
ture is  nugatory.  Thefe,  doubtlefs  for  wife 
reafons,  feem  to  be  placed  beyond  the  ken  of 
mankind.  When,  therefore,  we  adopt  the  views 
and  language  of  the  fchools,  on  points  merely 
theoretical,  and  deduce  practical  conclufions 
from  them,  it  is  probable  we  may  err.  I,  for 
one,  am  inclined  to  think,  that  too  much  has 
been  imputed  to  the  influence  of  the  menfes,  in 
circumftances  of  difeafe.  In  explaining  thefe 
circumftances,  we  feem  to  have  reafoned  too 
much  on  a  fubject,  that  is  but  little  underftood. 

The  interruption  of  the  evacuation  of  the  men- 
fes frequently  takes  place  for  a  length  of  time, 
without  prejudice  to  the  health.  May  not  this, 
therefore,  beoftenerthefymptom,orconfequence, 
than  the  caufe  of  difeafe  ?  It  is  not  uncommon 
for  females  to  complain,  about  the  ufual  period 
Of  menftruation  ;  and  if  the  menfes  do  not  ap- 
pear, the  previous  ailment  is  haftily  attributed 
to  this  circumftance.    But  it  may,  with  equal 
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reafon,  and  with  equal  probability,  be  faid  to 
have  been  the  caufe  of  the  fuppremon. 

If  thefe  things  be  fo,  we  cannot  but  regret 
theoretical  difquifitions,  which  have,  in  other  in- 
ftances,  as  well  as  in  the  prefent  one,  led  us  to 
an  attempt  of  difficult  accomplishment,  and  of 
uncertain  iffue, — the  reftoration  of  fuppreifed 
menflruation ;  while  a  different  practice,  more 
certain,  and  more  ufeful,  and  founded  on  dif- 
ferent views  of  the  cafe,  has  been  either  never 
devifed,  or  has  been  entirely  negle&ed. 

I  feel  myself  at  perfect  liberty  to  make  thefe 
reflections  ;  becaufe,  in  the  cafe  now  before  us, 
the  caufe  aflumed,  to  account  for  vomiting  of 
blood,  proceeds  upon  limited,  or  miftaken  in- 
formation. Sufpended  mcnftruation  is  not  a 
neceflfary  concomitant  of  hamiatemefis,  which 
appears  when  the  menfes  are  regular.  I  do  not 
know  in  what  proportion  of  inftances  this  is  the 
vcafe  ;  but  if  it  is  so  in  one  inflance,  this  one  in- 
ftance  overturns  the  theory,  does  away  the  vi- 
carious nature  of  hssmatemefis,  and  gives  it  a 
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place,  where  I  conceive  it  ought  to  have  one, 
among  idiopathic  difeafes. 

About  ten  years  ago,  Dr.  Gafking,  of  Ply- 
mouth, pa{Ted  a  feafon  in  Edinburgh. — I  had 
the  pleafure  to  be  acquainted  with  him,  and  I 
cultivated  his  friendfhip.  At  this  time  I  had. 
afcertained  the  efficacy  of  purgative  medicines 
in  the  difeafes  of  which  I  have  treated  :  I  con- 
verfed  with  Dr.  Gafking  freely  on  thefe  fub- 
je&s,  communicating  the  obfervations  I  had 
made. 

Dr.  Gafking  frequently  walked  the  Hofpital 
with  me.  He  obferved  a  patient  labouring  un- 
der vomiting  of  blood,  whom  I  had  been  treat- 
ing in  the  ufual  routine,  with  cooling  acidulous 
medicines,  and  with  different  emenagogues,  to 
no  good  purpofe.  He  requefted  me  to  open 
her  bowels  with  calomel  j  he  fpoke  with  the 
decifion  which  experience  gives,  and  I  followed 
his  advice. 

This  patient  was  from  the  country ;  of  a  ro- 
buft  make,  and  hale  conftitution.     She  was 
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about  twenty  years  of  age.  The  alvine  evacua- 
tion, procured  on  the  exhibition  of  the  purga- 
tive, was  copious,  and  of  unnatural  appearance. 
She  obtained  immediate  relief ;  vomiting  of 
blood  did  not  recur  j  and  a  few  more  purga- 
tives eftabliflied  her  recovery.  She  left  the 
Hofpital,  ftrongly  enjoined  to  preferve  a  regular 
ft  ate  of  her  belly, — means  for  this  purpofe  be- 
ing furnifhed  to  her. 

In  three  or  four  months,  this  patient  return- 
ed, labouring  under  conftipation,  and  a  recur- 
rence of  the  vomiting  of  blood.  The  conftipa- 
tion was  again  removed,  by  means  of  calomel, 
and  a  great  load  of  indurated,  and  fetid  feces 
was  brought  off.  In  a  fhort  time  me  left  the 
Hofpital,  again  cured,  and  again  admonilhed  to 
be  more  attentive  to  the  ftate  of  her  bowels. 

This  inftru&ive  leffon  was  not  loft  upon  me  ; 
it  taught  me,  that  the  vomiting  of  blood  of 
which  I  fpeak,  depends  upon  conftipation  of  the 
belly,  a  circumftance  which  I  had  not  before 
fufpecled. 
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I  have  followed  the  practice  which  this  cafe 
fuggefted,  in  the  inftances  of  the  ailment  which 
I  have  fmce  met  with ;  and  my  succefs  has  been 
fo  uniform,  that  I  now  lay  it  down  as  a  certain 
pofition,  that  the  proper  exhibition  of  purgative 
medicines  affords  Aire,  and  effectual  m^ans  of 
removing  hsematemefis,  the  fubject  of  this  chap- 
ter. 

The  purgatives,  which  I  have  ufed  in  thefe 
cafes,  have  never  excited  vomiting ;  and,  what 
may  be  thought  fingular,  I  have  never  been 
able  to  ascertain  the  prefence  of  blood  in  the 
feces. 

As  the  ftrength  of  patients  labouring  under 
this  vomiting  of  blood  is  generally  pretty  entire, 
we  need  not  dread  full  purging  ;  but  this  effect 
is  not  wanted  ;  if  we  unload  the  bowels,  we 
accomplifh  the  cure. 

The  feces  which  are  brought  off  are  copious, 
unnatural  in  colour,  confidence,  and  fmell,  as 
they  generally  are  after  long  remora,  the  con- 
fequence  of  obftinate,  and  protracted  coflivenefs. 

fequence 
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The  different  circumflances,  which  not  only 
expofe  women  to  coftivenefs  more  readily  than 
men,  but,  when  it  does  occur,  to  a  more  obfti- 
nate  kind  of  it,  as  already  noticed,  may  ex- 
plain, why  they  are  exclufively  the  fubjetts  of 
this  difeafe  : — A  confideration,  which  affords  me 
a  ftrong  additional  argument,  for  inculcating 
the  moft  fedulous  atention  to  the  careful  fup- 
port  of  a  regularly  adding  ftate  of  the  bowels  ; 
the  only  fecurity  againft  coftivenefs,  that  bane 
of  health,  and  fource  of  manifold  diftrefs* 

In  conducting  the  cure  of  vomiting  of  blood, 
I  have  not  confined  myfelf  to  the  ufe  of  calo- 
mel alone  ;  I  have  occafionally  fubftituted  other 
purgative  medicines,  as  will  be  inftrucled  by  the 
cafes  inferted  in  the  Appendix,  NO.  VII.  In 
which  Number,  I  infert  alfo  a  letter  addreffed 
to  me,  from  Mr.  James  Law,  one  of  the  fur- 
geons  of  the  Infirmary,  and  furgeon  to  the 
Bridewell  of  Edinburgh.  This  communication 
from  fo  refpecl:able  a  quarter,  will,  in  the  gene- 
ral opinion,  corroborate  my  practice  in  hamate- 
mefis. 

CHAP- 
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OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  UTILITY  AND  ADMINISTRA- 
TION OF  PURGATIVE  MEDICINES  IN  SOME  CHRONIC 
DISEASES,  AND  IN  HYSTERIA* 

I  have  not  afcertained  in  how  many  various 
difeafes  purgative  medicines  may  be  employed 
with  advantage  ;  but  I  believe  the  range  of  their 
utility  is  greater,  than  is  commonly  imagined. 

I  formerly  remarked,  that,  in  mature  age,  and 
in  the  decline  of  life,  morbid  fymptoms,  which 
are  attributed  to  previous  irregularities,  to  idio- 
fyncracy,  to  hereditary  difpofition,  and  to  ap- 
proaching old  age,  frequently  arife  from  confti- 
pation  of  the  bowels,  or  are  nearly  connected 

with 
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■with  it.  Thefe  fymptoms  generally  conftitute 
chronic  difeafes,  which  are  known  under  diffe- 
rent names,  and  for  the  cure  of  which,  the  ufe 
of  mineral  waters  is  frequently  recommended. 

In  the  profecution  of  this  advice,  the  neceffa- 
ry  change  of  fcene  and  of  air  that  takes  places 
the  exercife  of  the  body,  the  abftraclion  of  the 
mind  from  the  cares  attendant  on  bufmefs,  the 
interruption  of  an  uniform  train  of  thought  and 
attention,  and  the  efcape,  on  fome  occafions, 
from  ennui,  are  circumstances,  which  doubt- 
lefs,  co-operate  with  the  beneficial  effects  of  the 
mineral  waters* 

Thefe  waters  appear  to  be  ufeful  in  feveral 
difeafes,  nearly  in  proportion  to  their  purgative 
quality ;  by  means  of  which,  regularity  of  the 
obftrucled  bowels  is  reftored,  and  a  competent 
fliare  of  health  is  eftablifhed. 

I  have  been  difpofed  to  think,  that  people,  in 
fimilar  circumftances  of  difeafe,  but  whom  bu- 
fmefs, or  whom  pecuniary  confiderations  detain 
at  home,  reap  benefit  from  purgative  medicines, 
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nearly,  if  not  altogether,  equal  to  that  which 
purgative  mineral  waters  impart.  In  confirma- 
tion of  this  opinion,  I  give  a  few  cafes  from  the 
records  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  ;  they  will  be 
round  in  the  eighth  number  of  the  Appendix. 

In  the  fame  number,  and  taken  from  the  fame 
records,  I  infert  two  cafes  of  Hyfleria ;  I  have 
turned  my  thoughts  for  fome  time  pafl,  to  the 
adminiftration  of  purgative  medicines,  in  this 
difeafe. 

At  prefent,  I  am  not  prepared  to  give  my  fen- 
timents  at  large,  on  thefe  fubjedts.  But  I  anti- 
cipate much  gratification  in  profecuting  this  field 
of  enquiry,  and  in  collecting  ufeful  facts  ;  con- 
vinced, that,  in  the  refult,  I  mall  find  am-plej*e- 
ward  for  the  trouble  I  may  take ;  and  I  may, 
perhaps,  offer  a  future  publication,  on  the  utili- 
ty of  purgative  medicines ;  but  my  profefTi- 
nal  avocations  do  not  permit  me  to  come  un- 
der a  pofitive  obligation  to  do  fo.  * 
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I  have  thus  endeavoured  to  accomplifli  what 
I  propofed,  by  showing  that  purgative  medi- 
cines may  be  used  more  freely  than  has  been 
commonly  imagined ;  and  ufed,  not  only  with 
fafety,  but  with  evident,  and  decided  advan- 
tage. 

Here  I  mud  again  folicit  the  reader's  at- 
tention to  two  circumflances  of  great  import- 
ance, in  the  treatment  of  difeafes,  by  the  ufe  of 
purgative  medicines.  The  firft  is,  the  regular 
and  accurate  examination  of  every  alvine  eva- 
cuation. The  fecond  is,  the  fteady  exhibition 
of  the  purgative  medicine,  fo  as  to  procure  daily 
its  full  erFecl:,  during  the  continuance  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  for  which  it  is  given. 

By  the  inflection,  we  afcertain  the  nature  of 
the  alvine  difcharge  ;  a  knowledge  of  which, 
together  with  a  few  other  circumflances,  enables 
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us  to  form  a  probable  conjecture,  with  regard  to 
the  duration  of  the  ailment,  regulates  the 
Itrength  of  each  dofe  of  the  purgative,  and 
determines  the  frequency  of  the  repetition  of  it. 
Without  this  infpection,  we  will  be  conftantly 
deceived,  through  the  ignorance  or  inattention 
of  our  patients,  or  of  their  attendants. 

By  the  fecond  circumftance,  the  fteady  exhi- 
bition of  the  purgative  medicines,  we  enfure  the 

fuccefs  of  the  practice,  in  the  difeafes  under  con- 
fideration.  The  puny  and  debilitated  date  of 
the  fufrerer  may,  on  fome  occafions,  excite  alarm 
even  in  the  bread  of  the  practitioner  ;  and  the 
caprice  of  his  patient,  and  the  whims  of  rela- 
tives, may  throw  obdacles  in  his  way.  But 
thefe  he  mud  difrcgard  ;  for  unlefs  he  can  fup- 
prefs  his  own  improper  feelings,  and  overcome 
the  unreafonable  objections  of  others,  he  had 
better  not  adopt  meafures,  which,  to  prove  fuc- 
cefsful,  mud  be  conducted  with  decifion  and 
firmnefs.  A  contrary  conduct  will  not  avail ; 
but,  oa  the  other  hand,  it  will ,  afluredly  ter- 
minate in  the  vexation  of  the  practitioner,  the 
difappointment  of  the  patient  and  relatives,  and 

I  the 
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the  difcredil  of  that  practice,  which,  from  a 
conviction  of  its  utility,  it  has  been  my  wifh  and 
'   ftudy  to  recommend. 


If  fome  of  the  difeafes  of  which  I  have  treat- 
ed be  cured,  almoft  folely  by  the  operation  of 
purgatives ;  and  if  this  cure  be  effe&ed  more  or 
lefs  fpeedily,  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  time, 

that  conflipation,  and  the  changed  nature  of  the 
feces  have  fubfifted  ;  I  am  perfuaded,  that,  by 
preferving  at  all  times  the  regular  alvine  evacu 
ation,  we  *rttt  prevent  the  formation  of  thofe 
difeafes  altogether.  If  thefe  expectations  be 
not  too  fanguine,  it  is  likely,  that,  by  thefe 
means,  the  Marafmus  and  Hasmatemefis  of 
which  I  have  fpoken,  and  Chorea,  and  Chloro- 
fis,  will  rarely,  if  ever,  appear.    In  my  opinion, 

therefore,  it  would  be  a  matter  of  public  utility, 
to  have  thefe  obfervations  diffufed  widely  among 
all  ranks,  and  defcriptions  of  people.  But  I 
leave  whatever  is  interfperfed  on  this  fubjecl: 
through  the  foregoing  pages,  to  be  conveyed  to 

mothers, 
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mothers,  nurfes,  and  other  protestors  of  chil- 
dren and  young  people,  through  the  medium  of 
their  medical  advifers,  who  will  recollect,  that 
our  paramount  duty  is,  to  prevent  difeafes  ; 
and,  if  that  object  be  unattainable,  our  next 
duty  is,  to  remove  unavoidable  pain  and  fick- 
nefs. 

To  conclude,  the  reader  mult  have  obferved 

the  ufeful  effects  of  purgative  medicines,  in 
difeafes  apparently  different,  and  incident  to 

people  at  various  periods  of  life.  The  facts 
are  undeniable,  and  ferve  to  prove  the  extent, 
and  importance  of  the  fubject  ;  but  of  thefe  I 
do  not  feel  it  to  be  incumbent  on  me  to  give 
any  explanation  at  prefent,  as  fuch  an  attempt 
feems  to  be  premature. 

I  am  fatisficd  to  have  eftablifhed  certain  lead- 
ing facts,  and  to  have  opened  views,  which,  if 
properly  profecuted,  muff  give  an  opportunity 
to  collect  many  more,  and  to  extend  our  know- 
ledge refpecting  the  operation  of  purgatives.  It 

will  then  be  time  to  generalize  the  facts,  and  to 

1  form 
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form  a  fyftem  of  medical  doctrines  at  once  clear 
and  comprehenfive,  and  to  deduce  practical 
precepts,  ufeful  in  proportion,  as  they  will  be 
fimple  and  precife.  When  thefe  predictions  are 
fulfilled,  we  may  hope  to  fee  banifhed,  from  the 
fchools  of  medicine,  all  deceptive  reafoning, 
however  ingenious,  and,  from  the  practice  of  the 
healing  art,  a  multifarious  prescription  of  inert, 
and  naufeous  medicines. 
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The  fluctuating  ftate  of  the  nomenclature  of 
the  materia  medica,  and  of  pharmaceutical  pre- 
parations, will  explain  why  feveral  old  names 
and  titles  of  both,  are  found  in  the  more  early 
cafes,  contained  in  this  Appendix.  And  indeed, 
fuch  occafionally  appear  in  more  recent  cafes  ; 
the  force  of  habit,  and  the  dread  of  com- 
mitting miftakes  while  my  attention  is  occupied 
by  the  variety  of  Hofpital  bufinefs,  have  occasi- 
oned this  deviation  from  the  punctilious  forma- 
lity of  prefcription. 

On  thefe  accounts,  and  confulting  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  reader,  I  infert  in  this|ium- 
ber  of  the  Appendix,  tables  of  ^reference,  from 

the 
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the  older  to  the  newer,  and  from  the  newer  to 
the  older  names,  of  fuch  medicines,  as  are  men- 
tioned in  the  following  cafes. 

The  reader  will  alfo  find  another  table,  which 
comprehends  the  formulas  of  the  compounded 
medicines  which  are  prefcribed  in  the  fame  cafes, 
and  which  are  peculiar  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  of 
the  Royal  Infirmary.  As  this  Pharmacopoeia  is 
not  in  every  one's  hands  ;  this  table  becomes 
the  more  necelfary.

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CASES  OF  SCARLATINA. 

NARRATIVE  OF  SCARLATINA,  A3  IT  AFFECTED  THE 
CHILDREN  IN  GEORGE  HERIOT's  HOSPITAL,  IN 
AUTUMN,  1804. 

George  Heriot's  H->rpital  is  a  lar^e  build- 
ing of  noble  archite&ure,  furrounding  a  qua- 
drangular court.  By  this  conftruction,  and  by- 
means  of  crofs  windows  in  the  different  apart- 
ments, complete  ventilation  is  procured  1  he 
houfe  occupies  a  dry  fituation,  on  the  higheft 
part  of  a  ridge  immediately  to  the  South  of  the 
city,  and  is  placed  in  the  middle  of  an  inclo- 
fure,  confiding  of  feveral  acres.  On  the  South 
and  Weft,  it  commands  extenfive  views  of  the 

M  country  j 
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country  ;  thefe  are  more  confined  on  the  North 
and  Eaft,  by  the  Cattle,  and  by  the  buildings  in 
the  old  town,  from  both  of  which,  however,  it 
is  at  a  confiderable  diftancc. 

Great  attention  to  the  cleanlinefs  and  airinefa 
of  every  part  of  the  hofpital,  is  added  to  thefe 
advantages  of  fituation.  The  diet  of  the  chil- 
dren is  well  regulated ;  and  there  is  an  abun- 
dant fupply  of  fpring-well  water,  from  the  city's 
refervoir,  which  adjoins  the  houfe ;  and  the  me- 
dical gentlemen  attached  to  the  Hofpital,  and 
acting  under  the  regulations,  put  a  negative  on 
the  admiffion  of  any  child,  who  appears  to  them 
to  labour  under  Scrofula. 

Thefe  circumftances  are  fo  favourable  to  the 
health  of  the  inmates  of  this  foundation,  that  I 
have  the  fatisfa&ion  to  fay,  that  during  two  and 
thirty  years,  that  I  have  had  the  medical  fuper- 
intendance  of  it,  I  have  feldom  known  any  fe- 
rious  illnefs  prevailing  there. 

The  fons  of  burgeffes,  freemen  of  Edin- 
burgh, are  received  into  this  Hofpital.  They 

are 
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are  admitted  when  between  the  feventh  and 
eleventh  year  of  their  age  ;  and  are  maintained 
and  educated  till  they  reach  their  fourteenth 
year.  Their  prefent  number  is  one  hundred 
and  twenty,  and  they,  together  with  the  ma- 
tron, mailers,  and  domeftics,  form  a  family,  of 
about  one  hundred  and  forty  perfons. 

Towards  the  end  of  September,  1 804,  I  vifit- 
ed  one  of  the  youngeft  of  the  children,  in  fever. 
I  found  him  labouring  under  fymptoms  of  Scarla- 
tina, which  had  been  epidemic  in  the  town,  for 
fome  months.  He  was  moved  immediately  to 
the  fick  room,  and  thus  fecluded  from  his  com- 
panions ;  and  I  directed  every  -precaution  to  be 
employed,  in  warning  and  ventilating  the  apart- 
ment or  ward  which  he  had  left.  The  whole  of 
the  children  were  confined  within  the  precincts 
of  the  hofpital,  left,  through  communication 
with  their  relations  in  town,  they  might  be  af- 
fected with  the  fever,  and  thus  add  to  the  accu- 
mulation of  contagion. 


I  was  not,  however,  fortunate  enough,  in- 
deed I  did  not  expect,  to  be  fo,  to  make  this  the 

m  2  folitary 
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folitary  inftance  of  the  difeafe,  in  the  midft  of  fo 
numerous  a  family.  Day  after  day,  my  fick  lift 
increafed  ;  and  during  three  months  that  the  fe- 
ver prevailed  in  the  hofpital,  upwards  of  fifty  of 
the  children  pafied  through  it.  And  I  remark- 
ed, that  by  far  the  greateft  number  of  the  fick 
came  from  the  ward  in  which  my  firft  patient 
had  lain. 

About  the  end  of  the  year,  the  laft  of  my  lit- 
tle patients  left  the  fick  room,  which  was  then 
ftiut,  and  it  has  fortunately  continued  fo,  to  this 
date,  1 5th  of  March  1 805 ;  and  fome  weeks 
have  now  elapfed,  fince  communication  with  the 
town  has  been  opened. 

In  all  the  children,  particularly  in  thofe  who 
■were  firft  affefted,  the  fymptoms  were  fo  mild, 
that  but  for  my  knowledge  of  the  prevalence 
of  the  epidemic  in  town,  I  might  have  miftaken 
the  difeafe  on  its  firft  appearance,  and  been 
lulled  into  a  blameable  fecurity.  The  throat 
was  not  much  affected.  The  uvola  and  amyg- 
dalse  were  (lightly  fwelled  and  inflamed  in  eve- 
ry inftance ;  in  a  few  cafes,  fuperficial  fuppu- 

M  3  ration 
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ration  and  floughing  appeared.  The  eflloref- 
cence  on  the  furface  was  partial,  and  in  general 
tranlitory,  leaving  a  peculiar  palenefs  of  coun- 
tenance. The  eye  was  dull  and  heavy.  Sick- 
nefs  and  proftration  of  appetite,  continued 
throughout  the  difeafe.  The  thirft  was  mode- 
rate ;  great  debility  prevailed  in  every  cafe  ;  and 
in  fome,  a  peculiar  dejection  and  defpondency, 
hardly  to  be  looked  for  in  fubjec~ts  fo  young. 
The  pulfe  was  variable;  always  quick,  till  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  difeafe,  when  it  fometimes 
funk  below  the  natural  ftandard  ;  it  was  never 
full.  The  furface  of  the  body  was  occafionally 
of  a  pungent  heat.  Obftinate  conftipation  pre- 
vailed in  general. 

My  patients  were  obje&s  of  ferious  attention 
for  twelve  or  fourteen  days  ;  the  convalefcent 
flate  of  almoft  all  of  them,  was  protracted  for 
nearly  the  fame  length  of  time  ;  and  fix  weeks 
elapfed  before  fome  who  entered  the  fick  room, 
left  it. 


Such  was  the  appearance,  and  fuch  is  the  hif- 
tory  of  this  epidemic  in  Heriot's  Hofpital ;  in 
M  3  conducting 
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conducting  the  cure  of  which,  I  employed  pur- 
gative medicines  fully  ;  while  food  fuited  to  the 
weak  appetite  and  feeble  powers  of  digeftion, 
was  directed. 

The  effect  of  the  purgatives  was  favourable. 
The  feces  were  hard,  generally  of  a  black,  or 
greenifh  colour,  and  fetid  ;  and  fometimes  of 
the  colour  and  confidence  of  clay,  and  lefs  fe- 
tid. In  proportion  to  the  evacuation  of  thefe 
feces,  relief  was  perceptible.  Returning  appe- 
tite and  vivacity  accompanied  the  decline  and 
ceflation  of  the  various  fymptoms. 

As  the  weather  had  become  cold,  and  other- 

i 

ways  inclement,  the  children  were  detained  in 
the  fick  room,  for  many  days  after  they  were 
perfectly  well  ;  purgatives  were  adminiftred,  as 
the  ftate  of  the  bowels  demanded  ;  and  the  ge- 
neral warm  bath  was  repeatedly  ufed,  on  the 
fuppofition,  that,  by  its  reftoring  a  perfpirable 
ftate  of  the  fkin,  it  would,  in  concert  with  the 
purgative  medicines,  tend  to  prevent  dropfical 
fwelling,  which,  from  the  fymptoms,  I  greatly 
dreaded. 

At 
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At  laft,  healthy  and  robuft,  and  impatient 
of  farther  rcftraint,  the  convalefcents  were  per- 
mitted to  return  to  their  particular  wards,  and 
in  no  long  time,  to  mix  with  their  companions 
in  fchool,  and  at  play. 

Happy  I  am,  that  I  had  been  'thus  careful 
and  provident  in  ufmg  thefe  precautions  ;  for  I 
have  to  relate  the  fate  of  three  boys,  who  in 
two  or  three  weeks  from  their  paffing  from  un- 
der my  care,  were  again  reported  as  unwell,  and 
again  appeared  in  the  fick  room.  Their  fymp- 
toms,  and  their  fate  were  the  fame.  They  had 
a  leucophlegmatic  look,  incipient  anafarca,  total 
proflration  of  appetite,  fcanty,  if  not  fufpended 
fecretion  of  urine,  fwelling  of  abdomen,  obftir 
nate  conftipation,  naufea,  extreme  debility,  and 
feeble  pulfe. 

Alarmed  by  thefe  fymptoms,  I  requeued 
Meflrs.  Alexander  and  George  Wood,  furgeons 
to  the  hofpital,  to  join  me  in  confutation.  Suit- 
able cordials  were  ordered,  and  purgative  me- 
dicines, of  appropriate  quality,  and  in  repeated 
dofes,  were  direfted.    The  difeafe  in  all  the 

m  4  three 
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three,  proceeded  with  a  rapidity,  which  afford- 
ed little  farther  opportunity,  for  deliberation  or 
action.  The  ftomach  gave  way  ;  all  food,  cor- 
dials, and  medicines,  were  rejected,  by  vomit- 
ing. The  watery  effufion  rapidly  filled  the 
cellular  membrane,  and  inundated  every  cavity. 
Within  lefs  than  thirty-fix  hours,  from  the 
recurrence  of  complaint,  the  boys  died,  labour- 
ing under  fymptoms,  denoting  afcites,  hydro- 
thorax,  and  hydrocephalus.  This  termination 
was  altogether  new ;  I  had  never  feen  dropfy 
from  Scarlatina  fatal. 

In  confequence  of  this  event,  I  approached 
the  Hofpital  for  many  days,  under .  deep  anxi- 
ety; becaufe  I  was  confcious,  that  other  children 
were,  at  the  time,  in  a  fituation  which  might 
lead  to  the  fame  unfortunate  iifue. 

I  continued  to  pay  unceafmg  attention  to  the 
alimentary  canal,  which  every  day's  experience 
proved  to  be  much  difordered.  Strong  purga- 
tives were  given,  in  large  and  repeated  dofes, 
form  times  twice  and  thrice  in  the  fame  day,  be- 
fore the  necelfary  evacuation  was  procured. 

In 
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In  fome  inftances,  the  colon,  hard,  and  diftend- 
ed,  could  be  traced  by  the  finger,  in  thofe 
places  where  it  approaches  the  parietes  of  the 
abdomen. 

In  two  cafes,  general  fulnefs  of  the  belly, 
oedema  of  the  lower  extremities,  raufea,  retching, 
and  fcanty  fecretion  of  bloody-coloured  urine, 
mewed  themfelves.  In  thefe,  ftimulating  glyf- 
ters  fupported  and  promoted  the  efficacy  of  the 
purgatives,  and  enfured  a  determination  down- 
wards ;  without  which,  I  am  fatisfied,  I  mould 
have  had  to  regret  the  lofs  of  other  two  boys  : 
one  of  whom  had  taken,  within  the  fpace  of 
twenty-four  hours,  a  drachm  of  the  mafs  of  the 
aloetic  pill,  and  thirty  grains  of  the  fubmuriate 
of  mercury.  The  other,  when  danger  was  over, 
was  much  diftrefTed,  by  affection  of  the  mouth, 
and  bloody  ptyalifm,  the  confequence  of  the 
quantity  of  calomel  previoufly  given. 

For  greater  fecurity,  an  additional  apartment 
was  opened  for  convalefcents.  Here,  they  were 
feduloufly  watched  ;  purgative  medicines  were 
occasionally  employed,  to  fecure  and  eftablifh 

a  regular 
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a  regular  ftate  of  the  belly  ;  and  returning  ap- 
petite was  fatisfied  with  light  and  nourishing 
food. 

I  always  infpecled  the  alvine  difcharge  of  the 
fick  ;  the  quantity  of  which,  varying  in  confif- 
tence,  colour,  and  fetor,  daily  evacuated  during 
the  fever  by  each  boy,  was  aftonifhing  to  me. 

An  emetic  was  given  occafionally,  but  not 
generally,  on  the  approach  of  the  fever ;  and 
towards  its  decline,  a  moderate  quantity  of  wine 
was  allowed.    This  feemed  to  be  neceffary,  in 
a  few  initances  ;  but  to  avoid  the  appearance  of 
partiality,  the  practice  of  giving  it'  was  general. 
Gargles,  compofed  of  port  wine,  diluted  with 
water,  or  of  vinegar  and  water,  fweetened  with 
honey  or  fugar,  were  alfo  employed  in  a  few 
cafes ;  as  were  faline  and  diaphoretic  mixtures. 
At  length,  under  this  management,  care  and 
anxiety  on  the  prefent  occafion  came  to  a  pe- 
riod, at  the  time  above-mentioned.

About  the  middle  of  Auguft  laft,  Euphemia 
Winter,  one  of  the  children  entertained  in  this 
Hofpital,  twelve  years  of  age,  complained  of 
fevere  headach,  ficknefs,  and  conftant  vomiting 
of  the  contents  of  the  ftomach.  Mr.  Wood, 
furgeon  of  the  Hofpital,  afked  me  to  vifit  her, 
which  I  did  a  few  days  after  the  appearance 
of  the  above  fymptoms.  She  was  confined  to 
bed.  She  appeared  to  be  languid ;  her  eyes 
were  heavy,  but  (he  was  ftrongly  fufceptible  of 
the  imprelhon  of  light,  which  gave  her  much 
uneafinefs  ;  her  pulfe  was  feeble.  With  thefe 
me  laboured  under  proftration  of  appetite,  want 
of  fleep,  and  obftinate  coftivenefs. 

She  had  been  taking  pills  of  calomel  and 
rhubarb,  with  little  effeft  on  her  bowels ;  but 
her  mouth  became  fore,  and  her  breath  acquir- 
ed the  mercurial  fetor. 

We  were  not  without  apprehenfions  for  the 
event  of  thefe  fymptoms,  which  feemed  to  us  to 

indicate 
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indicate  approaching  hydrocephalus.  We  put 
our  patient  on  a  courfe  of  aloetic  pills,  of  which 
ten  grains  were  frequently  given  for  feveral 
days  together,  and  the  calomel  was  omitted.  The 
alvine  difcharge  became  more  copious  ;  it  was 
peculiarly  fetid,  and  of  a  dark  green  colour. 
The  propenfity  to  vomit  having  fubfided  ;  pow- 
der of  jalap  in  dofes  of  fifteen  grains,  repeated 
at  fhort  intervals,  was  fubftituted  for  the  aloetic 
pills. 

Under  this  courfe,  the  belly  became  more 
and  more  regular  ;  till  at  laft  natural  motions 
were  procured  ;  and  the  different  complaints 
gradually  abated.  In  four  weeks  from  the  firft 
attack,  this  girl,  furnifhed  with  proper  purgative 
medicines,  went  to  the  country,  for  the  com- 
plete re-eftablifhment  of  her  health.

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The  following  letters,  from  Mr.  James  Ruffel, 
Profenbr  of  Clinical  Surgery  in  the  Univerfity 
of  Edinburgh,  and  from  Mr.  Benjamin  Bell, 
reached  me  after  the  paper  on  Marafmus  was 
printed  off.

My  dear  Sir, 

I  fhall  be  happy  to  give  you  an  account 
of  the  cafe  of  my  daughter,  whom  you,  and 
Mr.  Benj.  Bell  did  me  the  favour  to  attend,  in 
fummer  1803.  The  child  was  then  about 
three  years  old.  and  had  been  falling  off  in  her 
health,  fome  time  before  you  faw  her  She  was 
then  pale  and  languid,  with  a  quick  pulfe,  load- 
ed tongue,  and  impaired  appetite.  But  as  me 
was  reported  to  have  had  regular  and  daily  eva- 
cuation of  her  bowels  none  of  thefe  fymptoms 
were  afcribed  to  cqftivenefs.  Soon  after  you 
began  to  vifit,  however,  you  impacted  an  ac- 
cumulation 
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cumulation  of  feces,  to  be  the  chief  of  her  com- 
plaint, and  wifhed  to  treat  the  cafe,  according 
to  this  view.  But,  notwithstanding  every  proper 
remedy  was  employed  without  lofs  of  time,  me 
got  gradually  worfe  for  fome  days  ;  till  at  lafl 
fhe  mowed  fome  tendency  to  ftupor,  accompa- 
nied with  pain  in  her  head,  and  throbbing  of 
her  temples.  The  prefence  of  thefe  fymptoms 
fuggefted  a  fufpicion  of  an  incipient  attack  of 
hydrocephalus,  which  made  fo  ftrong  an  impref- 
fion  upon  the  attendants,  that  leeches  were  ap- 
plied to  the  head,  and  the  blood  difcharged, 
produced  fome  temporary  relief.  Notwith- 
ftanding all  thefe  variations  in  the  fymptoms, 
however,  you  ftill  continued  fteady  to  your  ori- 
ginal opinion,  and  perfevered  in  the  practice  of 
giving  laxative  medicines.  Perfeverance  in  this 
plan,  gradually  unloaded  the  bowels,  from  a 
quantity  of  feculent  matter,  which  appeared  to 
have  been  lodged  for  a  confiderable  time,  and 
procured  very  manifeft  relief.  From  the  time 
of  this  falutary  difcharge,  the  fymptoms  became 
daily  more  moderate,  till  at  laft  the  recovery 
was  complete.

Dear  Sir, 

As  you  favoured  me  with  the  perufal  of  the 
manufcript,  which  you  are  about  to  publifh,  on 
the  utility  of  purgative  medicines  in  certain  dif- 
eafes  ;  and  as  the  practice,  which  you  inculcate 
meets  with  my  approbation  ;  I  think  it  right  to 
communicate  to  you,  a  remarkable  inftance  of 
the  good  effects  of  this  practice,  which  has  re- 
cently occurred  to  me,  in  one  of  the  moll  fatal 
difeafes  with  which  we  are  acquainted. 

On  Wednefday,  the  4th  inftant,  I  received 
an  anxious  call  from  a  family  newly  arrived  at 
one  of  our  hotels,  from  the  diftance  of  forty 
miles,  with  their  eldeft  daughter,  a  girl  of  about 
eight  years  of  age  ;  who  had  become  unwell  on 
Saturday  the  24th  of  Auguft  laft. 

Her  fymptoms,  when  I  vifited  her,  were, 
fevere  headach,  greatly  aggravated  by  mo- 
tion. Pulfe  96,  and  irregular;  the  pupil  of  each 
eye,  was  more  dilated  than  in  health,  fcarcity  of 

urine 
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urine,  an  uncommon  drynefs  of  the  (kin  ;  and 
no  difcharge  from  the  nofe. 

All  the  remedies  that  are  commonly  ufed  in 
ordinary  cafes  of  headach  had  been  prefcribed, 
without  any  advantage ;  fuch  as  the  local  dif- 
charge of  blood  by  leeches ;  the  difcharge  pro- 
duced by  a  blifter,  and  gentle  dofes  of  calomel 
and  jalap. 

The  fymptoms  being  aggravated  by  the  jour- 
ney ;  I  again  advifed  leeches  to  be  applied,  and 
a  laxative  of  calomel  and  jalap  to  be  given  ; 
which  operated  properly,  and  afforded  relief. 
The  head  was  likewile  fhaved  ;  but  the  cafe 
being  highly  important,  I  advifed  an  early  con- 
futation, which  being  agreed  to  by  the  family, 
Dr.  Monro,  fenior,  and  Mr.  James  Ruffei,  fur- 
geon,  one  of  my  partners,  met  with  me,  ac- 
cordingly, next  morning.  The  opinion  adopted 
in  this  confutation*  was,  that  the  fymptoms 
were  thofe  of  hydrocephalus  internus.  We  di- 
rected a  grain  of  calomel,  and  the  fame  quanti- 
ty of  the  powder  of  foxglove,  to  be  given  three 
times  a  day ;  a  drachm  of  the  ftronger  mercu- 
rial 
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rial  ointment  to  be  rubbed  on  her  limbs,  evening 
and  morning;  a  blifter  to  be  applied  to  the 
crown  of  the  head  ;  and  the  powder  of  betony 
to  be  ufed  as  muff,  in  order  to  excite  a  difcharge 
from  the  nofe. 

This  plan  was  continued,  and  in  the  courfe 
of  the  third  day,  the  gums  were  red  and  fwell- 
ed,  but  flill  no  benefit  was  derived  from  the 
mercury.  The  pain  of  the  head  had  been  re- 
lieved by  the  leeches,  but  it  foon  became  as  vio- 
lent as  before  ;  the  iris  was  in  a  confiderable 
degree,  infenfible  to  the  ftimulus  of  light,  and 
the  pulfe  was  quick  and  irregular. 

With  thefe  fymptoms,  me  now  complained  of 
fevere  pain  in  her  bowels,  which  led  to  the  fufpi- 
cion,  of  their  being  oppreffed  with  an  accumula- 
tion of  feces,  notwithstanding  the  laxatives  which 
had  already  been  given.  A  full  dofe,  there- 
fore, of  an  infufion  of  fenna  was  exhibited,  on 
the  morning  of  the  9th  inftant.  Next  day,  we 
found  that  the  fenna  had  purged  brifkly,  not  lefs 
than  nine  times  ;  and  at  every  motion,  that  a 
large  quantity  of  black  coloured  feces,  fully 

formed, 
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formed,  and  uncommonly  fetid,  had  been  dif- 
charged. 

Perceiving  that  me  was  relieved,  her  head 
being  lefs  pained,  and  the  pulfe  more  regular ; 
another  dofe  of  fenna  was  given,  early  in  the 
forenoon  of  the  11th  ;  and  the  mercurial  medi- 
cines were  omitted.  This  dofe  alfo,  operated 
brifldy,  and  brought  off,  notwkh  (landing  the 
large  evacuations  of  the  preceding  day,  fix  or 
feven  copious  (tools,  all  of  them  uncommonly 
fetid,  and  of  a  dark  colour.  She  fuffered  much 
from  ficknefs,  oppremon,  and  gripes,  during  the 
operation  of  both  dofes  of  fenna ;  but  immedi- 
ately after  the  lafl  dofe,  every  fympfom  of  dif- 
eafe  vaniftied.  The  headach  was  felt  only  on 
quick  motion  ;  her  eyes  recovered  their  natural 
appearance  ;  her  pulfe  was  regular  ;  and  (he  be- 
came equally  alert,  as  in  her  bed  health. 

On  the  12th  (he  had  a  third  dofe  of  .fenna, 
not  however,  fo  ftrong  as  the  preceding  ones  j 
but  neverthelefs  it  procured  three  or  four  (tools, 
lefs  fetid  than  the  former,  and  of  more  natural 
appearance.

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On  the  morning  of  the  13th,  our  patient  in- 
formed us,  that  me  was  cured  of  all  her  com- 
plaints. And  her  mother,  who  watched  her 
carefully  in  every  ftate  of  her  illnefs,  faid,  that 
ever  fince  the  violent  purging,  produced  by  the 
fenna,  on  the  firft  exhibition  of  it,  me,  as  well 
as  the  fervants,  had  remarked,  that  a  difagree- 
able  noife  which  took  place,  during  the  fleep  of 
our  patient  for  feveral  years,  and  which  was 
occafioned  by  the  grinding  of  the  teeth,  had 
ceafed. 

As  our  patient  continued  perfectly  well,  on 
the  17th  inftant  me  was  permitted  to  return  to 
the  country.  Her  mother  was  directed  to  give 
her  repeated  laxatives  for  fome  time,  to  prevent 
immediate  accumulation  of  the  feces  ;  and  to 
interpofe  them  on  any  occafion  in  future,  when 
the  ftools  appeared  to  be  unnatural,  or  not  fuffi- 
ciently  copious.

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These  cafes,  from  Mr.  Ruffe  1  and  from  Mr. 
Bell,  gentlemen  in  full  practice,  and  of  high 
profeffional  refpectability,  are  fingularly  import- 
ant. The  practice  therein  fet  forth,  coincides 
with,  and  corroborates  the  fentiments  which  I 
entertain  refpecting  Marafmus,  as  inducing,  or 
as  connected  with  Hydrocephalus  Internus. — 
Stronger  and  more  decided  proofs  of  the  utili- 
ty of  purgatives,  given  in  thefe  inftances,  which 
had  fo  much  of  the  character  and  appearance  of 
hydrocephalus,  cannot  be  defired.  They  give 
a  confidence  in  the  profecution  of  a  Ample  prac- 
tice, which,  when  fully  eftablimed,  as  I  doubt 
not  it  will  be,  will  rob  this  fcourge  of  infancy, 
of  childhood,  and  early  youth,  of  much  of  the 
terror  which  its  dreaded  approach  has  hitherto 
been  wont  to  infpire,  by  removing  in  many  in- 
ftances a  tendency  to  a  difeafe,  for  which,  when 
once  fully  formed,  we  are  without  a  remedy.

Margaret  Jameson,  was  admitted  into  the 
clinical  ward,  upon  the  10th  of  May,  1804. 
She  was  fixteen  years  of  age,  and  of  a  fan- 
guine  temperament.  About  three  months  ago, 
previous  to  which  me  had  been  in  good  health, 
fome  involuntary  motions  were  firft  obferved,  in 
her  left  arm  and  leg.  Thefe,  about  a  fortnight 
ago,  changed  to  the  right  fide.  At  prefent,  thefe 

s  3  involnntary 
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involuntary  motions  are  fo  confiderable,  that  fhc 
can  hardly  walk,  and  cannot  feed  herfelf.  They 
ceafe  during  fleep,  which  however,  is  much  dis- 
turbed. Pulfe  84 — tongue  clean — appetite  im- 
paired— third:  confiderable — belly  coftive.  The 
menfes  have  appeared  once  onlv,  and  in  fmall 
quantity,  about  a  month  ago.  She  had  uled  a 
great  variety  of  remedies,   of  the  nature  of 

which  (he  was  ignorant,  without  receiving  any 

benefit. 

A  compound,  confiding  of  the  fubmuriate 
of  mercury  and  of  jalap,  at  firft  in  the  pro- 
portion of  three  grains  of  the  former,  and  ten 
grains  of  the  latter,  was  given.  This,  how- 
ever, producing  no  effects,  the  quantity  of  the 
fubmuriate  of  mercury  was  increafed  to  five 
grains,  and  that  of  the  jalap,  to  fifteen  grains. 
It  was  repeated  four  times  in  eight  days.  It  ne- 
ver operated  above  four  times.  The  feces  were/ 
at  firft  natural :  they  afterwards  became  black 
and  fetid  ;  and  then  again  aflumed  a  natural  ap- 
pearance. The  involuntary  motions  gradually 
became  better  :  they  ceaied  altogether,  in  eight 

days : 
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days  ;  and  on  the  tenth  day,  fhe  was  difmifledj 
cured.  As  the  cure,  however,  might  have  been 
temporary  only,  fhe  was  defired  to  return  fre- 
quently to  the  Infirmary.  But,  although  me 
prefented  herfelf  often,  fhe  remained  entirely 
free  of  the  difeafe  ;  and  her  countenance  exhi- 
bited the  appearance  of  health  and  vigour. 

Mary  Murray  aged  15,  and  of  a  deli- 
cate, irritable  habit,  was  admitted  on  the  8th 
of  June,  1 804.  In  her,  the  difeafe  had  com- 
menced about  three  months  before,  with  pains 
in  her  legs  and  arms.  Thefe  pains  fhe  afcribed 
to  cold,  and  they  were  removed  by  laxatives, 
and  external  applications.  After  this,  involun- 
tary motions  gradually  came  on,  at  firft  in  the 
right  leg,  and  then  in  other  parts.  At  the  time 
fhe  was  admitted,  the  mufcles  of  the  head,  of 
fhe  lower  jaw,  of  both  fuperi'or  extremities,  and 
of  the  right  leg,  were  affected,  fo  that  me 
could  hardly  walk  ;  fhe  could  not  feed  herfelf ; 
and  could  not  fpeak  intelligibly.  She  was  af- 
fected alfo  with  frequent  headachs ;  with  great 
imbecillity  of  the  mental  faculties;  with  fre- 

s  4  quent 
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quent  fits  of  crying,  without  any  evident  caufe; 
and  withfwelling  of  the  abdomen,  towards  even' 
ing.  Pulfe  about  80-tongue  clean— appetite 
good-belly  very  bound.  The  menfes  had  ne- 
ver  appeared. 

To  this  patient,  five  grains  of  the  fubmuri- 
ate  of  mercury,  and  fifteen  grains  of  jalap, 
were  given  in  the  form  of  bolus,  every  day' 
for  fourteen  days.    After  this,  they  were  giv- 
en    every  fecond    day  only,    for   fix  days. 
During  thefe  three  weeks,  this  medicine  had 
the  effect  of  producing  three  or  four  (tools  eve- 
ry  day.    At  firft,  the  ftools  were  of  a  natural 
appearance  ;  afterwards  they  became  black,  and 
very  fetid  ;  gradually,  however,  they  aflumed 
a  natural  appearance.    During  this  time,  me 
became  ftronger.    Her  countenance  affirmed  a 
healthy  appearance,  and  the  involuntary  mo- 
tions gradually  diminifhed,  fo  that  fhe  was  able 
to  walk  more  fteadily,  to  carry  liquids  to  her 
mouth,  and  to  fpeak  more  diftin&ly. 


As  the  progrefs  of  the  cure  appeared  to  be  flow, 
a  compound,  confifting  of  equal  parts  of  the  Cin- 
chona 
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chona  officinalis,  and  of  the  Valeriana  filveftris, 
was  given  in  the  quantity  of  half  a  drachm, 
twice  a  day.  At  the  fame  time,  the  above  pur- 
gative was  occafionally  prefcribed,  whenever 
there  was  any  tendency  to  coftivenefs  ;  or, 
when  the  ftools  were  not  of  a  natural  appear- 
ance. Under  this  plan,  which  continued  three 
weeks,  this  patient  gradually  got  better,  fo 
that  when  me  was  difmiffed,  after  having  conti- 
nued in  the  Infirmary  about  fix  weeks,  the 
involuntary  motions  had  entirely  ceafed,  and  Ihe 
was  in  perfect  health.

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A  young  woman  of  a  delicate  conftitution, 
but  not  liable  to  general  bad  health,  was  feized 
with  frequent  violent  and  bound  cough,  un- 
attended with  pain  of  bread,  dyfpncea,  quick- 
nefs  of  pulfe,  or  heat  of  furface.  In  order 
to  mitigate  the  cough,  the  feverity  of  which  ex- 
cited much  alarm,  left  rupture  of  veflels,  and 
hsemoptyfis  mould  enfue ;  blood-letting  was 
practifed  once  and  again,  and  a  blifter  was  ap- 
plied as  often  to  the  breaft ;  while  a  low  regi- 
men was  enjoined ,  and  laudanum  was  given  tcr 
procure  fleep,  which  the  cough  had  altogether 
banifhed.  Thefe  means,  fo  likely  to  have  pro- 
cured relief,  were  of  no  avail. 

The  experience  of  the  effect  of  fome  purga- 
tive medicines,  which  had  been  given  in  the 
courfe  of  the  ailment,  proved  that  our  patient 
was  either  of  a  peculiarly  conftipated  habit, 
or  laboured  under  temporary  conltipation.  It 
feemed  therefore  reafonable  to  another  Gentle- 
man who  attended  with  me,  as  well  as  to  my- 
felf,  to  force  the  alvine  evacuation  by  more 

powerful 
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powerful  medicines,  than  we  had  as  yet  em- 
ployed.   We  fucceeded,  but  not  without  diffi- 
culty, in  attaining  the  object  in  view.    The  ap- 
pearance and  odour  of  the  feces  evinced  their 
morbid  ftate  ;  while  the  quantity  that  was  dif- 
lodged  proved  that  the  feculent  accumulation 
had  been  great.    And  there  was  no  doubt  of 
thefe  circumftances  having  been  the  caufe  of 
the  ailment,  for  the  ceffation  of  the  cough,  and 
the  progrefs  of  convalescence  kept  pace  with 
the  gradual  unloading  of  the  bowels.    Our  pa- 
tient was  fo  fatisfied  of  this,  that  me  readily 
agreed  to  follow  out  a  regular  courfe  of  purga- 
tive medicines,  in  order  to  preferve  her  bowels 
in  a  regular  ftate  of  daily  and  full  evacuation. 

This  patient  four  months  afterwards,  had  ano- 
ther attack  of  pectoral  fymptoms,  different  how- 
ever from  the  former  one.  She  now  complained 
of  acute  fixed  pain  acrofs  the  lower  part  of  the 
fternum,  aggravated  by  the  gentleft  bodily  exer- 
tion, and  attended  with  great  languor  and  feeble- 
nefs.  Her  appetite  was  altogether  gone — me 
patted  fleeplefs  nights— her  countenance  be- 
tokened much  diftrefs — her  cheeks  were  al- 
ternately 
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ternately  flufhed  and  pale.  With  thefe  fym- 
ptoms  flie  had  no  cough,  and  when  com- 
pletely at  reft,  even  in  the  recumbent  pofture, 
no  dyfpncea. 

On  the  firft  attack,  the  pain  was  fo  violent, 
as  to  threaten  inftant  fuffocation,  which  appear- 
ed to  have  been  averted  only  by  a  prompt  and 
copious  blooding.  Bloodletting  was  afterwards 
repeated,  which,  as  well  as  bliftering,  was  of 
no  ufe ;  the  application  of  leeches  feemed  to  mi* 
tigate  the  pain  ;  and  on  account  of  it,  low  diet 
was  enjoined. 

The  other  medical  Gentleman  in  attendance* 
and  I,  trufting  to  the  account  of  our  patient, 
and  to  the  appearance  of  one  alvine  evacuation, 
were  fatisfied  that  the  belly  was  regular ;  and 
we  were  the  more  readily  fo,  as  our  patient, 
ever  fmce  her  former  indifpofition,  had  been  ac- 
cuftomed  to  attend  to  this  circumftance. 

Difappointed  in  our  expectations  of  relief,  we 
now  became  ferioufly  alarmed,  dreading  the  ex- 
igence of  vomica,  with,  which  we  connected  ap- 

prehenfions 
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prehenfions  of  impending  phthifis.  Thefe  fears 
were  not  altogether  concealed  from  the  friends 
of  the  lady,  who  immediately  afked  the  affift- 
ance  of  another  medical  Gentleman. 

Our  joint  opinion  now  turned  upon  the  pro- 
bability, that  the  difeafe  might  depend  upon 
nervous  irritation.  Exercife  in  the  open  air, 
a  fuller  diet,  and  a  tonic  powder  and  mixture, 
were  propofed.  The  patient's  inability  to  bear 
the  flighteft  motion,  and  her  total  want  of  appe- 
tite, precluded  compliance  with  the  two  firft 
propofals ;  and  the  tonic  medicines,  taken  with 
great  reluctance,  were  fcarcely  in  ufe,  when  a 
copious,  fluid,  dark-coloured,  and  peculiarly  fe- 
tid ftool  arretted  our  attention.  The  previous 
hiftory  of  this  patient's  health,  and  the  prefent 
occurrence,  indicated  clearly  our  line  of  practice. 
Much  fetid  feculent  matter  was  brought  off  by 
appropriate  purgative  medicines  ;  immediate 
abatement  of  the  pain  took  place,  and  complete 
relief  in  all  refpects  foon  enfued.  In  eight  or 
ten  days  no  veftige  of  complaint  remained. 
The  patient  is  now  perfectly  well.
